ACTS OF 1912 
(CHAP. 692) 


An Act relative to the Fire Department of the Town of Winchester. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The Fire Department of the Town of Winchester shall consist 
of a Chief Engineer and as many assistant engineers, enginemen, hosemen, 
hook-and-ladder men and assistants as the Selectmen shall from time to time 
prescribe, and the Selectmen shall have authority to supervise and define the 
duties of said engineers, and in general to make such regulations concerning 
the payment, conduct and government of the department as they ay deem 
expedient. 

Sect. 2. The chief engineer and assistant engineers shall be appaineed By 
the Selectmen and may be removed by them at any time for such cause as 
they may deem sufficient. The other members of the department shall be 
appointed by the chief engineer, subject to the approval of the Selectmen, and 
may at any time after a hearing be removed by him for such cause as he may 
deem sufficient. 

Sect. 3. The chief engineer shall, subject to the approval of the Selectmen, 
make such regulations concerning the management of fires and the conduct of 
persons attending fires, and fix such penalties for violation of the said regula- 
tions, as he shall deem necessary, and all the provisions of law relative to the 
powers, duties and liabilities of fire engineers and fire wards in towns shall 
hereafter apply, so far as the same are not inconsistent herewith, to the chief 
engineer of the Fire Department in Winchester. 

Sect. 4. On the appointment of a Chief Engineer and one or more assistants 
as hereinbefore provided, the Board of Fire Engineers of the Town of Win- 
chester shall cease to exist and the offices held by the members thereof shall 
become vacant. All other members of the Fire Department of the Town at 
the time when this Act takes effect, shall, notwithstanding the passage and 
acceptance hereof, continue as such ‘members unless removed as provided in 
Section two of this Act. 

Sect. 5. The provisions of law providing for the appointment of fire en- 
gineers in towns and such provisions of law relative to the powers, duties and 
liabilities of fire engineers as are inconsistent herewith shall not apply to the 
Town of Winchester. 


Sect. 6. This Act shall take effect upon its acceptance by two-thirds of the 


voters of the Town present and voting thereon at a meeting duly called for the 
purpose. (Approved May 29, 1912.)

Laws of the Town of Winchester, viz: 


ARTICLE I 
TOWN MEETING 


Section 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the first Monday of 
March. be initniy 

Sect. 2. Service of the warrant for every town meeting, unless a different 
time or method is prescribed by law, shall be made by leaving a copy thereof 
at every dwelling house in town four days at least before the time named in 
the warrant for holding said meeting. 

Sect. 3. Notice of every adjourned meeting shall be posted by the Town 
Clerk at the Town Hall, and, if the period of adjournment will permit, shail be 
advertised in a newspaper, if any, published in Winchester, as soon as prac- 
ticable after the adjournment, stating briefly the business to come before the 
adjourned meeting. 


PROCEDURE AT TOWN’ MEETING 


Sect. 4. The proceedings of town meetings shall be governed by the rules 
of practice contained in Cushing’s Manual of Parliamentary Practice, except 
as modified by law or by the seven following sections, sie 

Sect. 5. No vote shall be reconsidered except by a two-thirds vote. If, 
when the previous question is moved, the meeting shall decide that it shall not 
be ‘ahs the debate shall continue as if the previous question had not been 
moved. 

Sect. 6. Upon a motion to lay on the table, or for the previous question, 
not more than ten minutes shall be allowed for debate, and no person shall 
speak thereon more than three minutes. | 
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_ Sect. 7. A motion shall, if required by the Moderator, be reduced to writing 
before being submitted to the meeting. 
Sect. 8. If a motion is susceptible of division, it shall be divided and the 
question put separately upon each part thereof, if ten voters.so request. 
Sect. 9. When a question is before the meeting, the following motions, 
to wit, 
_. to adjourn, 
.., to lay on the table, 
_». for the previous question, 
_. to postpone to a time certain, 
to commit (or recommit) or refer, 
to amend, f 
_.,.. to postpone indefinitely, 
shall have precedence;in the order in which they are placed in this section. 
_ Sect. 10. On proposed amendments involving sums of money, the larger 
or largest amount shall be put to the question first, and an affirmative vote 
thereon shall be a negative vote on any smaller amount. . 
Sect. 11. No person shall speak more than five minutes at one time with- 
out a vote of permission by. the meeting. 


ARTICLE II 
TOWN FINANCES 


Section 1. No money, except State and County taxes, and principal and 
interest of town notes or bonds shall be paid from the town treasury except 
upon a warrant therefor, signed by a majority of the Selectmen. 

Sect. 2. A finance committee consisting of fifteen voters, but none of whom 
shall be town officers, shall be appointed at each annual town meeting by the 
moderator of the meeting and the chairman and secretary of the finance com- 
mittee for the preceding year, and shall serve until the dissolution of the next 
annual town meeting. Said committee shall consider all business proposed 
to beacted upon atall town meetings held during the year for which they shall 
have been appointed, except such matters as may be referred to other com- 
mittees and shall report at all such meetings,—their report on the business 
proposed to be acted upon at the annual town meeting to be in print, and to 
be distributed with the town warrant. Said committee shall have power to 
fill vacancies occurring during the year, and shall have power to expend such 
sum as may be appropriated therefor. 


ARTICLE III 
STREETS; sETG. 


Section 1. The streets in the town shall be called and known by the names 
given to them respectively until such names shall have been changed by vote 
of the town. . 

Sect. 2. No person shall break or dig up, or aid in breaking or digging up, 
any part of any street, or remove any earth or gravel therefrom, without hav- 
ing first obtained a written license from the Selectmen for that purpose; and 
no person travelling on a public way shall break or injure the surface thereof 
by the use of brakes, chains, or other mechanism so applied to the wheels of 
any vehicle under his control as to cause said wheels to slide, slip or coast on 
said way. 

Sect. 3. No person shall obstruct any street by placing therein any house 
or other building, without the license of the Selectmen in writing specifying 
the terms and conditions upon which such obstruction of the street shall be 
allowed; and the licensee shall fully comply with all said terms and conditions. 
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Sect. 4. No person shall tie or fasten any horse or other animal to any tree, 
not his own, standing in any highway, street or public place in this town, or 
in any manner cut or mutilate such tree. No person shall maliciously or 
negligently injure, or allow any animal or vehicle of any kind under his care 
to injure the grass borders or other ornamental borders upon the public streets, 
plots or parks of the town. 

Sect. 5. No owner or person having the care of any sheep, swine, horses, 
oxen, cows, or other grazing animals shall permit or suffer them to go at large 
or to graze on any street, lane, common, square, or other public place within 
this town, nor permit any such animal to go or stand upon any sidewalk 
therein, nor allow them to be baited or fed, standing or resting in said streets 
or public places within one quarter of a mile of the Town Square, or suffer 
said animals to be fed in any other streets or ways within the town limits in 
such a manner as to impede public travel or to litter said streets or ways. 

Sect. 6. No person shall place or cause to be placed in any public street or 
way of this town the contents of any sink, cesspool or privy, nor place or cause 
to be placed any rubbish or garbage therein, except for the purpose of im- 
mediate removal therefrom. 

Sect. 7. No person, unless required by law so to do, shall make any marks, 
letters or figures of any kind, or place any sign, advertisement or placard upon 
any wall, fence, post, ledge, stone, tree, building or structure in or upon any 
street in this town, without the permission of the owner thereof. 

Sect. 8. No person shall coast in any of the streets or public walks of this 
town except such streets as are publicly designated for that purpose by the 
Selectmen. 

Sect. 9... No person shall swim or bathe in any of the waters within the 
town so as to be exposed to the view of persons in any street, lane, alley or 
house within the town. | 

Sect. 10. No person shall own or keep in this town any dog which by 
biting, barking, howling, or in any other manner, disturbs the peace or quiet 
of any neighborhood, or endangers the safety of any person. Whoever vio- 
lates the provisions of this section shall be liable to a penalty of ten dollars. 

Sect. 11. No person shall deposit advertising circulars or other matter on 
the streets nor team manure, hay, rubbish, liquid or other material in sucha 
manner as to litter, pollute or injure said streets. 


SIDEWALKS ‘ 


Sect. 12. No person shall drive or draw any cart, wagon, sled or other 
vehicle (except invalid’s or children’s hand carriages) over or upon any public 
footpath or sidewalk in the town. 

Sect. 13. No person shall stand on any sidewalk in such manner as to 
obstruct a free passage for foot passengers after a request to move on made 
by a constable or police officer. 

Sect. 14. No person shall behave in a rude or disorderly manner, or use 
any indecent, profane or insulting language in any public place, or near any 
dwelling house, or other building in the town, or be or remain upon any side- 
walk, or upon any doorstep, or other projection from any house or other build- 
ing, so as to annoy or disturb any person or obstruct any passage to such house 
or building, and every person so being or remaining as aforesaid, when ordered 
by any constable or police officer, or by the owner or occupant of any such 
building, shall immediately and peaceably depart and stay therefrom. 

Sect. 15. No person shall place any obstruction in a street or on a sidewalk, 
and allow it to remain there, without first obtaining the consent in writing of 
the Board of Selectmen. 

Sect. 16. Whoever, being the owner, tenant, occupant or agent in charge 
of an estate abutting upon a sidewalk upon a public street, within a radius 
of one quarter of a mile of the railroad crossing in the centre of the town, 
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said estate being used wholly or in part for stores, public offices or places of 
public resort, shall place any snow or ice on a sidewalk on which such store, 
office or place of public resort, abuts, or suffers it to remain thereon for more 
than five hours between sunrise and sunset, shall forfeit not more than ten 
dollars for each offence. If snow or ice, through weather conditions, is evenly 
spread over a sidewalk and frozen thereto so as to be difficult of removal, it 
may remain until it can be more easily removed, if the sidewalk be kept in 
safe condition by sanding or otherwise. 

Sect. 17. No person shall collect, deal in, or keep a shop for the purchase, 
sale or barter of junk, old metals or second hand articles within the limits of 
the town, unless licensed by the Board of Selectmen. 

Sect. 18. No person shall throw any snowball, stone or other substance, in 
any public or private way; nor shall any person so engage in any amusement, 
game or exercise, in any public or private way as to interfere with the free, safe 
and convenient use thereof. 

Sect. 19. No person, except the duly authorized agents and employees of 
the Selectmen, shall carry in or through any of the streets, squares, courts, 
lanes, avenues, places or alleys within the town of Winchester, any house- 
dirt, ashes or house-offal, either animal or vegetable, or any grease or bones, 
or any refuse substances from any of the dwelling-houses or other places in the 
town, unless a person so carrying the same, and the mode in which it may be 
carried, shall have been licensed by the Board of Health upon such terms and 
conditions as they may deem the health and interest of the town require. 

Sect. 20. No person shall, without the license of the Board of Health, 
throw into, or leave in, or upon, any street, court, square, lane, alley, public 
epg public enclosure, pond or body of water or vacant lot within the limits 
of the town, where it would be offensive or injurious to health, any dead ani- 
mal, dirt, sawdust, soot, ashes, cinders, shavings, hair, shreds, manure, oyster, 
clam, or lobster shells, waste water, rubbish or filth of any kind, or any refuse 
animal or vegetable matter whatsoever. 

Sect. 21. No person shall, except as authorized or required by law, fire or 
discharge any gun, fowling-piece or other firearms or an air-rifle on or within 
two hundred feet of any street in the town of Winchester, nor on any public 
grounds therein, nor on any private grounds beyond said two hundred feet 
limit unless with the consent of the owner thereof; but the provisions of this 
section shall not apply to the use of such weapons at any military exercise or 
in the lawful defence of the person, family or property of any citizen. 

Sect. 22. Whoever violates the provisions of any section of this article, 
except sections ten, sixteen and seventeen shall be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars for each offence. 


ARTICLE IV 
HACKNEY CARRIAGES 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen shall, from time to time, grant licenses 
to such persons and upon such terms, as they may deem expedient, to set up, 
use or drive hackney carriages for the conveyance of persons for hire from 
place to place within the town, and they may revoke such licenses at their 
discretion, and a record of all licenses so granted or revoked shall be kept by 
the Selectmen. 

Sect. 2. The Board of Selectmen shall give notice by publication in some 
newspaper, or otherwise, that, on or before a given date, all persons who de- 
sire to set up, use or drive a hackney carriage or carriages must apply for a 
license therefor. hanes 

Sect. 3. No person after said given date shall set up, use or drive in the 
town any hackney carriage for the conveyance of persons for hire from place 
to place within the town, without a license for such carriage from the Board of 
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Selectmen, under a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars every time such 
carriage is used. Such license shall expire on the first day of May next after 
the date thereof, and no license shall be sold, assigned or transferred without 
the consent of said Board indorsed thereon. es 
Sect. 4.. For every license so granted, the sum of one dollar shall be paid 
to the Town Treasurer for the use of the town, but no license so granted shall 
operate to relieve the licensee from any penalty herein. prescribed, against 
persons without a license if he neglects or refuses to take out and pay for, his 
license within ten days after notice that.it has been granted. ba 


ARTICLE V 
HAWKERS AND. PEDDLERS 


Section 1.. No person shall hawk or peddle any of the articles enumerated 
in section fifteen of chapter sixty-five of the Revised Laws and all amendments 
thereof until he has recorded his name and residence with the Chief of Police 
and has been assigned a number by him, nor unless any vehicle or receptacle 
in which he may carry or convey such articles shall have painted on the 
outside thereof in letters and figures at least two inches in height the name of 
the person selling and the number given him by the Chief of Police and be 
approved on the first Monday in every, month by the Chief of Police. “e 

Sect. 2. No person hawking, peddling, or selling or exposing for sale, any 
article enumerated in section fifteen of chapter sixty-five of the Revised Laws, 
and acts in amendment thereof, shall cry his wares to the disturbance of the 
peace or comfort of the inhabitants of the town. aa at 

Sect. 3. The Board of Selectmen may from time to time grant licenses to 
suitable persons to be hawkers and peddlers of fruit and vegetables within the 
town. ae 

Sect. 4. Every license so granted shall expire on the first day of May next 
following the date thereof, but no such license shall be effective until the 
licensee shall have paid to the Town Treasurer a fee of ten dollars to the use 
of the town. er ote 

Sect. 5.. Any hawker or peddler of fruit or vegetables who conducts his 
business within the town, and is not licensed as provided in section four of this 
article, and any person who violates any of the provisions of the foregoing 
sections of this article shall be punished by a fine of not more than twenty 
dollars for each offence. 


ARTICLE VI 
REGULATIONS AND RATES OF THE WATER WORKS 


Seciton 1. There shall be a Water and Sewer Board consisting of three 
legal voters, one of whom shall annually be elected by ballot at the annual 
town meeting for a term of three years, and who, before entering upon the per- 
formance of his duties, shall be sworn to the faithful performance thereof, No 
member shall receive any salary or other compensation for his services. é 

Sect. 2. Said Board shall have and exercise all the powers vested in) the 
town, by chapter two hundred and sixty-five of the Acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-two and by any Acts in addition thereto, so far as the 
same may be legally delegated; and may appoint a Water Registrar and other 
necessary subordinate officers, agents and assistants, and fix their salaries or 
compensation. tig 

Sect. 3. Said Board shall, annually, on or before the first day of January, 
present to the Selectmen a report, made up to.and including the last day of 
December, containing a statement of the condition of the water works and of 
the lands and other property connected therewith, and any information or 
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suggestions which they may deem important; and shall, at the same time, 
transmit to the Selectmen the report of the Water Registrar, mentioned in the 
following section. 

Sect. 4. The Water Registrar, under the direction of said Board, shall assess 
the water rates hereinafter established; he shall once in each year personally 
visit or cause to be visited, the premises of every water taker, examine the 
service pipes and fixtures, and see that the rules and regulations are strictly 
observed. He shall, annually, on or before the first day of January, present 
to said Board a report containing a statement of the number of water-takers, 
the amount of water rates assessed and the amount of abatements, and per- 
form all other duties required of him by said Board. He shall transmit the 
bills for water rates to the Collector, who shall collect them and pay the pro- 
ceeds over to the Town Treasurer weekly. 

. Sect. 5. Water rates shall be payable to the Collector on the first day of 
January and July in each year. All charges for specific supplies, unless de- 
termined by meter, shall be payable before the water is turned on. 

Sect. 6. Upon the non-payment of the water rates for sixty days after they 
are payable, the Collector shall serve a summons upon the delinquent; and, 
unless said rates are paid within ten days thereafter, together with twenty 
cents for said summons, the Collector shall notify the Registrar, who shall 
shut off the water, and it then shall not be turned on until the amount due, 
together with the twenty cents for the summons and fifty cents for the shut- 
ting off and fifty cents for the turning on, is paid. The foregoing provisions 
shall apply if two or more parties take water from the same service pipes, 
although one or more of them may have paid the proportion due from him or 
them. Said summons may be served in any of the ways provided by law for 
the service of a summons for the non-payment of a tax. 

Sect. 7. The Water and Sewer Board may make abatements in the water 
rates in such cases as they may deem proper; and may shut off the water 
from any street after notice of their intention so to do. 

Sect. 8. Said Board shall keep suitable books in which shal! be entered the 
names of all water-takers, the kind of building to which water is supplied, the 
name of the street on which it is situated and its number thereon, the nature 
of the use, the number of taps, and the amount charged; which books shall be 
open to inspection. 

Sect. 9. Said Board shall lay all service pipes from the main in the street 
to the inside of the building which is to be supplied in such location and manner 
and using pipe of such quality and size as the owner may desire and said Board 
deems proper, the cost thereof to be charged to the owner, but the service 
water pipe from the service box to the inside of the house may be furnished 
and installed by any competent person whose work shall be satisfactory to 
said Board or its inspector. An estimate of the cost shall be made and the 
amount shall be deposited with the Town Treasurer before the work is begun. 

Sect. 10. If any person shall open a hydrant, or lift or remove the cover 
thereof, or make any opening or connection with any pipe or reservoir, or turn 
on or turn off the water from any pipe, fountain, reservoir or hydrant, except 
in case of fire, or by authority of the Water and Sewer Board or Registrar, 
he shall be liable to a penalty of not more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 11. Clause 1. All persons who take water shall keep the meters 
within their buildings protected from frost, at their own expense, and will be 
held responsible for all damage which may result from their failure so to do. 

Clause 2. They shall prevent all unnecessary waste of water, and shall not 
conceal the purposes for which it is used. ; 

Clause 3. No alterations shall be made in any of the pipes or fixtures in- 
serted by the town, except by persons authorized by the Water and Sewer 
Board or Registrar, who are to be allowed to enter the premises supplied, ex- 
amine the fixtures, and ascertain if there is any unnecessary waste. ; 

Clause 4. No water shall be supplied to parties who are not entitled to its 
use, unless by written permit of the Water and Sewer Board. 
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Clause 5. A charge of fifty cents will be made whenever the Water and 
Sewer Board, at the request of a water-taker, turns on or shuts off the water 
in any service. 

A copy of this section shall be printed on all bills for water rates. 

Sect. 12. Upon a violation of any of the provisions of section eleven, the 
water shall be immediately shut off from the building or place where such 
violation occurred, although two or more parties may take the water through 
the same pipe, and shall not be turned on again except by order of the Water 
and Sewer Board, and upon the payment of one dollar; and in case of such 
violation, said Board may declare any payment made for the water by the 
person guilty of such violation to be forfeited. 

Sect. 13. The owners of premises shall be charged on the first days of 
January and July for the use of water for the succeeding six months when, the 
rate is by fixture, and for the preceding six months when a meter is used, at 
the following rates per annum:

BUILDING PURPOSES 


Special rates to be made by the Water and Sewer Board. 

Sect. 14. The Water and Sewer Board may set a meter in any place they 
shall deem it for the interest of the town so to do. Any water-taker may de- 
mand to have a meter set on written application, and the payment of a deposit 
to cover the estimated cost of the meter and its installation. 

_ Sect. 15. No charge shall be made for water used through fixtures which 
are installed solely for protection against fire. 

Sect. 16. The Water and Sewer Board may charge the Fire Department 
the sum of fifteen dollars annually for each and every hydrant established 
within the limits of the town; and for water supplied to fountains, and for 
other public purposes, they may charge the department of the town for which 
the water is used the same rates as individuals or corporations would be 
charged for like purposes. 

Sect. 17. The Water and Sewer Board may grant an application for an ex- 
tension of the water pipes on an unaccepted way, if, in their judgment the in- 
crease in the value of the land abutting on or reached from such way, due to 
the extension of the water service, will be sufficient to yield an increase in 
taxes, exclusive of water rates, equal to six per cent at least on the cost of such 
extension. 


ARTICLE VII 
Regulations for the Inspection and Construction of Buildings 
INSPECTOR OF BUILDINGS 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen shall annually, in April, appoint an 
Inspector of Buildings for the term of one year from the first day of May 
following or until a successor is appointed and has qualified in his stead. His 
compensation shall be determined by the Board of Selectmen. He shall be 
familiar with building construction and shall not be interested in any contract 
for building for the town, or for furnishing materials to the town. The Board 
of Selectmen shall have power to discharge the Inspector for failure to perform 
his duties, and to fill any vacancy in his office. 

Sect. 2. The Inspector shall keep a record of the business of his office, ascer- 
tain all facts and make all returns which shall be required by law. He shall 
report to the State Board of District Police any violation of the laws of the 
Commonwealth in relation to the construction of buildings that may come to 
his notice. He shall, if necessary, enter upon the premises wherein any fire 
has occurred, in order to investigate the origin of the fire. 


BUILDING PERMITS 


Sect. 3. Every person before erecting or altering any building, shall obtain 
from the Inspector a building permit, first filing therefor an application, in 
which he shall give a description of the intended building or alteration, shall 
submit plans and specifications for the same, and state the purpose for which 
the same is to be used and the dimensions and location of the site. 

Sect. 4. The Inspector shall examine all buildings under applications for 
permits for alterations and make a record of his examination. He shall issue 
permits for the erection or alteration of buildings in all cases where the pro- 
posed new building or altered building will conform to the requirements of 
this article and to the laws of the Commonwealth, and in such cases only; but 

ermits for his own work or any building in which he is interested, shall be 


issued only by some disinterested person appointed by the Selectmen for that 


purpose. No permit shall be valid for a longer time than one year. 
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Sect. 5. A copy of the plans and specifications of every public building 
shall be deposited and left on file in the office of the Inspector. 


-INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS 


Sect. 6. The Inspector shall examine all buildings in course of erection, 
alteration or repair, as often as practicable, and for that purpose shall have the 
right of entry thereto, and shall make a record of all violations of this article, 
with the location of the building where such violations are found, the name of 
the owner, lessee, occupants, architect and master mechanic, and all other 
matters relative thereto. 

Sect. 7. The Inspector shall examine all buildings reported dangerous, or 
damaged by accident or fire, and make a record of such examination, includ- 
ing the nature and amount of such damage, with the location of the building, 
the name of the owner and lessee, and for what purpose occupied, and report 
the facts to the Board of Selectmen, and, for that purpose, shall have the right 
of entry thereto. 


BOARD OF APPEAL 


Sect. 8. The Board of Selectmen shall annually appoint a committee of 
three voters of Winchester for the term of one year, or until their successors 
are appointed and qualified, to be called the Board of Appeal. In case of 
doubt as to the true meaning, intent or application of any section of this 
article either the Inspector or any one aggreived by the ruling of the Inspector 
thereon, may by petition bring the matter before said Board for determina- 
tion. The Board shall thereupon give a hearing on such petition and determine 
the true intent, meaning and application of any section of this article. <A 
soa a of a majority of said Board shall be binding on all parties affected 
thereby. 


DEFINITIONS 


Sect. 9. In this article, unless the context or subject matter otherwise re- 
quires: — ‘Cellar’? means a basement or lower ‘story, of which one-half or 
more of the height from the floor to the ceiling is below the level of the street, 
if adjoining, or if not on a street, below the average grade of the ground out- 
side the wall. ‘‘Foundation wall’’ means that portion of any external wall 
below the level of the street curb, or, if not on a street, below the grade of the 
ground outside the wall, and that portion of any partition or division wall 
below the basement floor. ‘‘Division wall’’ means every wall built in order 
to be used as a separation of two or more buildings. ‘‘Partition wall’’ means 
any interior wall of masonry in a building. ‘‘External wall’? means every 
outer wall or vertical inclosure, except a division wall, of any building. 
‘“Height”’ of a building means the distance from the top of the outside founda- 
tion wall, to the highest part of the roof. ‘“Tenement”’ or ‘‘apartment house’”’ 
means any building for three or more families, or for two or more families 
where the building is used in part for mercantile or manufacturing purposes. 
‘Inspector’? means the Inspector of Buildings appointed under Section 1 of 
this article. 


ALTERATIONS AND ADDITIONS 


Sect. 10. Any alteration or addition to a building already erected or here- 
after to be built, shall be subject to this article, except ordinary alterations or 
repairs not affecting the construction of the external, division or partition 
walls, chimneys or stairways. , 

Sect. 11. No building already erected, or hereafter built, shall be altered in 
such manner that, as a whole, it will not conform to the provisions of this 


a 
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article as to new buildings. This section shall not apply to single or double 
dwelling houses retained as such. 


BRICK OR STONE WALLS 


Sect. 12. In all buildings having masonry walls, the brick or stone shall be 
solidly laidin lime or cement mortar. Nostone walls shall be less than eighteen 
inches thick, if of rubble, or sixteen inches thick, if of blocked stone backed 
with brick. 
~ Sect. 13. In such buildings, all foundation walls, if of brick, shall be“at 
least four inches thicker than the wails directly above, and shall! be bracketed 
out eight inches at least at the base, or rest on a concrete footing eight inches 
wider than the wall, and one foot thick. When rubble is used, the wall shall 
be thoroughly bonded. Foundation walls shall also be thick enough to resist 
lateral pressure, and the Inspector may order an increase of thickness for that 
purpose. They shall be laid solid in cement mortar, at least one-half cement 
to one-half lime, and shall rest on a footing course of large stone or Portland 
cement concrete, in either case at least eight inches wider than the wall, and 
at least twelve inches thick. Such walls, if of rubble stone, shall be at least 
twenty inches thick, and shall also be as many inches thick, less ten, as the 
wall is high in feet.. If of block stone, they may be six inches less in thickness 
than is required for rubble walls, but shall be at least eighteen inches thick and 
at least four inches thicker than the wall above. 

Sect. 14. Except as provided in the following section, in all two-story 
buildings, the brick external and division walls above ground, and in the first 
story above the basement, shall be at least twelve inches thick, and in the 
second story at least eight inches thick, but no eight-inch wall shall be more 
than twenty feet long without adequate lateral support. 

Sect. 15. Dwelling houses of not over two and one-half stories may have 
foundation walls as provided in section twenty-five and may have ten inch 
hollow walls bonded every two feet in length and every five courses in height 
with metal or brick ties. Wherever joists are built into the wall, it shall be 
solidly bonded with brick for three courses below the joist. 

Sect. 16. In all buildings of more than two stories, the brick external and 
division walls shall be not less than twelve inches thick throughout the three 
upper stories and throughout every two stories below shall be four inches 
thicker than the wall directly above. Not more than twelve feet shall be 
counted as a story; but tenement or apartment houses of not more than four 
stories may have external and division walls not less than twelve inches thick. 

Sect. 17. Vaulted walls shall contain, exclusive of withes, the same amount 
of material required for solid walls, and shall be tied together with ties not more 
than two feet apart every five courses. 

Sect. 18. The walls of brick buildings, except dwelling houses, shall be 
anchored to each other at all corners, every ten feet in their height, by tie 
anchors, made of at least one and one-quarter inch by three-eighths of an inch 
wrought iron. 
 Sect.19. Each floor and also the roof of all masonry buildings, except 
dwelling houses, shall have its beams so tied to the walls and to each other 
with wrought iron straps or anchors, at least one and one-quarter inches by 
three-eighths of an inch in section, as to form continuous ties across the build- 
ing not more than eight feet apart. The walls running parallel with the floor 
joists shall be properly tied to the floor beams once in eight feet by iron straps 
or anchors of the size above specified. 


TENEMENT OR APARTMENT HOUSES 


Sect. 20. Every tenement or apartment house shall have two staircases in- 
Alependent of each other, and each directly accessible from each tenement. 
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Sect. 21. All tenement or apartment houses shall be of fireproof con- 
struction. 

Sect. 22. Fireproof construction shall consist of fireproof materials through- 
out, with floor constructed of iron, steel or reinforced concrete beams, filled in 
between with terra cotta, or other masonry arches or with concrete or rein- 
forced concrete slabs. 

Sect. 23. Wood may be used only for under or upper floors, windows and 
door frames, sashes, doors, interior finish, hand rails for stairs, necessary 
sleepers bedded in the cement, and for isolated furrings bedded in mortar. 

Sect. 24. In such construction there shall be no air space between the top 
of any floor arches and the floor boarding. 


WOODEN BUILDINGS 


Sect 25. Every wooden building shall have a foundation of stone, concrete 
or brick carried up to the surface of the ground, and the foundation, if of con- 
crete, shall be not less than ten inches thick, and if of brick, shal! be not less 
than twelve inches thick, and laid in cement mortar, at least one-half cement . 
to one-half lime; if of rubble stone, it shall be not less than sixteen inches 
thick and laid in cement mortar, at least one-half cement to one-half lime, with 
headers extending through the wall every four feet in each direction; and if 
of block stone, shall be not less than sixteen inches thick and laid in equally 
good mortar. In each case, the wall shall rest on a footing course at least 
twenty inches wide and one foot thick. 

Sect. 26. The underpinning above ground of a wooden building, if of brick, 
shall be not less than tweive inches thick, except that for the upper six feet 
thereof, it shall be not less than eight inches thick. 

Sect. 27. Such part of the foundation wall of a wooden building as may be 
below the grade of the cellar bottom may be laid of large stones without mortar, 
provided the wall is at least two feet six inches thick. 

Sect, 28. Such buildings or structures as the Inspector shall approve may 
rest on trench walls carried three feet, six inches below grade or to a ledge, on 
foundation walls laid without mortar, or on brick piers or iron or wood posts 
Such piers or posts shall rest on a solid footing three feet, six inches below 

rade. 
i Sect. 29. In every dwelling house where ledger boards are used to carry 
any except the upper floor, the space behind the ledger board shall be filled 
solidly with blocks of wood nailed in place, or with some incombustible ma- 
terial. 

Sect. 30. No wooden building shall be built, the walls of which to the main 
cornice exceed thirty feet in height, and no wooden building shall have its 
walls placed at a less distance than seven feet from the side and rear lines of 
the lot upon which the building is to be erected, unless an external wall of 
masonry is substituted for one of wood on the side or sides adjoining such lines, 
said wall to be built up to the under side of the roof covering and of the thick- 
ness required for external walls. A wall with a coating of cement on a wood 
frame shall not be considered a masonry wall. 


DOUBLE HOUSES 


Sect. 31. Every double house shall have a separating partition plastered 
on metal lath on both sides or wholly filled between the studs with brick and 
mortar or concrete up to the ceiling of the upper finished story and resting on 
an eight inch brick wall in the cellar. 

Sect. 32. Every block of three or more dwelling houses shall have a brick 
division wall at least eight inches thick between each two dwellings, said wall 
to extend up to the under side of the roof covering. 


ee 
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PROJECTIONS 


Sect. 33. No bay window or other structure, except a cornice, shall be 
placed upon any building so as to project over any public way or square without 
the permission of the Board of Selectmen, given after due notice and hearing 
and then only in such manner as shall be approved by the Inspector. 


LEADERS AND SNOW BARRIERS 


Sect. 34. Water from the roof of a building now or hereafter erected shall 
not be allowed to flow upon or across the surface of a sidewalk. No person 
shall permit a leader or conductor from the roof of such a building owned by him 
to be so placed or maintained as to direct a volume of water upon or across 
the surface of a sidewalk. 

Sect. 35. Every building now or hereafter erected upon the line or within 
eight fect of the line of any street or travelled way, having a slated pitch roof, 
sloping towards said street or way shall be provided with suitable snow barriers 
or guards to prevent the snow sliding therefrom. 


FLOORS 


Sect. 36. All new or renewed floors shall be so constructed as to carry safely 
the weight to which the proposed use of the building will subject them, but 
the least capacity per superficial square foot, exclusive of materials, shall be 
for floors of 


Dwellings, 40 Ibs. 
School houses and offices, 60 Ibs. 
Stores and buildings for light mechanical purposes, 120 Ibs. 
Public and school assembly rooms, 120 Ibs. 
Storehouses, manufactories, machine shops, 120 to 150 Ibs. 


as may be required by the Inspector. 


Sect. 37. The ends of all floor beams of a brick building shall enter the wall 
at least four inches and shall be cut with a splay of three inches in their width, 
or shall be carried by some approved form of joist hanger. 

Sect. 38. There shall be not less than four inches of brick work between 
roof or floor timbers entering a division wall from opposite sides. 


FIRE GUARDS 


Sect. 39. The six following sections shall apply to every tenement or apart- 
ment house, and to every building to be used as a hotel, lodging or boarding 
house with accommodations for more than ten lodgers above the first floor, 
and to every building of more than one story within the building limits. 

Sect. 40. The inside of all furred brick walls shall have a fire stop at least 
six inches wide of some incombustible material, thoroughly set up between 
furrings at the top and bottom of each floor. 

Sect. 41. All stud walls and partitions shall have the space between the 
floor joists immediately under said walls and partitions, and between studs 
from the under side of said floor joist to a line four inches above the top of said 
joist, filled solidly with brick and mortar, or some other incombustible material. 
If such stud wall and partition shall rest on a solid timber or joist, said filling 
shall be placed from the top of said timber or joist to the same height as above 
described. When there is no wall or partition below, a strip of metal two 
inches wider than the said studding may be substituted for filling above 
described. 
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Seci. 42. All air spaces around chimneys, pipes, shafts, etc., and all other 
spaces which form concealed air passages from one story to another shall have 
similar fire stops at each story. 

Sect. 43. All ducts, chutes and shafts for ventilation, or other purposes, 
shall be of, or lined with, incombustible material. 

Sect. 44. The spaces between stringers of all wooden staircases, unless said 
stringers are left exposed, shall be closed at intervals not exceeding four feet 
by substantial stops of incombustible material. The soffits of wooden stairs, 
if plastered, and the ceilings in and under staircase halls shall be plastered on 
metal lath. 3: 

Sect. 45. The partitions enclosing staircases or staircase halls shall be 
plastered on metal lath on both sides or be filled solidly between the studding 
with brick and mortar or concrete so as to form, with the metal lathed ceiling 
above described, a complete enclosure with no openings except for windows in 
external walls, and for doors. In cellars or basements, staircases or staircase 
halls shall be enclosed by brick walls, except in the case of a flight of cellar 
stairs, not opening from a staircase hall on the first floor. © 


CHIMNEYS 


Sect. 46. All chimneys hereafter erected shall be constructed of brick, 
stone or other non-conducting fireproof material laid solid in mortar at least as 
good as best lime-mortar. Brick chimneys shall be plastered outside below the 
roofing, except when the brick work is exposed. The walls of ail smoke flues 
shall be eight inches thick or lined with terra cotta or tile flue linings. Every 
chimney not attached to a brick wall shall be built so that the centre of gravity 
of each section shall be six inches inside the chimney walls at the base. 

Sect.47. Chimneys not starting from the foundation walls shall rest upon 
a continuous support of metal or masonry extending to the ground. 

Sect. 48. Adequate iron mantel bars or masonry arches shall be used over 
all fireplace or grate openings. The jambs and backs of the fireplace, range 
or grate openings shall be at least eight inches thick. _Hearths of fireplaces 
shall be laid on brick or other trimmer arches, or upon bars of iron supporting 
a four-inch bed of masonry. 

Sect.49. Open fireplaces, set-grates, set-ranges, set-kettles and the like 
shall have fireproof foundations, with fire-proof hearth extending not less than 
sixteen inches from the grate or ash pit. No masonry structure to contain 
fire shall be allowed on a wooden floor in any building. 

Sect. 50. All chimneys shall be topped out at least two feet above the 
highest part of the roof to which they belong or three feet above a flat roof. 
No structural wood work of any kind shall be placed at a less distance than 
one inch from the outside of any chimney. 


SMOKE’ PIPES 


Sect. 51. No smoke-pipe shall pass through a stud or wooden partition of 
any kind, whether the same be plastered or not, unless guarded either by metal 
collars, with suitable holes for ventilation, or by a soapstone ring. All smoke- 
pipes passing through closets shall be enclosed in metal pipes with a ventilated 
air space of at least two inches all around. 

No earthenware pipe shall be used for horizontal flues. . 

No woodwork shall be placed at a less distance than six inches from any 
metal flue or smoke pipe. 

Sect. 52. The smoke-pipes of any hot-air, steam, hot-water heater or other 
furnace passing beneath wooden beams or ceilings, shall be kept at least 
twelve inches therefrom, but the pipe may be placed within eight inches of the 
beam or ceiling if the woodwork shall be protected by a tin shield suspended 
at least two inches below said beams or ceilings. All other smoke-pipes shall 
be kept at least ten inches below any wooden beam or ceiling. | 5 


~~ 
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FURNACES 


Sect. 53. Tops of furnaces shall be at least one foot, six inches below any 
wooden beams or ceilings. 

Sect. 54. Registers connected with hot-air furnaces shall be set in non-con- 
ducting, incombustible borders, at least two inches wide. Register boxes shall 
be made of metal, with a flange on the top to fit a groove in the border, and 
shall have a one-inch air space all around. 

Sect. 55. Furnace or other pipes conveying heated air shall be of tin plate 
or its equal, and, except those from hot water or steam radiators, in partitions 
or between floors, sha]l be double with a free air space between, and elsewhere 
shall be kept at least one inch away from any wood work. 


STEAM PIPES 


Sect. 56. Steam pipes shall be kept at least one inch from all woodwork or 
shall be protected by an incombustible ring or tube, or shall rest on iron sup- 
ports, with an air space of at least one half inch all around, and when passing 
through partitions or floors shall be surrounded by incombustible tunnels at 
least three quarters of an inch larger in diameter than the pipes. 


NOTICE OF UNSAFE CHIMNEYS 


Sect. 57. If any chimney, flue or heating apparatus shall be found by the 
Inspector to be unsafe, he shall at once notify in writing the owner, agent, or 
other party having an interest in said premises, who, upon receiving said 
notice, shall make the same safe. 


BOILER ROOMS 


Sect. 58. Rooms for power boilers shall be enclosed in brick, stone or con- 
crete walls. Roofs or floors over such rooms or houses shall be made of iron, 
or masonry arches or slabs, or if of wood, shall be protected with fireproof tile 
or plastered on metal lath. All doors leading to such boiler rooms shall be 
covered with metal. The ceilings over all other stationary boilers, except 
those used for heating dwelling houses, shall be plastered on metal laths or 
covered with metal. 

Sect. 59. The floors of rooms containing stationary boilers shall be made of 
incombustible material for at least five feet in front, and for a suitable distance 
on the sides and rear. Wooden floors under portable boilers shall be pro- 
tected by incombustible material. 


FLOOR AREAS 


Sect. 60. In all non-proof stores, warehouses and manufacturing buildings 


not adequately equipped with a system of automatic sprinklers in conformity 


to the rules of the National Board of Fire Underwriters, no single floor area 
between brick walls of a thickness corresponding to the main bearing walls 
shall exceed seventy-five hundred square feet; and no wall or part of wall in 
any existing building, nor in any building hereafter erected, shall be removed 
to produce a larger area unless so equipped. Openings in the brick fire walls 
of buildings of the class above mentioned shall in no case exceed eight feet in 
width, nor ten feet in height, and above each such opening there shall be a 
curtain wall of at least two feet between the top of the opening and the ceiling 
line. Openings shall be provided with approved automatic, self-closing, 
standard, fireproof doors on both sides of the wall. 
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BUILDING LIMITS 


Sect. 61. The territorial limits within which no building shall be built unless 
in conformity with the requirements of section two of chapter one hundred and 
four of the Revised Laws shall be the area bounded and described as follows: — 
Beginning at land of the Boston and Maine Railroad one hundred feet south 
of Common Street and thence running parallel with and one hundred feet dis- 
tant from said Common Street to and extended across Church Street to a 
point fifty feet northwest of Church Street; thence turning and running from 
said point to the northeasterly corner of Elmwood Avenue and Vine Street; 
thence running by the easterly and southerly side of Elmwood Avenue to Main 
Street; thence running across Main Street to the pond; thence running by the 
pond and river to a point thirty feet from the northerly side of Mt. Vernon 
Street; thence running easterly parallel to and thirty feet distant from Mt. 
Vernon Street to Washington Street; thence running southerly on Washington 
Street to the southeasterly corner of the Town Hall lot; thence running by 
the southerly boundary of the Town Hall lot extended to the pond; thence 
running due south to the parkway; thence by the parkway and Walnut Street 
to land of the Boston and Maine Railroad: thence across said land of said 
Boston and Maine Railroad to the point of beginning, ) 


SPECIAL CONSTRUCTION 


Sect. 62. The erection of any building of a kind obviously not contemplated 
by the preceding sections of this article shall be subject to such analogous 
restrictions as the Inspector may require. 

Sect, 63. The use of various forms of masonry construction such as con- 
crete, concrete blocks, terra cotta or hollow tile blocks, etc., not expressly 
provided for in this article shall be subject to such restriction as the Inspector 
may require in order to:conform to the standard of strength and safety other- 
wise required by this article. 


PENALTIES 


Sect. 64... Whoever violates any of the provisions of the preceding sections 
of this article shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars 
for each offence. . 


ARTICLE Vill 
Regulations Relative To Plumbing And Drainage — 


PERMITS 


Section 1. Upon application of a registered master plumber, on a form fur- 
nished by the Board of Health, said board shall grant a written permit to do 
the plumbing described therein, when in conformity with the law. Drawings 
of proposed work shall be filed if required. Permits may be revoked by the 
Board of Health if their conditions are violated. Permits for all plumbing, 
except for the repair of leaks, must be in the hands of the plumber before be- 
ginning any plumbing work. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


Sect. 2. Every building, used as a dwelling, tenement or lodging house) or 
wherein persons are employed, shall be separately connected with the public 
sewer when such sewer is provided; or if none is provided, with a cesspool cou- 
ri bean of such material and of such capacity as the Board of Health shall 

irect. ' 

No plumbing shall be connected with the town sewer without the approval 
of the Board of Health. 
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_No rain conductors, surface or ground water drainage shall be connected 
with plumbing or drainage pipes which discharge into the public sewer or into 
cesspools. 


Wherever there is a public sewer with which the sewerage system of a build- 
ing is to be connected, the owner or agent shall before determining the posi- 
tion of the main house sewer, obtain from the Water and Sewer Board the 
location of the sewer branch which is to serve that building and said connec- 
tion shall be made in conformity to the rules of said Board. | 

No sewer from any building shall pass under another building; nor shall a 
sewer pass within five feet of the outside wall of any building, unless it be of 
oiled cast iron pipe, made with lead joints, thoroughly calked and 
tested. 


Every ouilding in which gasolene, naphtha or other inflammable compounds 
are used for business purposes shall be provided with a special trap or separator, 
so designed as to prevent the passage of oils into the sewer, and shall be ven- 
tilated with a separate pipe to a point three feet above the roof. The waste 
of every washstand for vehicles shall be provided with a catch basin so de- 
signed that sand cannot pass into the drain. The waste pipe from the sink 
of every hotel, restaurant or other public cooking establishment shall be pro- 
vided with a grease trap. The waste from every fixture, except refrigerators 
and other receptacles in which provisions are stored, shall be connected 
directly with the drain pipe. 


DRAINAGE SYSTEM » 


Sect. 3.. The drain, from'a point ten feet outwardly from the inside of 
the wall, shall be of cast iron; and of not less than four inches in diameter. It 
shall continue, with a one-quarter inch rise at least per foot, to and through 
the roof or the side of the house to a height of eighteen inches at least in any 
case, and to a height of eighteen inches above the top of any window or open- 
ing within twelve feet of such drains; and if the roof is used for clothes drying 
or other purposes, such drain shall extend to a height of eight feet at least 
above the roof. The connection between said drain and the earthen sewer 
pipe shall be made with Portland cement and shall be approved by the plumb- 
ing inspector before being covered. Lateral branches of soil or waste pipes, 
if more than twenty feet in length, shall be extended undiminished in size, 
and shall in no case be less than four inches in diameter where they pass to 
the outer air. 

The drains shall, when connected with a cesspool, be provided with a run- 
ning trap; but when connected with the public sewer a running trap may, at 
the option of the owner, be omitted; except that in all cases where a running 
trap has been installed, it shall not be removed without the written consent of 
the Board of Health. The running trap shall be of the same size as the house 
sewer, located either outside or inside the foundation walls of the building, 
but beyond all house connections, and shall be provided with an accessible 
cleanout. 


Soil pipes from water closets shall be not less than four inches internal 
diameter, except that if it is impracticable to use such pipe, a three-inch soil 
pipe may, by permission of the Board of Health, be used for one set of bath- 
room fixtures, which shall comprise one bath tub, one basin and one water- 
closet. Waste pipes from the traps of fixtures, such as sinks, basins, baths or 
wash trays, shall be of two-inch cast iron with short connections of lead. 
Such connections shall be of not less than one and one-quarter inch bore, and 
shall not be branched into each other, but shall be separately connected with 
the iron pipe. 

Connections and changes in direction shall be made with long angle and 
long sweep bends and Y branches. 
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MATERIAL OF DRAINAGE SYSTEM 


Sect. 4. Drain, soil, waste and vent pipes and connections, which collec- 
tively make up the drainage system within the building, shall be constructed 
of the following material: extra heavy cast iron, galvanized wrought iron, 
lead and annealed ‘‘iron size’’ brass pipe. Cast-iron pipe and fittings shall be 
of a grade known to the trade as extra heavy, plain, and shall be uncoated until 
approved by the Inspector. All joints in cast-iron pipe shall be made with 
oakum and lead, run full, calked gas and water tight, and left clean without 
paint, putty or cement, until approved by the Inspector. 

Extra Heavy Cast-iron Pipe shall be of the following diameters and weight: 


Pounds per foot 
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Wrought iron soil or waste pipes shall be used only with the written per- 
mission of the Board of Health and under such conditions as that Board may 
direct. 

If wrought iron vent pipes are used, they shall be galvanized. No slip 
joints, unions or flanges shall be used on threaded wastes or vents, except that 
slip joints may be used on the house side of trap to connect fixtures. 

Lead pipe shall be of the following diameters and weights:

No lead waste up to and including two inches in diameter, unless exposed, 
shall be more than eight feet in length, including inlet and outlet of trap. A 
anes inch or four inch diameter waste shall not be more than two feet in 
length. 

Lead bends and traps shall correspond to the above weights. 

Brass sleeves for connecting lead and cast iron pipes shall be extra heavy, 
at least one-eighth of an inch thick. Brass solder nipples for connecting lead 
and threaded pipes shall be either cast metal or seamless drawn tubing, size 
and weight corresponding with pipe to be connected. In connecting lead pipe 
together, or to brass calking or soldering nipples, full-sized wiped joints shall 
be used. Cleanouts, plugs, stoppers or any other fittings used in the drain- 
age system shall correspond in weight and material with the above description. 


FASTENING PIPES 


Sect. 5. Drain, soil, waste and vent pipes shall be supported every five feet 
on horizontal runs, and at least once in each story on vertical lines; hori- 
zontal runs shal! be supported from beneath, or hung from overhead by iron 
“stirrup’’ hangers, not less than five-sixteenths of an inch in diameter. Ver- 
tical stacks shall be fastened by pipe rest at the floor, or clamps, drive hooks 
or hangers to the adjacent walls. . 
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TRAPS 


Sect. 6. The waste pipe of every independent fixture shall be furnished 
with a separate trap, which shall be placed as nearly as practicable to the 
fixture which it serves. A sink and set of not more than three wash trays, or 
bathtub and basin, or any two similar fixtures, when they adjoin, may be con- 
nected with the house drain through one round trap not less than four inches 
in diameter if the waste pipes are not more than three feet in length from the 
floor line to the trap on the bathtub and basin and if the waste centres are not 
more than five feet apart on the sink and trays. The waste pipe of each fix- 
ture shall enter the trap separately, and the waste from the trap must be one 
size larger than the inlet pipes. Four washbowls or sinks in a continuous line 
may be connected with the house drain through one four-inch round trap. 
Lead bends for water-closets or slop sinks shall not be used to connect the waste 
with other fixtures. Earthenware traps shall have heavy brass floor plates 
soldered to the lead bends and bolted to the trap flange, and the joint made 
tight with grafting wax or other substance satisfactory to the Board of Health. 
A trap depending upon concealed partitions to retain its seal shall not be ap- 
proved, except for earthenware fixtures where the trap seal is plainly visible. 
Trap screws for cleaning purpose shall be placed in all metal traps and shall be 
accessible at all times. All fixture traps shall be so installed that the water 
seal will protect the trap screw from sewer air. When side cleanout traps are 
placed between ceilings and floors they shall be provided with an accessible 
and proper safe. 


STABLES, GARAGES, LABORATORIES, ETC. 


Sect. 7. Drainage of stalls, stable fixtures, garages and laboratories shall be 
installed in accordance with plans approved by the Board of Health. 


CLEANOUTS 


Sect. 8. Every house sewer, soil or waste pipe shall have accessible heavy 
brass plug cleanouts with iron or brass bodies and taper threads, at such 
points as the Inspector shall deem necessary. A main cleanout shall be pro- 
vided at every building below all connections and in as direct a line as possible 
with the street sewer connections. 


VENT, BACK: AIR PIPES,).ETC: 


Sect9. Traps shail be protected from siphonage and back pressure by 
special iron or brass air pipes of the same size as the waste. A continuous 
system of venting shall be used, and back air pipes shall not be connected to 
the trap or branched into the waste pipe except where a continuous vent is 
not practicable. Traps of S form shall not have more than twenty-four inches 
of waste pipe from trap to vent. Round traps not less than nine inches long 
and four inches in diameter may be placed five feet from the vent pipe. Two 
water-closets or two other traps on the same level, with not more than two 
feet of waste pipe and which connect with soil or waste pipe not more than 
eighteen inches below the top water line of the trap, shall not require other vent 
than the continuation of the soil or waste pipe full size for its whole length. Lead 
air pipes may be used for short connections only, and where exposed to view.

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Two or more air pipes may be connected, but such connection must be made 
above the top of the fixture. All vent pipes shall be at least four inches in 
diameter where they pass through the roof. Vent lines shall be so graded 
that no condensation will remain in the pipes. In’case of batteries of water- 
closets, the special air pipe from each trap may be omitted, provided the soil 
or waste pipe, undiminished in size, is continued to a point above the roof, or 
connected into the main system above all fixtures. OTe 

“Bow” venting will not he allowed except by special permission of the 
Board of Health, in which case the “bow’’ must be run the full size of pipe as 
high as the top of the fixture and returned without being trapped.’ 

In buildings where there is only one water-closet and not more than two 
other traps, and said closet is connected below the traps and all traps are not 
more than’ three feet from the main sewer pipe, no back’ venting’ shall be 
required. COL EEE IEE Pas 

When old fixtures are replaced by new ones in plumbing which was con- 
structed prior to the adoption of these regulations and the traps attached to 
bath tubs, basins, sinks and wash trays are round traps not less than four 
inches in diameter and the waste pipe is not over five feet in length between 
such traps and the main soil pipe or drain, and the main soil pipe extends full 
size through the roof, a separate air pipe shall not be required.. No connec- 
tion of old plumbing with the public sewer shall be made that does not conform 
to such requirements. 7 oS 


TESTING AND INSPECTION 


Sect. 10. Pipes or other fixtures shall not be covered or concealed from view 
until approved by the Inspector of Plumbing. The work shall be examined 
and tested within two working days after notice that it is ready for inspection. 
Plumbing shall not be used unless, when roughed in, the wastes, vents, back 
air pipes and all calked joints have first been tested in the presence of the 
Inspector, by water or sufficient air pressure, as the Inspector may require. 

When the work in a building is sufficiently advanced so that the water may 
be turned on to all! of the fixtures, the plumber doing such work shall, within 
five days thereafter, notify the Inspector in writing. The Inspector shall 
within two working days after receipt of such notice’ examine the work. 
Should the examination disclose any defects, the plumber shall be notified in 
writing and required to remedy the same without delay, and he shall again 
notify the Inspector as before. Should a plumber holding a permit neglect 
to send the notice as required, or neglect to remedy said defects for a period of 
more than five days, he shall not be granted any further permits until he shall 
have complied with these regulations and rules, or until action is taken by 
the Board of Health, and should such neglect be continued ten days longer, 
the Inspector shall file a complaint with the Board reciting all the facts of the 
case. The Board shall then take such action as it may deem advisable. 


WATER-CLOSETS 


Sect. 11. Every building for habitation shall have such number of water- 
closets as the Board of Health may require, but in no case less than one for 
each tenement. Every building where persons are employed shall have at 
least one water-closet for every fifteen persons employed therein; and in every 
building where persons of both sexes are employed, separate accommodations 
shall be furnished for each sex. Every enclosure containing one or more 
water-closets shall be provided with adequate ventilation to the outer air, 
either by window or suitable light shaft. No water-closet shall be set in any 
room or apartment that has not a window having an area of at least two 
square feet opening directly to the external air, unless there is a pipe of not 
less than three inches in diameter leading to a heated flue or other vent pipe. 
Water-closets shall be supplied with water from a tank above, or by flush 
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valves set just above the seat, which in turn are supplied from tank or other 
adequate supply, capable of delivering five gallons of water to the closet in 
ten seconds. In all cases the flush pipe shall be not less than one and one- 
quarter inches in diameter. Where local vents are used they shall connect 
with a heated flue when possible, and shall be not less than two inches for each 
fixture. All local vents shall be so constructed as not to act as a soil or waste 
pipe should the fixture become stopped. Connection to the flue shall be made 
by wrought or cast-iron pipe, properly cemented; other piping may be of 
galvanized iron. 
DRIP AND, OVERFLOW WASTES 


Sect. 12. All drip or overflow pipes from tanks, coolers, safes or fixtures, or 
waste pipes from refrigerators or other receptacles for the storage of food or 
provisions, shall be carried to some open sink or place where they may be at 
all times visible. . , 

No steam exhaust, blow off or drip pipe shall connect with the house sewer, 
soil, waste or vent pipe. Such pipes shall discharge into a suitable tank or 
condenser from which a proper outlet shall be provided. 


DEFECTIVE PLUMBING, ETC. 


Sect 13. Alterations made in plumbing already in use, except as provided 
in section nine, shall in the future, be in accordance with these regulations, 
and such alterations shall be ordered by the Board of Health whenever in their 
opinion they judge it necessary for the public health and safety. It shall be 
so adjudged when after examination by the Inspector any old plumbing work 
is found to be defective. 

If the Inspector finds old plumbing to be defective he shall report to the 
Board of Health the nature of the defects, and furnish the owner with a copy 
of his report. Should the owner neglect to remedy the defect within the time 
specified by the Inspector, the Board shall set a time for a hearing, and shall 
give the owner at least three days notice thereof, so that he may attend and 
show cause why he should not be required to make the alterations. There- 
upon the Board may, if in its judgment the public safety and health so require, 
order such defect to be remedied. 

When buildings which formerly connected with vaults or cesspools, are 
connected with the sewer, the old connection shall be uncovered outside of 
the building, a section of the same removed and the ends solidly cemented by 
the plumber. 

The vaults and cesspoo!s shall also be discontinued and filled by the owner 
with proper materials within three months after the sewer connection is made. 


PENALTIES 


Sect. 14. Whoever violates any of the provisions of this article shall be 
liable to a fine of not more than fifty dollars for each offence. 


ARTICLE IX 
REPEAL 


Section 1. All by-laws or parts of by-laws heretofore adopted which 
are inconsistent with the provisions of the foregoing by-laws, are hereby re- 
pealed and annulled; but the provisions of the foregoing by-laws, so far as 
they are the same as the provisions of by-laws heretofore adopted, shall be 
construed as a continuation thereof, and not as new enactments. 

Sect. 2. The repeal of a by-law heretofore adopted shall not affect any act 
done, ratified or confirmed, or any right accrued or established, nor any ac- 
tion, suit or proceeding commenced or had in a civil case, nor affect any pun- 
ishment, penalty or forfeiture incurred under such a by-law.

March 20, 1913 


Meeting called to order by the Moderator at 7.45 o'clock p.m. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will authorize the Cemetery 
Commissioners to acquire additional land for cemetery pur- 
poses, and appropriate the money necessary therefor from the 
funds in the treasury of the Town received from the sale of lots. 


Voted, That the sum of Four Thousand ($4,000) Dollars now 
in the hands of the Town Treasurer and representing part of 
the sums heretofore received by the Town as payment for lots 
in Wildwood Cemetery and known as the ‘‘Cemetery Fund,” be 
and hereby is appropriated for the purchase for cemetery pur- 
poses of a certain tract of land on Palmer Street, so called, 
owned by Mrs. Frances L. Palmer, containing about seven (7) 
acres and being all the land of Mrs. Palmer lying between Wild- 
wood Cemetery and Wedge Pond except a portion of the northerly 
end of said Palmer Street, containing about one and one-fourth 
(12) acres, said sum to be expended under the direction of the 
Cemetery Commissioners. 
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Voted, That Mrs. Frances L. Palmer has expressed to the 
Warrant Committee a desire to present to the Town for a play- 
ground about one and one-fourth (14) acres of land at the north- 
erly end of Palmer Street, so called, adjoining land which the 
Cemetery Commissioners have been authorized to purchase 
from her for Four Thousand ($4,000) Dollars for cemetery pur- 
poses, and has stipulated that the condition of her selling the 
last mentioned land at the price named is that the Town accept 
the gift of the first mentioned tract.

To see if the Town will recommend to the Select- 
men that a Public Way be laid out from Lake Street to Wild- 
wood Street, or do anything in relation thereto. (C. H. Symmes 
and others.) 


Voted, That it is the sense of this meeting that the Selectmen 
lay out a public way between Lake Street and Wildwood Street. 
They to submit a plan and estimate of cost, and insert an article 
in the warrant at the next Town Meeting, so that all necessary 
action may be taken for its construction. 


Article 43. To see what further action, if any, the Town 
will take in reference to the petition now pending in the Superior 
Court for the abolition of the grade crossing at Winchester Center. 


Article 44. To see if the Town, in order to secure the adop- 
tion of a certain plan or method for the abolition of the grade 
crossing at the Center, will authorize the Selectmen in its name 
and on its behalf to make a contract with the other parties hav- 
ing to bear the expense of the abolition, to pay a portion of such 
expense greater than that devolved upon it by the statutes; the 
remaining expense to be borne by the various parties in the pro- 
portion provided for in the statutes as to the whole expense, in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 496 of the Acts of the 
Legislature for the year 1911, entitled ‘‘An Act relative to the 
abolition of the grade crossing in the Town of Winchester’; and 
determine, fix or limit said portion, or do anything in relation 
to the same.

Voted, That all proposals for the purchase of materials or 
supplies, or for work to be contracted for on behalf of the Town, 
in which the amount of money involved will be $500 or more, 
shall be advertised in the local paper at least one week before the 
date set for receiving bids, which shall be publicly opened and 
read. 


Article 50. To see if the Town will adopt some rule in letting 
and revoking licenses. (Patrick,E. Fitzgerald and others.) 


Voted, That P. E. Fitzgerald, Daniel Lydon and James 
Johnston be a committee of three to investigate and report at 
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the next Town Meeting ways and means whereby only citizens 
of the Town shall be granted licenses to remove ashes. | 


Article 51. To see if the Town will replace the watering 
trough on Cambridge Street, or make any change in that line. 
(Patrick E. Fitzgerald and others.) 


Voted, That a watering trough be placed on the West Side 
of the Town in such position as the Selectmen may select. The 
cost of same to be charged to Ways and Bridges Account. — 


Article 8. To see what sums of money the Town will raise 
and appropriate to defray the expenses of the Town for the ensu- 
ing year, and especially for any of the following purposes, and 
determine through whom the same shall be expended:

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The Selectmen submit herewith their report for the year 1913. 


HIGHWAYS 


The year’s work has been as a rule satisfactory, but in the case 
of Church Street the result of the resurfacing has been disap- 
pointing. This street was constructed during the two preceding 
years mainly of water-bound macadam which experience has 
proved will not stand the travel of today. To treat it by the 
penetration method required the tearing up of work just com- 
pleted, which was not considered advisable. The alternative 
was a blanket coat, and in the judgment of experienced road 
builders and engineers, which we obtained, this form of construc- 
tion would stand the traffic. The materials recommended and 
used were liquid asphalt and pea stone. The result has been far 
from satisfactory, and seems to prove that all the main thorough- 
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fares should be constructed with a bituminous binder by the pene- 
tration or mixing methods. Your Board recommends careful 
consideration as to whether it would not be cheaper in the long 
run to use some form of brick, stone or asphalt pavement in and 
near the center. 

At the suggestion of the Superintendent of Streets, the crusher 
was moved to the gravel pit off Wildwood Street and several of 
the side streets have been constructed of screened gravel maca- 
dam. This is expected to give the advantages of trap rock 
macadam at a reduced cost; average cost per square yard with 
trap rock 31 cents, with screened gravel 23 cents. Examples of 
this method are Lawson Road, Herrick Street, and Myrtle Ter- 
race. The use of this material in the construction of White, 
Hill and Arthur Streets materially increased the cost above the 
estimates of the Town Engineer, who based his figures on ordi- 
nary gravel construction. In the opinion of the Board the addi- 
tional expenditure was warranted by the permanency of this 
form of construction. Further illustrations are Tremont and 
Cedar Streets and Lakeview Road. 


Main Street has been’resurfaced from the Medford Line to 
Symmes Corner by the penetration method, using tar as a binder. 
It is expected to show as good results as similar construction of 
last year on Church Street between Bacon Street and Wedge- 
mere Avenue. ; 

Cambridge Street near the Arlington Line has been recon- 
structed by the tar penetration method under the supervision 
of the Massachusetts Highway Commission who paid for the 
work. The widening of the street at this point was com- 
pleted early in the year and seems to have eliminated the danger 
from the former sharp curve. The County has paid 25% of the 
cost of this improvement. 

Some slight additional work has been done on Pond Street 
to meet the wishes of the County Commissioners, and the street 
was given a top coat of tar. One-quarter of this expense has 
been paid by the County. 

Bacon Street between Everett Avenue and the Parkway has 
been constructed of water-bound macadam and covered with a 
blanket coat of heavy (90%) oil and pea stone. The excellent 
natural drainage and the large percentage of automobile travel 
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lead us to believe this method will. prove satisfactory. The 
Board recommends, however, that the comparatively level sec- 
tion of Bacon Street from Everett Avenue to Church Street be 
constructed by the penetration method. | 

Church Street at the corner of Cambridge Street has bela 
widened and a curb laid which materially improves that approach 
to the town. 

Two years ago the town crusher was located on Ride reba 
near the Woburn Line for the purpose of crushing stone to be 
used. in the construction of a section of that street. Stone was 
delivered free to the crusher by the neighbors. . There was a 
certain amount of stone on hand this year when it was consid- 
ered desirable to move the crusher to its present location off 
Wildwood Street. Good faith to those who had delivered the 
stone and the belief that at no. time could a portion of the street 
be built as cheaply, governed the Board in directing the Super- 
intendent of Streets to spend not exceeding $250 in the construc- 
tion of another short section of the street. The stone remaining 
and additional furnished by the neighbors. was'used by the, City 
of Woburn to macadamize Ridge Street from the Winchester 
Line to Lexington Street. : 

The County Commissioners have extended. the time to 
straighten the curve on Cambridge Street opposite the driveway 
to Mr. Robinson’s house, to May 1, 1914. 


Arlington Street from Cambridge Street to beyond Mr. Downs’ 
driveway has been widened to the lines established by the County 
and the wall rebuilt, thus carrying into effect the arrangement 
made when the land for widening the street was given by the 
abutter. Owing to lack of funds, the completion of the street 
surface has been postponed to next year. | 

The Board considers necessary the construction of stone gutters 
where there is any tendency to wash, and advocates thely more 
extensive use. f 

During the year tar rather than oil has been used on airtel 
streets for surface covering. On the gravel streets of the west 
side it has been found to better preserve the surface and at the 
same time to be equally good as a dust layer; examples are Ox- 
ford Street and Everett Avenue. On Swanton Street, a macadam 
street with comparatively light travel, the materials have been 
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applied in alternate sections with the advantage in favor of tar. 
On Mt. Vernon Street, between Main Street and Washington 
Street, and Main Street near the center, the result has been 
that the surface of these streets is in better condition 
than heretofore, that there is considerably less) mud: after 
rains, and that they are liable to be rather more dusty than if 
treated with oil. The difference between the results on these 
streets and those in the residential sections is probably due to 
the different character and volume of the traffic.. The average 
cost per square yard with oil is .0175 cents; with tar .0294 cents. 
The Board recommends a more extensive use of tar: 


The value of the oil patching outfit has been further exem- 
plified and in the opinion of the Board it should be even more 
extensively used. | 

The year has shown a heavy expense from washouts due to the 
number of torrential rains, which will be materially reduced by 
the further extension of the surface drainage. This expense, the 
amount it was necessary to spend for maintenance and small 
repairs, the surfacing of Church Street and unforeseen expenses, 
prevented the Board from constructing some of the streets origi- 
nally planned. 

The Board has unsuccessfully endeavored to obtain a price 
on the stone quarry back of the cemetery. The purchase of this 
quarry would give the Town a supply of stone and gravel for an 
indefinite period, and would enable the department to employ 
a number of its men and teams during the winter in providing 
a supply for the season’s work. By proper supervision and the 
use of the Town crusher the objections to the working of the 
quarry could be removed. As the immediate supply of good 
stone is continually decreasing it is bound to increase in price, 
and your Board believes it would be good policy to purchase this 
property, provided a reasonable price can be obtained. 

In endeavoring to construct a watering trough on the west 
side in accordance with the vote of the Town, the Board con- 
sidered that it should be placed, if at all, somewhere on Cam- 
bridge Street. This street is under the jurisdiction of the Massa- 
chusetts Highway Commission, and when the matter was pre- 
sented to them permission was absolutely refused. The Board 
is of the opinion that the necessity for a trough in this section 
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is very limited, and recommends that the matter be dropped. 


Your Board believes the resurfacing of South Main Street. 


should be continued. | 

The impassable condition of Loring Avenue during the spring 
months should be remedied by the construction of an efficient 
drainage system and rebuilding of the street in a permanent 
manner. 

The policy of improving the side hill streets should be con- 
tinued, thus reducing the expense occasioned by washouts. 

The streets of that part of the town lying west of Washington 
Street and north of Cross Street are in a deplorable condition 
and have had very little attention paid to them. As a begin- 
ning your Board believes the construction of Forest Street Exten- 
sion should be undertaken this coming year. The citizens living 
in the Hill district are entitled to a good road to town and High 
Street in its present condition can hardly be considered as meet- 
ing the requirements. The Board recommends the construction 
each year of a portion of this street in a permanent manner with 
the work commencing at the Cambridge Street end. 


The team hire for the past year amounted to $4,672. It will 
always be economy to hire a certain number of temporary teams 
but the nearer that number represents the difference between 
those which can be used during the full season and those required 
by the maximum of work at any given time, the nearer we are to 
full efficiency. The Town stable is capable of accommodating 
eight more horses, the present force of employees is sufficient 
to take care of the additional number, and the department can 
use additional horses to their capacity. It would, therefore, 
seem advisable to increase the number of Town teams. 

Motor trucks of large capacity are economical for long hauls 
and full loads. Under given conditions a five-ton truck will do 
the work of three or four double teams, depending on the length 
of haul. The cost of four double teams is from $3500 to $4000 
and for a truck it would be about the same. The yearly cost of 
feed and care (aside from wages of stable employees) for eight 
horses is about $1600 which is greatly in excess of any figures we 
have been able to obtain for the maintenance of a truck. When 
not in use, the truck costs practically nothing to maintain. 
Your Board believes it wise economy to purchase both the truck 
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and the horses, but if not enough funds are available this year, 
recommend the truck as the more important. With the pur- 
chase of a truck there would be three pieces of motor-driven 
equipment to be taken care of at the town stable. At present 
there are no adequate facilities for housing any motor-driven 
machines, The Board recommends the construction of a suitable 
garage. ; 

During the year the designating by proper signs of all private 
ways has been completed. 

The grade of School Street at its junction with Church Street 
causes an unevenness in Church Street, and an inconvenient 
abrupt rise in the sidewalk on either side; also in heavy rains, 
the surface material of School Street is washed onto the 
car tracks. 

The engineer is to prepare a plan for regrading all or so much 
of School Street as may be necessary, and the Board recom- 
mends that the faults be corrected in the near future. 


SIDEWALKS 


- Proposals for walks involving the use of crushed stone were 
called for, opened and read. Later bids involving the substitu- 
tion of gravel for crushed stone were called for; and acting upon 
expert engineering advice favorable to the use of gravel, which 
proved cheaper, the award was made on this basis to the lowest 
bidder, namely: The James J. Fitzgerald Contracting Company 
of Winchester. 

During the year there has been expended on this work 
$14,899.56, and in deciding where the sidewalks should be 
laid the Board has been governed largely by the desire to give 
as many streets as possible a good walk on at least one side. It 
was considered good policy to replace old tar concrete sidewalks 
with granolithic wherever the abutters were willing to pay one- 
half the cost, because by so doing the cost of annual repairs on 
tar concrete sidewalks would be reduced. A complete list of 
the streets in which granolithic sidewalks were laid will be found 
in the report of the Superintendent of Streets. Upon comple- 
tion of the granolithic sidewalks which can be constructed from 
the present bond issue the Board believes that future appro- 
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priations for construction should be raised by taxation. Grano- 
lithic sidewalks are undoubtedly a valuable asset to the Town 
and the policy should be pursued of each year extending this 
form of construction. 

The tar concrete walk on Washington Street has been com- 
pleted to Forest Street and stretches of walks have been laid on 
Irving, Harvard and Cross Streets. The Board recommends 
that walks be constructed on Swanton Street from the Chapin 
School to Main Street; on streets leading from Main Street to 
the Rumford School; on Main Street to the Ice Bridge, and that 
the policy of improving the sidewalks in residential sections be 
pursued as fast as the appropriation warrants. cH 

The amount of the highway appropriation allotted Foie pe, 
ing was insufficient to pay for the granite corners and ‘curbing 
required by the construction of granolithic sidewalks, conse- 
quently it was impossible to extend this form of construction on 
the main thoroughfares as recommended last year. The Board 
advises the appropriation of enough money the coming year to 
commence this work. 

The Metropolitan Park Commission has constructed with 
crushed stone and heavy oil at a very moderate cost a piece of 
sidewalk in the Parkway near Lloyd Street. .This method .of 
construction should be carefully considered, as its low cost, ease 
of repair and probable durability may furnish the best solution 
for those sidewalks which are not to be of granolithic. . For-this 
method of. construction it would be advisable to purchase.a 
6 or 8 ton tandem roller which would also be useful in making 
small street repairs. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE 


During the year there has been constructed a large amount of 
this work on the lines of the Engineer’s report of two years ago. 
Details will be found in the reports of the Superintendent of 
Streets and Town Engineer. Practically the entire proceeds of 
the bonds issued in 1912 have been expended. The Engineer 
has submitted a report for additional work of this character call- 
ing for an expenditure of approximately $36,000. This amount 
would provide for nearly all the surface drainage required in 
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those parts of the town which at present are built upon. This 
work is necessary to the proper construction of street surfaces, 
to the crowning in of adjoining streets and helps to reduce 
the cost of street maintenance. Being of a permanent character 
it is a proper subject for a bond issue. 


The Board recommends that the drainage included in the En- 
gineer’s report be constructed during the next three years, and 
that to pay therefor $12,000 be raised by taxation and that an 
issue of bonds be authorized to the amount of $24,000, payable 
$2000 each year, beginning in 1916. 


STREET, LIGHTS 


During the year the lighting of Church Street has been 
changed by substituting incandescent lamps at close intervals 
for the more distantly spaced arc lights previously used. It is 
believed that the change is generally approved in that it results 
‘in a more uniform illumination with no material addition to cost; 
doing away with the dark spots between lights of the older 
system. Isolated arc lights in various places have also been re- 
placed by two or more incandescent lamps with good results; 
and in general your Board is of the opinion that incandescent 
lamps should replace arc lights throughout the town on the 
ground both of economy and more efficient service. 


Various new lamps have been installed on petition by abutters 
and otherwise as deemed necessary. Much still remains to be 
done, particularly in that part of the town north of Cross Street 
which has been too long neglected; the coming year should see 
some start made toward lighting this section. Outlying districts 
have also been clamoring for lights; but most of these petitions 
your Board has been compelled to refuse through lack of funds. 
It will not be long, however, before something must be done to 
fulfill our duty to residents of these districts. 


It is with some hesitancy that your Board mentions the prob- 
lem of doing away with the wires and poles which at present dis- 
figure our streets. It seems almost hopeless to expect a complete 
remedy of the evil in the immediate future; but we should strive 
to reach a satisfactory solution and toward that end should in- 
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sist within reason upon all new development being in accordance 
therewith. 

The question of night lighting has been before you for. con- 
sideration repeatedly in past years. In the opinion of your 
Board the time has come when you should act favorably upon it. 
It is impossible to give a value in money of the advantages to be 
gained thereby; the whole argument being as to whether the 
expense is justified by the benefits conferred. Winchester, in 
this respect as in others, should not be content to follow the 
practice of its neighbors but should point the way. 


FINANCIAL 


On December 31, 1912, the bonded indebtedness of the Town 
was $494,500, added to in 1913 by $12,000 of the authorized 
surface drainage loan of 1912 and $20,000 granolithic sidewalk 
bonds of this year’s issue. There was paid during the year 
$27,000 leaving a balance outstanding December 31, 1913, of 
$499,500, of which amount $265,500 is outside the debt limit 
made up as follows: — ,

The total borrowing capacity on the present valuation of 
$16,426,829.00 is $492,804.87. 

During the year the Selectmen have authorized and the Town 
Treasurer has borrowed under a vote of the Town the following 
amounts in anticipation of taxes:

Laws have been enacted during the year dealing with Muni- 
cipal Finances and the attention of our citizens is particularly 
called to ‘‘Municipal Bulletin No. 5’ issued by the Bureau of 
Statistics of the Commonwealth which contains the several pro- 
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visions of Law above referred to. Two of these may well be 
cited here, Chapter 719, Sect. 16, as follows: 


No department in any city or town shall incur liability in excess of the 
appropriation made for the use of such department, except in cases of extreme 
emergency involving the health or safety of persons or property, and then 
only S1GGe. «} in a town by a vote of two-thirds of the Selectmen. 


CHAPTER 645, SECT. 1 


To provide for extraordinary or unforeseen expenditures towns may at any 
annual town meeting appropriate a sum of money not exceeding five per cent 
of the tax levy of the preceding year to be known as the Reserve Fund. No 
direct drafts against this fund shall be made, etc. 


POLICE 


During the year this department has had installed two new 
telephone boxes, and has had all the boxes put on an unlimited 
contract. All the patrolmen have been required to call the 
station house at least once an hour when on duty and by so doing 
the department has been able to keep in close touch with the 
men. Superintendent of Streets having been allowed an auto- 
mobile, the Police Department was given the use of the team 
which he formerly used, and has had fair service from it with the 
exception of the month of July, when the horse had to be sent to 
pasture for rest and treatment. The regular use of the team has 
proven the need of some permanent vehicle in the police depart- 
ment, as by it the police were able to make daily visits to the out- 
lying districts of the Town and have given them better protection. 
The distance to cover is so great, however, that a horse soon 
gives out and we would recommend the purchase this coming 
year of a good rugged automobile to be used by the department 
exclusively. The force today consists of a Chief, Sergeant and 
eight patrolmen, six of whom are on duty nights and two day- 
times. These men serve regularly ten hours in the twenty-four 
besides considerable extra duty and the only time they have off 
is the two weeks vacation which they are allowed in the summer. 
Because of this we recommend the appointment of one addi- 
tional man the coming year and that his duty be so arranged 
that the entire force be allowed time off at least one day in thirty. 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


At the last annual Town Meeting, the Town accepted the pro- 
visions of Chapter 692 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1913, 
whereby the Board of Fire Engineers was abolished and the Fire 
Department established in charge of a Chief Engineer, Assistant 
Engineer, and such additional assistants as the Selectmen may 
from time to time appoint. 

In accordance with the provisions of said Act, this Board on 
March 18, 1913, appointed Mr. David H.. DeCourcy Chief En- 
gineer, and on April 28, 1913, appointed Mr. John H. McCarthy 
Assistant Engineer, whereupon the Act became fully effective. 

This Board also made and established rules and regulations 
for the government of the department. The results from the 
adoption of the new plan of organization have been most satis- 
factory, and we believe the Department is established upon the 
proper basis and that we have the correct foundation uae which 
to build as the needs of the Town increase. 

Our predecessors and the Fire Engineers have Jepaieeie in 
the years past called attention to the need of a new fire house, 
and we would suggest that any citizen having doubt, or lacking 
information in regard to the matter, inspect the present building 
before the March Town Meeting. The erection of a new building 
has been delayed largely because any available site might be 
affected by the grade crossing abolition. Whatever grade cross- 
ing plan may be finally adopted, its execution will probably be 
delayed for some years. The Board believes that the present 
quarters should not be used for even a few years longer and, 
therefore, recommends that a new fire house be erected at 
the earliest possible date. 

As the Fire House must be as near to the centre as possible 
the available locations are limited, and, from a practicable stand- 
point, the one most suitable appears to be that between the 


Miller Block and the Savings Bank Building on Mt. Vernon 


Street. Your Board recommends that in connection with the 
new building, there be constructed suitable quarters: for the 
Police Department, and that in addition to the necessary quarters 
for officers and men, provision be made for motor driven ap- 


paratus exclusively and that such apparatus consist of the fol- 


lowing pieces: 


; j 
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1. The present combination chemical and hose wagon ; 

2. The present hook and ladder truck equipped with a 
tractor ; 

3. A new motor driven pump and hose wagon combined ; 

4. A second combination chemical and hose wagon equipped 
with one chemical tank. 

As the new fire house cannot well be ready for occupancy be- 
fore the early part of 1915, it will not now be necessary to pur- 
chase or authorize the purchase of all of this apparatus, but your 
Board recommends that there be purchased this year a tractor 
for the hook and ladder truck, and that next year be authorized 
the purchase of a pumping engine and a combination chemical 
and hose wagon. When the new building is completed and the 
apparatus installed, it will be possible to discontinue the Swanton 
Street House. 

The central Fire Station erected and equipped as outlined 
above will provide the reserve now lacking and sufficient protec- 
tion for many years to come. So far as we can judge the only 
extension necessary in the future will arise from the necessity 
for locating another piece of apparatus at or somewhere near the 
junction of Church and Cambridge Streets for the protection of 
future development on the hills to the west. 


PUBLIC. SERVICE. CORPORATIONS 


The Boston & Maine Railroad promptly complied with the 
request of the Board that the close board fence between its prop- 
erty and Main Street south of Swanton Street be replaced 
by an open rail fence; this request having been made because 
the close board, fence obscured the view of Swanton Street from 
Main Street and vice versa and therefore constituted a source 
of danger. 

' The proceedings for abolition of the supports of the Cross 
Street Bridge and elevating the structure are still pending before 
the Public Service Commission. 

We have continued the efforts of the previous Board to secure 
through car service to Harvard Square. Both the Bay State 
Street Railway’ Company and the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company manifest the best of intentions in regard to the matter, 
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but apparently cannot settle between themselves certain vital 
matters relating to the physical connection of tracks and traffic 
arrangements. Because of the long continued delay and so 
much time having elapsed without result, the Board finally asked 
to have the matter heard by the Railroad Commissioners and 
Boston Transit Commission, sitting jointly under the provisions 
of a resolve of the Legislature of 1913 to consider street railway 
service furnished by the two companies above named in the 
Metropolitan District. 

Hearing was had on the fourteenth of November at which she 
Town was represented by the Town Counsel, members of the 
Board of Selectmen and several citizens. 

The joint commission is to report its conclusions and recom- 
mendations to the next General Court and it is confidently hoped 
that as a result the desired service and a more frequent schedule 
will be forthcoming. 

The Bay State Street Railway Company, has at our request 
relaid its tracks with heavy rails in the newly constructed por- 
tion of South Main Street and has recently been requested to 
relay the worn rails on Cambridge Street, between Church ~ 
Street and the Arlington Line. | 

No final action has been taken in regard to the relocation of 
the turn out on Forest Street, the matter now being in the hands 
of the Town Engineer and the engineer for the Railway Company, 
to agree upon if possible and prepare a proper plan. No plan 
should be adopted, however, which will not permit at least 
eighteen feet of available road way free of the car tracks. 


TOWN HALL 


In addition to attending to such repairs as have been necessary 
for the preservation of the Town Hall building, improvements 
have been made as follows: The broken basement floor has been 
replaced by a substantial granolithic surface, and a new Soa 
bin constructed of the same material. bs 

The toilet room at the foot of the central basement abate 
which was in such a condition as to make extensive repairs 
necessary, has been removed and a new one constructed in an 
adjoining recess; this permitted a continuous passage to be 
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opened up to the rear of the boiler room, providing direct access 
to the rooms occupied by the milk and building inspectors, and 
other parts of the building. 

The need has long been felt for arrangements whereby food 
can be prepared and served in the Town Hall building, but in 
order to secure any proper accommodations, a certain amount 
of reconstruction of the building has appeared to be necessary. 
A plan was devised however, involving only slight alterations 
and by removing a portion of the brick wall and erecting a wooden 
partition at the foot of the westerly basement stairway, a roomy 
and comfortable kitchen has been provided, furnished with sink 
and drip-boards and in which the Arlington Gas Light Company 
has installed, without expense to the Town, a cabinet range and 
automatic water heater, both equipped witha pre-payment meter. 
This arrangement affords excellent kitchen accommodations, but 
is inconvenient in that the kitchen is separated from the hall 
by a long flight of stairs. To correct this, and make the kitchen 
of as much value as possible, a dumb waiter should be installed 
and the Board recommends that this be done early in the 
coming year. 


Additional toilet facilities have been provided in the women’s 
dressing room; and the ventilating system for the Police Station, 
which was not in use, has been repaired and put into good 
working order. 

In December, as a result of orders from the Building Inspec- 
tion Department of the District Police, and in compliance with 
the law, a ventilating shaft was installed over the stage, opening 
through the roof; partitions were erected between the stage and 
the stairways and the seats in the auditorium were made fast to 
cleats in such a manner as to permit removal when the hall is to 
be used for dances. This involved an expense of about four hun- 
dred dollars which could not be anticipated when making up the 
budget at the beginning of the year. The toilet arrangements 
in the men’s checking rooms are in bad condition and require 
early attention. It is recommended that the present accom- 
modations and a portion of the wooden floor be removed and 
modern sanitary equipment installed. 

The concrete walk leading from Mt. Vernon Street to Police 
headquarters is broken in many places and should be relaid. 
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It is recommended that when this is done a level space be made 
at the rear of the building and covered with concrete, or loose 
gravel to provide a parking space for automobiles. 


It is also recommended that consideration, be given, to’ the 
matter of placing a neat quarter-round. curbing about.all the 


grass plots on the Town Hall grounds. 


With the rapid growth of the Town, the business, ccc on, 


in the Town building has increased to such an extent that the 
offices are over-crowded and fail to give proper accommodation 
to those who use them. Various expedients have been adopted 
from time to time to make room for new officials and employees, 


_ but the time is not far distant when additional office room must 


be provided. ' 

Ifa new Police Station is erected, the present Polide inal 
quarters will doubtless be used largely for additional dressing 
rooms and banquet hall, etc. For this reason, and because the 


Police Station is so far removed from the other, departments, it 
cannot be well planned to use any of this portion of the building 


for offices. 

The space occupied by the Library offers the only other oppor- 
tunity for expansion within the building and it is to be hoped 
that before many years a separate Library building may be 
erected. If this is not done, however, it will be necessary in 
the near future to build an addition to the Town Hall building 
for the purpose of obtaining convenient and sufficient office 
accommodations. 


TRAFFIC RULES 


On December 15, the following rules and orders were made 
and promulgated to take effect January 1, 1914, for the regula- 
tion of carriage and vehicle traffic in the town. 


ARTICLE I. VEHICLES IN MOTION 


Section 1. A vehicle, except when passing a vehicle ahead, shall keep to 
the right and as near the right hand sidewalk as possible. 

Sect. 2.. A vehicle meeting another vehicle shall pass on the right. 

Sect, 3. A vehicle overtaking another vehicle shall, in passing, keep to the 


left, but it shall not leave the line on the right unless there is a clear bei8 of at 


least one hundred feet in advance on the left. 
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Sect. 4. A vehicle in turning to the right into another street shall keep as 
near to the right hand sidewalk as possible.

Sect, 5. A vehicle in turning to the left into another street shall pass to 
the right of and beyond the center of the intersecting street, before turning.

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Sect. 6. Avehicle crossing from one side of the street to the other shall do 


so by turning to the left, so as to head in the general direction of traffic on 
that side of the street. 
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Sect. 7. No person having charge of a vehicle in the business section shall 
allow the same to come within ten feet of any vehicle in front of him when 
approaching and passing over a crossing where a pedestrian is about to pass. 

Sect. 8. Every driver of a vehicle in slowing up or stopping shall, by up- 
lifted hand, give a signal to those behind. 

Sect.9. In turning while in motion or in starting to turn from a standstill, 
a signal shall be given by the driver of the vehicle about to be turned by rais- 
ing a whip or hand, indicating the direction in which the turn is to be made. 

Sect. 10. Before backing, ample warning shall be given by voice or hand, 
and while backing unceasing vigilance must be exercised by the driver not to. 
injure those behind. 

Sect.11. Drivers of motor vehicles of all kinds shall, in approaching a 
crossing or in rounding a corner or curve of a public street, sound their signals 
in such a way as to give warning to other vehicles and to pedestrians of their 
approach. 

Sect. 12. Vehicles must stop so as not to interfere with or prevent the 
passage of pedestrians at crossings, and at all times. drivers of vehicles must 
stop the same on a signal from a police officer. 


ARTICLE 2. RIGHT OF WAY 


Section 1. Police, Fire Department, emergency repair wagons, United 
States mail vehicles and ambulances shall have the right of way in any street 
and through any procession. 

Sect. 2. Street cars shall have the right of way between cross streets over 
_ all other vehicles than those mentioned in Section 1 of this article; and the 
driver of any vehicle proceeding on the track in front of a street car shall 
promptly turn out on a signal by the motorman or conductor of the car. 

Sect. 3. A vehicle waiting at the sidewalk shall promptly give place to a 
vehicle about to take on or let off passengers. 


ARTICLE 3. SPEED OF VEHICLES 


Section 1. No vehicle shall proceed at a rate of speed greater than the law 
allows; and at no time shall a vehicle be driven with a reckless or negligent 
disregard of the conditions then obtaining or the rights of others. 
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Sect. 2. On approaching a crossing of intersecting streets, also in traversing 
a crossing or an intersection of streets, and in going around a corner or curve 
in the highway, a vehicle shall not be driven at a rate of speed other than 
that which is reasonable and proper, having regard to traffic at the time and 
the place, and the use of the way and the safety of the public. 


ARTICLE 4. VEHICLES STOPPING, STANDING OR TURNING 


Section 1. No vehicle shall remain backed up to the sidewalk in any pub- 
lic street except when actually loading or unloading and then for not more 
than ten minutes at any one time; and when a horse-drawn vehicle is backed 
up to the curb, the horse or horses shall be turned parallel with the sidewalk 
and headed in the general direction of travel for the side of the street on 
which the vehicle is standing. 

Sect. 2. Except in emergency or in case of accident or to allow another 
vehicle or pedestrian to pass, or unless directed to do so by a police officer, a 
vehicle shall not stop in any public street except close to the sidewalk, nor 
shall it stop with its left side to the sidewalk, or abreast of another vehicle par- 
allel with any public street or at or within the intersection of any streets, or 
within ten feet of any street corner, or in such a manner as to obstruct any 
street or crossing or to prevent the passing of other vehicles. 

Sect. 3. No person having charge of a vehicle in a public street shall refuse 
or neglect to stop or place the same as directed by a police officer, any of these 
rules to the contrary notwithstanding. . 

Sect. 4. No vehicle shall be left standing in any public street in the busi- 
ness section for more than thirty minutes except hackney carriages at their 
licensed stands and the vehicles of physicians or clergymen while the owners 
or users thereof are in actual attendance upon the sick. 

Sect. 5. No horse shall be left unattended in any street or highway unless 
securely fastened by being tied to a post or a weight, or unless the wheels of 
the vehicle to which he is harnessed are securely tied, fastened or chained. 

Sect. 6. No horse or vehicle shall be allowed to stand on or, except in cross- 
ing, shall be driven, backed or led on any sidewalk. . 

Sect. 7._No vehicle shall be propelled or driven backward out of or into any 
building, alley, or yard across any sidewalk unless the sidewalk, while such 
vehicle is crossing it, is guarded by a competent person or by a suitable device 
approved by the Chief of Police. Provided, however, that vehicles may be 
propelled or driven backward, out of, or into driveways upon the grounds of 
private residences without such guarding if any such vehicle before crossing 
be brought to a full stop and a clear and unobstructed view of and from the 
place of stopping may be had of and from the sidewalk for a distance of at 
least fifty feet in either direction. 

Sect. 8. Police officers may, in their discretion, extend for a specified num- 
ber of minutes only, the time limits fixed by Sections 1 and 4 of this Article. 


ARTICLE 5. GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 1. No person shall drive or conduct any vehicle in such condition 
or so constructed or so loaded as to be likely to cause delay in traffic or acci- 
dent or injury to man, beast or property. ‘i 

Sect. 2. No one shall drive a horse not in every respect fit for use and 
capable for the work in which it is employed and free from lameness and sores 
or any-vice or disease likely to cause delay in traffic or accident or injury to 
persons or property. 


ARTICLE 6. DEFINITIONS 


Section 1. The word ‘‘vehicle’”’ includes all conveyances and contrivances 
on wheels or runners except street cars, bicycles, and baby carriages. 
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Sect. 2. “Business section’? means Church Street from School Street to 
the Railroad Crossing, Mount Vernon Street from the Railroad Crossing to 
Washington Street, Main Street from Washington Street to Lake Street, 
Common Street, Winchester Place and Thompson Street. 


ARTICLE 7. PENALTIES 


Section 1. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the foregoing rules 
and regulations shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offense.

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REPORT OF TOWN ENGINEER 


December 31, 1913 
To the Board of Selectmen, 


Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit a general summary of the work of the En- 
gineering Department for the year 1913, with suggestions for 
future improvements. 

This department has been called upon for more work than ever 
before since it was organized. We have rendered service to all 
Town boards and departments and for committees having in 
charge special lines of work or investigation. 

A general report of the work performed for the several Town 
departments, boards or committees is as follows: 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


We have submitted to your Board estimates of the probable 
cost of street construction work, certain drainage work which 
was not included in the general drainage scheme of three years 
ago, the probable expense of and location of all proposed side- 
walks and curbing work. In addition, we have presented esti- 
mates during the past month for a surface drainage extension 
program totaling $35,735, and for street construction, macadam 
and gravel, totaling $30,300. 


NEW) STREETS 


Early in the year plans of layout and grade were made of the 
following streets: 

Arthur St., running from White St. to Loring Ave.; Hill St., 
extending from White St. to Shepard Court; Lakeview Road, 
beginning at Bacon St. and extending to the Mystic Valley Park- 
way; Lawson Road, which extends from Main St. to Highland 
Ave.; Ravenscroft Road running from Lakeview Road to Bacon 
St.; Wedgemere Ave., extending from Foxcroft Road to Wild- 
wood St.; White St., beginning at Swanton St and extending to 
Hill St.; and Clark St., beginning at Main St. and extending 
westerly about seven hundred (700) ft. 
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A plan of line and grade of Palmer St. has been made for pre- 
sentation at the March Town meeting. 


RELOCATION OF LINES OF STREETS 


Last spring your Board petitioned the County Commissioners 
for a definition of the lines of Swanton St. The County Com- 
missioners requested that a plan be submitted by the Town, 
showing the lines as proposed to be defined. At a hearing held 
later in the spring a plan was submitted and approved by the 
Commissioners. No bounds have yet been set to mark the 
changes in direction of the lines as shown on the plan. 

A plan has been made showing a proposed change in the 
westerly line of Cambridge St. at a very sharp, curve about 
twelve hundred (1,200) ft. from the Arlington line, the object 
being to make the approach from either direction easier and 
better by making the curve less sharp. At a hearing held by 
the County Commissioners this proposed change was ordered. 

We have improved the northeasterly corner of Sanborn and 
Main Sts. by changing the angle made by the lines of these 
streets to a curve of short radius. 

A proposed change in the easterly line of Main St. at Symmes 
Corner has been staked to provide for a widening of about 
twenty-five (25) ft. in greatest width at the point where a new 
street laid out through the Symmes land joins Main St. 


STONE BOUNDS 


We have set stone bounds to mark the lines of the new streets 
accepted at the annual meeting as follows: Arthur St., Hill St., 
Lakeview Road, Lawson Road, Ravenscroft Road, Wedgemere 
Ave. and White St. 

In addition, we have placed new bounds to mark Lincoln St., 
the easterly end of Herrick St., and in a large number of streets 
in which permanent sidewalks have beeen laid during the year, 
at points where no bounds existed. In all streets in which side- 
walks have been laid, we have raised old stone bounds to grade 
so that they may be readily found when occasion arises for their 
use. The placing of bounds preparatory to laying sidewalks 
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has been a very important part of our work, and one which has 
taken a great deal of time and effort in the busiest part of the 
year. 


STREET LINES AND GRADES DEFINED 


We have had occasion during the year to mark the lines of 
many of our streets for street improvement purposes or for the 
guidance of property owners who desired to improve their prop- 
erty. In almost all instances of this kind we have given the grade 
of the streets for which the lines were requested. 

This work has been done mainly in Bridge St., Cambridge St., 
Cliff St., Forest St., Foxcroft Road, Grove St., Highland Ave., 
Kendall St., Main St., Mt. Pleasant St., Summit Ave., Symmes 
Road, and Washington St. 


» PROFILES AND GRADE PLANS 


We have made profiles and grade plans during the year for 
the following streets, in whole or in part: 

Arlington St., Arthur St., Cedar St., Crescent. Road, Herrick St., 
Hill St., Kendall St., Myrtle Terrace, Park Ave., Summit Ave., 
Tremont St., Vine St., White St., Winthrop St., and Converse 
Place, a private way. 


Sime CONSTRUCTION 


In the work of street construction of the year we were called 
on for lines, grades and general layout for the greater part of the 
work, and such features are all that is intended to be covered 
under this heading. 

In Arlington St., as a preliminary to the work of widening in 
compliance with the decree of the County Commissioners, about 
three hundred (300) ft. of 12’’ drain was laid. The remaining 
part of the work consisted in excavating and removing a strip 
ten (10) ft. wide and about four hundred (400) ft. long, removing 
the old wall which was in place on the old northerly line of the 
street, and replacing it on the new line of the street, excavating 
and removing certain material lying between the gutter and the 
old line, regrading the street to a point about four hundred (400) 
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ft. westerly from Cambridge St., and regrading the triangular 
plot at the junction of Arlington St. and Cambridge St. 

This work has not been entirely completed. 

In Arthur St. we set line and grade stakes for the street con- 
struction work, and laid out the street to have roadway and 
gutters twenty-three (23) ft. wide with sidewalk and planting 
space eight and one-half (8.5) ft. wide in either side. 

In Bacon St. we laid out the street as to line and grade, from 
-the Mystic Valley Parkway to and across Everett Ave. This 
street was laid out to show a roadway including gutters, thirty 
and one-half (30.5) ft. wide, with a sidewalk and loam space ten 
(10) ft. wide in the northerly side, and nine (9) ft. in the nantheryy 
side. 

In Cedar St. we laid out and set grade stakes for ves street 
construction work, showing a roadway twenty-four (24) ft. wide, 
including gutters with sidewalk and loam space in either side 
eight (8) ft. wide. 


In Hill St. the thirty-five ft. layout provided for a roadway 


twenty-three (23) ft. wide, with the remaining space taken, up 
by sidewalks and planting spaces. 


Herrick St. at its easterly end had never been corti ae ; 


nor was it open for public travel. We laid out the roadway to 
show twenty-four (24) ft. of width, with sidewalk and loam 
space eight (8) ft. wide in either side. A section of 12” drain 
was first laid in that part which was constructed, as a necessary 
preliminary to the surface improvement. 


Lawson Road has been constructed throughout. its entire 


length according to line and grade given by this office. The 


roadway and gutters are laid out twenty-three (23) ft..wide and | 


the sidewalk and loam spaces occupy the remaining part. The 
existing curbing in the northerly side was relaid to conform to 
the grade and line of the layout of the roadway. An eighteen 
inch (18’’) pipe drain was laid from Main St. to connect with the 
Herrick, Brook, so-called, at Highland Ave. before the street 
grading and surfacing work was begun. 


In Lakeview. Road we have given line and grade for the street 
grading and surfacing work covering the whole length of the 


street. The drainage as planned was completed mice. to 


the surfacing work. 
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In Myrtle Terrace, we gave line and grade for the street im- 
provement work and for cement curbing in either side of the 
westerly end of the street. 

Park Ave. has been laid out and constructed twenty-four (24) 
ft. wide, and the sidewalk and loam space in either side has been 
laid out ten and one-half (10.5) ft. wide. 

In Pond St. certain small work was done in determining lines 
for the completion of the work of 1912. 

In the re-surfacing of that part of Main St. lying between the 
Medford line and the turnout north of Symmes Corner, the work 
was done in conformity with a new grade for the car track of the 
Bay State Railway Company made by the Bay State Engineer, 
and submitted to the Town Engineer and approved by him. - 

The Ravenscroft Road surfacing and grading work of 1913 
was done in accordance with a plan of layout and grade made by 
us. The roadway and layout is similar to that of Lakeview 
Road. 

Tremont St. has been regraded and constructed according to a 
plan and grade given by this office. 

In White St. we laid out a roadway twenty-three (23) ft. wide, 
with sidewalks and planting space six feet wide in either side. 

Estimates for the greater part of the foregoing street construc- 
tion were made by us, and in the main, have held closely to the 
actual cost, but in Lakeview and Ravenscroft: Roads, and in 
Arthur, Hill and White Sts., the type of construction used was 
more expensive than the type estimated. 


STREET, SURFACE PRESERVATIVES 


We have measured and made returns to the Superintendent of 
Streets for the following areas covered with oil and tarvia: 


Public streets, 30% oil 251,781.00 sq. yds. 
Private ways, 30% oil 5,536.00 sq. yds. 
Tarvia, applied to the surface 16,150.00 sq. yds. 
Tarvia, penetration method 10,857.00 sq. yds. 


TAR CONCRETE SIDEWALKS 


We have laid out, set line and grade stakes, and made returns 
to the Superintendent of Streets for new tar concrete walks in 
Cross St., Harvard St., Irving St., and Washington St., amount-

ing to two thousand, five hundred and twenty-seven and 44/100 
(2,527.44) sq. yds. The sidewalk in Cross St. extends westerly 
from Washington St. about four hundred and forty (440) ft., in 


Harvard St. about eight hundred and twenty. (820) ft. to Florence . 


St., in Irving St about seven hundred and seventy-five (775) ft., 
and in Washington St. from Irving St. to Forest St., a distance 
of about twenty three hundred (2,300) ft. . There is now a con- 
tinuous tar concrete walk in the westerly side of Washington St. 
from Mt. Vernon St. to Forest St., a distance of over one mile. 
We have also measured and made returns to the Superin- 
tendent of Streets on about nine hundred and eighty-five (985) 
sq. yds. of tar concrete repairs throughout the Town. | 
The contractor’s price to the Town for new work for 1913 was 
$.55 per sq. yd., and the sub-grade work was done for $.20 per 
sq. yd., the abutter’s share of the work being $.375 per sq. yd. 


CURBING 


We have made plans, set line and grade stakes, and made re- 
turns to the Superintendent of Streets for all curbing laid during 
the year, in granite and in cement. The granite curbing has 
totaled two thousand fifteen and 3/10 (2,015.30) ft:, and 
the cement curbing laid totals four hundred thirty-nine and 
82/100 (439.82) ft. 

In addition, about sixty-two (62) ft. of granite curbing hills 
been relaid in Washington St., and about five hundred (500) ft. 
in Lawson Road. 

The cost for straight granite curbing, including material and 
setting was $.92 per ft., and for circular granite curbing, material 
and setting was $1.07. The cost of cement curbing in place was 
$.67 per running foot. 


GRANOLITHIC SIDEWALKS 


We have laid out and set line and grade stakes for about 
twelve thousand five hundred and eight (12,508) sq. yds. of grano- 
lithic sidewalks laid in 1913 by contract with the Fitzgerald 
Contracting Company. This has all been measured and certified 
as to area to the Superintendent of Streets. 

In addition, there were laid thirty-five and 34/100 (35.34) sq. 


ed 
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yds. in Cliff St., partial payment for which was made by a prop- 
erty owner on that street. 

The total yardage of granolithic sidewalk laid j in 1913 is equiva- 
lent to 5.345 miles of sidewalk laid four feet wide, or 4.275 miles 
of walk laid five feet wide. This work has been done on forty- 
two streets and has involved setting line stakes, taking levels 
and making profiles, and then setting grades for the construc- 
tion work. In many of these streets, there were no stone bounds, 
street lines were not properly defined, and property owners had 
no very definite ideas as to the position of the lines. In all 
cases, we have set bounds so that the walk need not be broken 
in the future. 

The cost of the sub-grade work has been low, being only about 
$.245 per sq. yd., one-half of which was paid by the property 
owner, together with his share of the cost of the granolithic 
surface.

In addition there have been made returns on certain pieces of 
sidewalk for which payment was made or to be made by special 
arrangement with owners. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE 


We have laid out and given line and grade for the following 
extensions of our surface drainage system: In Arlington St., be- 
ginning at the terminus of the drain laid in 1912, and extending 
about three hundred (300) ft. 

The drain laid in Arlington St. could be extended to good ad- 
vantage in the near future, and one or more rights of way for 
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drainage purposes over land of the Country Club to the brook 
in this land ought to be secured as an aid in the economical dis- 
position of surface water. 

In Bacon St. a drain has been constructed beginning at thd 
terminus of a short section of drain laid in 1907, and extending 
to Everett Ave. ‘This drain is now a continuous conduit from the 
pond at Wedgemere Station to Everett Ave. 

In Bridge St. a drain beginning at Elm St. and part to 
Stevens St. This drain connects with the fifteen inch (15’) 
drain in Elm St. 

In Central St. a drain connecting with that in Bacon St. and 
extending to Norwood St. 

In Church St. a drain beginning at the terminus of a ten inch 
(10’’) drain laid in 1907, and extending to Norwood St. 

In Elim St. a drain beginning at the terminus of an eighteen 
inch (18’’) drain laid in 1909, and extending to Bridge St.» 

In Everett Ave. a drain beginning at the terminus of a ten 
inch (10’’) drain in Everett Ave. near Aylesworth Ave., laid in 
1908, and extending to Stratford Road. The Everett Ave. drain 
is now completed and extends from the brook near mein 
St. to Stratford Road. 

In Hancock St. a drain beginning at the terminus of a twelve 
inch (12’’) drain constructed in 1909, and extending to Highland 
Ave. il | 
In Herrick St. a drain beginning at a point about sevea hun- 
dred and ten feet (710) easterly from Main St., and extending to 
Highland Ave. ‘This drain is not in use, because the remaining 
part of the Herrick St. drain has not yet been constructed. 

In Lakeview Road a drain beginning at Ravenscroft Road and 
extending in Lakeview Road and land of L. V. Niles to Mystic 
Lake. A right of drainage over private land was obtained from 
Mr. L. V. Niles, a plan of which was made and put on record in 
Cambridge. 

In Lawson Road a drain beginning at the twenty-four inch 
(24’’) drain in Main St. and extending across Highland Ave., 
and connecting with the brook from Herrick Pond, so-called. 
The extra expense for connecting with Herrick Pond was paid by 
Mr. Snyder. 


The surface water and water from private land east ite: 


land Ave. which formerly reached Main St. by a rather devious 


| 
| 
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course, a large part of which was through private land, is now 
conducted to Main St. by the new drain, all of which is in a 
public highway. 

In Main St. a drain beginning at the terminus of the twenty- 
four inch (24’’) drain in Main St. laid two or three years ago, 
and extending to Lawson Road. The section of drain above 
described completes the so-called Bacon and Main St. drainage 
system, excepting such short additions as may be made to it in 
future by means of drains in side streets in this section, and we 
now have a continuous drain from Mystic Lake near the Wedge- 
mere Station, extending easterly in Bacon St. to Main St., in 
Main St. from Bacon St. to Lawson Road, and in Lawson Road 
its entire length. The size of this main drain varies from 30’ to 
18” in diameter. All drains through private lands east of Main 
St. from Symmes Corner to Lawson Road have been cut off and 
now discharge into this public drain. 

That part of the Symmes farm lying between Main St. and 
Highland Ave. has been developed and two open drains running 
through it have been enclosed in pipe drains of large size, and 
connected with the 30” concrete drain in Main St. 

In Norwood St. a short section of drain has been constructed 
this year, beginning at Central St. and extending in Norwood 
St. a short distance. This drain serves to care for surface water 
at a rather bad place at the junction of Norwood St. with Central 
St., and will permit the proper construction of these streets at 
their junction. The drain may be extended in the future a short 
distance to Cottage Ave. 

In Palmer St. a section of drain beginning at Wedge Pond and 
extending to Wildwood St. has been laid this year. This drain 
was laid to relieve a bad condition of drainage at the low point 
in Wildwood St. a little easterly of Fletcher St., and to carry off 
a large volume of surface water.. The drainage rights in Palmer 
St. and over private land to Wedge Pond were secured in 1912 
and are recorded. 

We have laid a short drain from the drain in Palmer St. 
through land of Mr. D. W. Kimball to Willow St., and thence to 
land lying westerly of Willow St. 

The right to cross the Kimball land was secured and a plan of 
the drainage right was made and put on record in Cambridge. 
The recorded right to enter the private land west of Willow St. 
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was secured from Messrs. Berry, Nash and Olmstead, these 
gentlemen agreeing to pay all expense for this private work, and 
to forever care for the drain and keep it clear and useable. 

In Pond St. a short section of drain and one catch basin have 
been constructed. This was necessary to care for water from 
the side hill at the point where the drain turns from Pond St. to 
Winter Pond. 

In Prince Ave. a drain beginning at the terminus of a twelve 
inch (12"’) drain laid in Prince Ave. near Washington St. ia 
1909, and extending to and across Highland Ave. to the westerly 
end of Euclid Ave. 

The work was commenced. so late in the year that no catch 


basins had been completed to Jan. 1, but the work is progressing 


at this time. 

The inadequate inlets at Euclid Ave. are being replaced by 
proper catch basins, and the old pipes leading to the surface of 
Prince Ave. have been replaced by suitable laterals laid at 
better grades. 

In Prospect St. two catch basins and a short section of drain 
have been constructed. One of the basins replaced an old-fash- 
ioned inlet at the westerly end of Prospect St. and the other was 
constructed at the driveway of Mr. D. B. Badger. ‘The pipe 
from this latter basin was laid to serve a temporary purpose. 

In Ravenscroft Road a drain beginning at a manhole in Lake- 
view Road and extending to the low point in Ravenscroft Road. 
Its outlet is by way of Lakeview Road through land of L. V. 
Niles to Mystic Lake under a recorded right of way. 

in Sheffield Road a drain beginning at the terminus of a ten 
inch (10’’) drain laid in 1909 at or near Sheffield West, and ex- 
tending to Aylesworth Ave. 

In White St. a drain beginning at the low noid in White St. 
and extending to Swanton St. where it discharges into the 
gutter. This drain was laid in substitution for the proposed 
drain in Arthur St. from White St. to the B. & M. R. R... The 
discharging into the Swanton St. gutter is only a temporary ex- 
pedient, a permanent connection of the White St. basins being 
planned to be made with the Swanton St. drain when laid. 

In Wildwood St. a drain beginning at a manhole at Palmer St. 
and extending to Lawrence St. This drain is connected with 
and made a part of the Palmer St. drain line.

By reference to the record of drainage work of 1912 and 1913, 
it will be seen that almost the entire drainage program for which 
$24,000 was voted in March, 1912, has been completed. The 
substitution of certain other sections of drainage work outside 
of the 1912 program for two sections included in the 1912 scheme, 
accounts for the fact that the entire 1912 plan has not been 
completed. 

I have submitted estimates and made a short report on drain- 
age proposed to be done in 1914 and later. The improvement in 
street conditions as the result of the work covered in the bond 
issue of two years ago would seem to be sufficient reason for 
carrying forward the work advised to be done for the next two 
or three years. 

There have been certain other small matters involving drain- 
age work for which we have performed service, particularly at 
Rangeley and in investigations for your Board with reference to 
water coming from private property to sidewalks here and there. 

I believe that. the right to. drain water from highways to 
private land particularly in the “‘hill district’? should be given 
attention. The development of land in this section is rapid 
and street widenings and improvements are sure to come in a 
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short time. The contour -of this district is such that surface 
water may be easily cared for if certain rights at suitable loca- 
tions can be secured in advance. 


INCIDENTALS OR GENERAL ENGINEERING WORK 


This work includes investigating the necessity for street 
lights in certain locations, and the investigating and checking 
of plans for pole locations. 

The plans accompanying all applications for pole locations | 
have been examined and checked and reported to your Board, 
and lists of abutters furnished for hearings.

A plan for renumbering Church St. has been made, but the 
renumbering has not yet been done. 
A summary of work for other departments is as follows: 


SEWER DEPARTMENT 


“The work of sewer extensions and house connections has been 
greater in 1913 than in any other year for several years. <A 
report of this work for the year has been made in more or less 
detail to the Water and Sewer Commissioners, together with 
estimates for future work. 


WATER DEPARTMENT 


We have laid out lines for a new 12”’ main in Main St. from 
Lake St. to the ‘“‘Ice Bridge,”’ so-called, and. in Swan Ave. from 
Arlington St. to a point about two thousand (2,000) feet easterly 
from Arlington St. for a new 6” main. 

We have taken levels and made profiles of the pipe lines for 
short distances from the gate house at the North Reservoir and 
at the South Reservoir for the information of the Water Board. 
Lack of time has prevented our making any record of the mains 
laid in 1912 and 1913, or of the house services made in these two 
years. The Water and Sewer Commissioners have requested 
me to make records of locations of street mains and gates in the 
entire system but we have not been able, through lack of time 
and pressure of other work, to do anything in this line up to this 
time. 

PARK DEPARTMENT 


In the survey of the Whitney purchase made by Mr. D. W. 
Pratt and completed by him this year, we have given such help 
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as we were able to give. This has consisted in obtaining certain 
records from Cambridge, conferences with Mr. Pratt and Mr. 
Dutch, Town Counsel, and with owners of adjoining property, 
and in general work in connection with this purchase. 

We have also been of some assistance to the Park Commis- 
sioners in determining the positions of certain advertising signs 
either on the Town’s land or on neighboring property, and making 
reports to the Park Commissioners. | 


CEMETERY DEPARTMENT 


We have staked out and marked lots and paths. We have 
laid out and superintended the laying of a section of twelve inch 
(12’’) drain with necessary catch basins. This drainage work 
has been of great benefit to a section of the cemetery where the 
roads were constantly being washed and injured by heavy 
storms. 

In the matter of the purchase of the Palmer land authorized 
to be made at the last Town Meeting, we have made a survey 
and plan of the land to be used for cemetery purposes, and, also, 
for park or recreation purposes. The plan shows the entire lot 
divided into two parts, about 360,840 sq. ft. being for cemetery 
purposes, and about 65,380 sq. it. for park purposes. No stone 
bounds have yet been placed to mark the changes in direction 


of the lines of this land, but they should be placed as early as 


possible in the spring. 


ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT 


We have made copies of land plans which are sent to this 
office, and assisted the Clerk of the Board in getting information 
from plans in this office. 

We have made a survey of land of Langley near the Arlington 
line to determine the area of that part of this estate which is in 
Winchester. 7 

The Board of Assessors have requested that plans of land in 
Winchester be made on the block system, and that they be ready 
for use on or before April 1, 1914. These plans are to replace 
those which were made several years ago but which have not been 
brought up to date. Ihave been requested to get out as many of 
these plans as possible for use by April 1. 
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I desire to call your attention to the fact that the work which 
we are called upon to do for all departments is increasing very 
rapidly, and that the ordinary construction work of the three 
principal departments of the Town is enough to keep the small 
force we have on the move all the time. Any large job which 
may be put on the Engineering Department outside of the regu- 
lar work of streets, sewers, and water, or one that requires much 
time, must of necessity drag, with the result that Boards become 
impatient at the delay. 

I have called attention in my yearly report, I think, since 1904 
to the fact that plans of land for the Assessors’ use and for general 
use, particularly in the district west of Cambridge St., were 
lacking, and in some of the reports have asked for the appropria- 
tion of a specific sum to begin the work, but nothing has resulted. 
The Water and Sewer Commissioners have requested the En- 
gineering Department to make a set of plans or a series of books 
on which are to be shown all gates on water mains, all hydrants, 
and all gates on house services. These plans or books are to be 
drawn to scale and so arranged as to show vacant land and to per- 
mit of the addition of houses and buildings to be erected in the 
future. This work can be done in piecemeal or a little at a time, 
but I do not believe this method of doing this work will be satis- 
factory to the Water and Sewer Commissioners.. The only 
other way of hurrying this work would seem to me to be to ask 
for a separate appropriation for this work to be spent in 1914, 
and to have it done under the direction of this office. 

It is common practice for other town and city engineering de- 
partments to have special or extra work which comes outside of 
the regular work, or work which requires a great deal of time 
and which is requested to be done at once, to be undertaken by 
special appropriation or by authorizing the head of the depart- 
ment to hire men for the special purpose. I believe this work 
for the Water Department should be done in this way and ask 
that the matter be given serious consideration. In my report of 
estimated expense for the Engineering Department for 1914, I 
have asked for the sum of $500 to be used for plans for the As- 
sessors, and I hope your Board will urge it strongly.

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REPORT OF TOWN COUNSEL 


Winchester, Mass., December 31, 1913 
To the Board of Selectmen, es 


Gentlemen: 


I report as follows for the year 1913: 

The following matters have been disposed of so far as the 
Town is concerned: 

Five actions in which the Town was summoned as trustee. 

Four assignments of wages by Town employees. 

Four petitions in the Land Court for registration of title, including street 
bounds. 

Eight accidents and claims. 


One claim of the State Forester’s Department against the Town. 
Three public nuisances. 


With reference to relief sought by the Board of Health, the 
Park Commissioners and the Board of Selectmen from the bad 
conditions of Wedgemere Pond, hearings were conducted be- 
fore the Metropolitan Park Commission and before the Legis- 
lative Committee on Metropolitan Affairs. 

Counsel appeared before the same committee in opposition to 
House Bill No. 1119, commonly known as the Kiley Annexation 
Bill, and allied measures. 7 

A hearing was prepared for and conducted before the Public 
Service Commission and the Boston Transit Commission (sitting 
as a joint board to investigate the street railway service in the 
metropolitan district), with reference to the electric railway 
service in Winchester, but more particularly the need of track 
connections with the Boston Elevated system at Arlington. 

In September last, after numerous conferences, oral arguments 
were made before the Public Service Commission and a brief was 
filed in support of the jurisdiction of that Commission of the com- 
plaint of the Selectmen of Winchester as to the central piers and 
lack of head room of the Cross Street Bridge of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad. Counter arguments and a brief were submitted 
by the railroad. The Commission has not as yet rendered a 
decision. 

No actions (other than by trustee process and in the Land 
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Court, as noted above) have been brought against the Town 
during the year.

GRADE CROSSING ABOLITION 


Carter et al. v. Boston & Lowell Railroad e# al., July, 1905. (Petition for 
abolition of grade crossing at Winchester Center.) 


Much time has been spent in endeavoring to assist you in tak- 
ing this matter up outside of court with the officials of the rail- 
road, as noted in my previous report. You were led to expect 
that the conferences with the Chief Engineer of the road, A. B. 
Corthell, would lead to a definite official statement of just what 
the railroad would do with respect to an abolition according to 
the general scheme of the Town plan. As reported at the Town 
Meeting, the conferences ended abruptly with the refusal of the 
engineer to submit any proposition. The subsequent confer- 
ences with President Mellen, then with Vice-President Horn, 
then with President Mellen and finally with President McDonald, 
I shall merely note, as they were conducted largely or solely by 
members of your Board. It is sufficient to say that each at- 
tempt failed to secure any official proposition from the railroad. 
The last attempt, that with President McDonald, was based on 
an endeavor to determine upon the plan of abolition and a divis- 
ion of the cost, conceding that the railroad was not in a position 
to undertake the work. 

You thereupon requested me to ask for a re-opening of the 
case before the Special Commissioners for the purpose of sub- 
mitting supplementary evidence. A hearing has been assigned 
for next month. The Commission’s tentative plan cannot be 
ordered without the consent of the Town or an act of the Legis- 
lature, because it runs into park lands of the Town. The rail- 
road engineers say that a track elevation scheme on a four track 
basis is far more expensive than the highest estimates of the cost 
of the Town plan. The two bridge schemes are also admittedly 
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more expensive. We trust the Commission will revise its find- 
ings and report a method of abolition based on the Town plan. 
The total cost should not exceed the Four Hundred Thousand 
Dollars which the railroad has allowed for these crossings in its 
financial requirements as submitted in the last few months to 
public commissions. We grant that the time for undertaking 
the work should be postponed, but we demand and we have a 
right to demand that the plan be legally determined so that the 
proper development of our center may no longer be blocked. 

The carrying out of the votes of the Town with respect to the 
Palmer land, so called, purchasing part for Cemetery purposes 
and receiving the rest as a gift for Playground purposes, involved 
unexpectedly arduous work for both Town Counsel and the Town 
Engineer in settling the title and boundaries. The necessary 
adjustments were finally made and a suitable plan showing the 
whole parcel and the division into Cemetery and Park lands was 
recorded when the Town took title. 

The routine work of the Town Counsel has extended this year 
to practically every Town board and officer.

REPORT OF SELECTMEN 127 


REPORT OF THE SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND 
MEASURES 


Winchester, December 31, 1913 
To the Board of Selectmen, 


Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit the following report for the year ending 
December 31, 1913: 

The business of the office increases in volume and in impor- 
tance with the increase in population and the consequent in- 
crease in the number of business places needed to supply the 
wants of our people. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 503 of the Acts of our Legis- 
lature of 1913, cities and towns are required to appoint measurers 
of leather, and the sealer of weights.and measures is required to 
inspect and test the accuracy of the machines and other devices 
used in measuring leather. 

The State Commissioner of Weights and Measures has recom- 
mended that the Town provide a standard set of weights, bal- 
ances and graduates to be used by the sealer in testing apothecary 
weights, balances and graduates. It seems only reasonable that 
persons who purchase drugs and medicines should have the same 
protection as those who purchase other goods. And there is 
danger, perhaps remote, in compounding medicines in which 
poison is a component part by means of scales or balances that 
have been long in use and have never been tested. I, therefore, 
recommend that such weights, balances and graduates be pro- 
vided for the use of the inspector. 

In testing the weights of loads of coal I have found that some 
of the weighers are extremely careless, if not criminally negligent, 
in their duties. One load brought in by an out-of-town dealer 
I found 100 Ibs. short of what the bill called for, and one by a 
local dealer that was overweight 80 lbs. I notified the local 
dealer of his overweight and informed him that if his weigher 
was so careless as to give overweight, he would be as likely to 
give short weight and thereby g~t into trouble. The case of the 
100 Ibs. short weight I felt I could not let pass with a simple 
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notice. Accordingly I entered a complaint in the District Court, 
but the Court, doubtless for good and sufficient reasons, declined 
to issue a warrant. I confess I was not fully satisfied that 
the 80 Ibs. overweight in the one case compensated the party 
who received the 100 Ibs. short weight. 

In a case, other than coal, I had reason to suspect short weights 
were being imposed upon customers. I finally detected the per- 
petrator, had him brought into court, where his guilt was estab- 
lished and a substantial fine imposed.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF BUILDINGS 


Winchester, December 31, 1913 
To the Board of Selectmen, 


Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the following report for the first full year 
since the adoption and approval of our Building Ordinances, to 
December 31, 1913: 

As a rule our building ordinances, so far as they apply, have 
been well received and our builders and building contractors 
have manifested not only a willingness but a desire to comply, 
strictly, with the letter and the spirit of them. 

These ordinances were evidently hastily drawn and so many 
questionable points in the construction of a house or other con- 
siderable building have been left uncovered that controversies 
and honest disagreements have arisen between the builders and 
the inspector as to the meaning and application of the article of 
the ordinances which were supposed to cover the points in ques- 
tion. But happily, no disagreements of a serious nature have 
occurred. Fortunately, the Town had wisely provided a tribu- 
nal, a Board of Appeal, to settle all such cases of disagreement. 
{ think four cases were severally appealed and duly heard; and 
it seems only fair and just to state that the appellants were 
sustained in one case and the inspector was sustained in three. 
In the settlement of all these cases all parties were satisfied and 
all now commend and highly appreciate the valuable services of 
our earnest and impartial Board of Appeal. 

In our last report we said: ‘‘Our new laws are, in the main, very 
good but their application to actual construction has disclosed 
some omissions and deficiencies that ought not to be indefinitely 
continued.”’ “‘Perhaps it would be better that they be revised 
rather than amended.” Their further application to actual 
construction has revealed so many necessary and important 
changes and amendments that I earnestly recommend their 
early revision, or that a full new set be substituted for them. 
Here are just a few of the many omissions that have been dis- 


closed: 
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Nothing in regard to the size or height of wooden buildings; 
except floor-timbers, nothing in regard to the quality, size or 
strength of beams, sills, plates, rafters, studs, posts or braces. 
Under masonry, we find this strange provision: ‘Foundation 
walls shall be solid in cement mortar at least one-half cement to 
one-half lime.’’ Sand, an indispensable article in the making 
of mortar, is not mentioned and the contractor is at liberty to 
use one part or ten parts sand as may be determined by his de- 
gree of honesty or desire for pelf.. As neither the Inspector nor 
the Board of Appeals has any authority except that conferred 
by the ordinances it will readily be seen that they are powerless 
in the matter, and that persons building or proposing to build 
and relying upon the Building Ordinances for protection may ex- 
perience a keen disappointment when the building is lah 
and payment demanded. | 

By the provisions of Section 5 of our ordinances, contractors 
and builders are required to submit with their applications for 
permits, plans and specifications for the proposed buildings, and 
the plans shall be left on file with the inspector. As there is no 
specified authority for the inspector to retain. the specifications 
after examination, they are returned upon the request of the ap- 
plicant for the permit. As the specifications are a necessary 
complement to the plans, I respectfully suggest that Section 5 
be so amended that the inspector be allowed to retain the copy 
of the specifications submitted with the plans. (In this case 
the ordinances are not revised.) | 

I further suggest that the provisions of Sections 4 to 9 inclu- 
sive, of Chapter 655 of the Acts of 1913, be acrentey by the 
Town. 

The present “‘Fire limits’’ comprise but a small fraction ni the 
area of the Town. Outside of these “‘limits’’ fire stops in dwell- 
ing houses are not required. As the Town is fast filling up with 
dwellings in close proximity, I also suggest that the present 
‘Fire limits’? be extended to include the whole Town.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEAL 
Winchester, Mass., December 31, 1913 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


The Board of Appeal appointed under the authority of Sec- 
tion 8 of the Building By-Laws respectfully report that, 
during the past year, a number of matters involving the applica- 
tion of the Building By-Laws have come before it on appeal from 
the Inspector of Buildings. 

While some of the questions have related to the method of 
construction of new buildings or the alteration of existing struc- 
tures, the majority of them have arisen under Section 30 of Article 
7, requiring non-fireproof structures to be placed at a distance

of not less than seven feet from the line of the premises on which 
they are situated. 

While it is possible that a case may arise which may require 
some modification of the application of this by-law, none has 
yet been presented to the Board, and it may be proper to add, 
in view of the prevalent misconception by citizens of the func- 
tions of the Board, that it has no authority or discretion to dis- 
pense with the requirements of the by-law as to a case clearly 
within its provisions, for, although its enforcement may, in some 
cases, involve apparent hardship, it is a police regulation adopted 
by the Town as a fire preventive and for the common welfare.

THE REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 
Winchester, December 31, 1913 


To the Board of Selectmen, 


Gentlemen: 


Following is my report of the inspection of animals of this 


town for the year ending December 31, 1913: _ 

There are about 200 cows in the town. I find them to be in 
good physical condition and better housed than ever. I con- 
demned one cow during the year, suffering from tuberculosis; I 
condemned one horse suffering from glanders; one dog ani ae 
suffering from rabies. 

As I recommended last year, it would be a good idea to test 
any cow which did not show sufficient physical symptoms to be 
condemned. It might be that there would be two or three cases 
or there might not be any. It would cost $5 to test each case 
for tuberculosis, and | have never seen but three cases in any 
one year which I would recommend be so tested. 


REPORT GF SELECTMEN 135 


The Board of Animal Industry required this year really a 
double inspection, because if all stables are not in a condition 
satisfactory to the Inspector, he is required to tell the owner that 
he will return within two months to see if recommendations have 
been carried out; also more detail in the inspection than ever 
before. 

I recommended at the Town Meeting that the watering- 
trough be not replaced on the west side, as I considered it a source 
of contagion and of more harm than benefit to horses. The Board 
of Animal Industry has caused the watering-troughs in the City 
of Boston to be closed, and several other towns and cities have 
done likewise, showing that I am not alone in thinking that it is 
a source of danger. I still recommend that a watering-trough 
be not installed.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF THE FIRE 
DEPARTMENT 


Winchester, December 31, 1913 
To the Board of Selectmen, 


Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith a report of the Fire Department for the 
year ending December 31, 1913, together with estimates for 
ensuing year. 


MANUAL FORCE 


The Department consists of a Chief Engineer, six permanent 
men, one of whom acts as Assistant Engineer, twenty-three call 
men and two substitutes. One permanent man should be added 
the coming year. 


ALARMS 


The Department answered 110 alarms; 35 from street boxes, 
21 telephone calls when boxes were sounded from headquarters, 
52 calls when apparatus or men responded but no alarm sounded, 
and 2 calls for assistance over the intercommunicating system 
from Woburn. 

The alarms were as follows: dwellings 17, other buildings 16, 
chimneys 15, brush and grass 29, automobiles 3, dumps 7, mail- 
ing letters 2, false 5, accident 1, drying plaster 2, railroad ties 1, 
smoky furnace 2, overheated furnace 1, electric cars 2, fences 2, 
lunch cart 1, lost child 1, smoky stove 1, child locked in room 1, 
heater flooded 1.

BUILDINGS 


The Hose 3 house on Swanton Street is in good condition. It 
was painted the past year by the permanent men, and no great 
outlay will be necessary the coming year except for general 
repairs.

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In the Central Station we still enjoy the distinction of having 
the most dilapidated building housing fire apparatus in the 
Metropolitan District. 


APPARATUS 


The apparatus is all in good condition, and barring accidents 
will require no extensive repairs the coming year. 

The engine has been rebuilt and one exercise wagon has been 
repaired and painted. 

The motor-driven chemical and hose wagon has given perfect 
service. It has had a number of hard runs, and has never failed 
to reach its destination regardless of conditions; in fact, with it 
we have extinguished practically all the fires the past year. 
Considering the cost of maintenance and the ability of the motor 
over the horses in reaching fires, | recommend that the Town 
replace all horse-drawn apparatus with motor-driven as soon as 
possible. A comparison of the running expenses the past year 
of a three-horse hitch and the motor-driven combination will be 
found below.

I desire to again call your attention to the need of a third piece 
of apparatus carrying hose. This is something that has been 
advocated at different times the past ten years. We have the 
same amount of apparatus now as we had when the Department 
was re-organized over twenty years ago. 


HORSES 


The Department now owns eight horses, two of which will have 
to be replaced the coming year. Three of the remaining six are 
nearing the age when they are unfit for fire service, and are 
liable to have to be replaced at any time. 


FIRE ALARM 


The fire alarm system is in good working order. Considerable 
work has to be done each year on account of changing poles and 


= 
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pole locations. I believe the fire alarm boxes should be installed 
on a post made for the purpose, so there would be no necessity 
for moving them after once set. Some old wire has been renewed 
and considerable more will have to be the coming year. 

One new box has been purchased to be installed on Loring 
Avenue. A petition has been received from the residents on 
Forest Street for an additional box in the vicinity of Forest 
Circle. eave 

I recommend an appropriation to extend the fire alarm system 
in different parts of the town. We also have a number of old 
boxes that should be replaced with modern ones. |

HOSE 


There was purchased last April, 1,000 ft. of Underwriters 
Labeled Hose. In June all hose was tested to 150 lbs. pressure 
with the following results: 3,600 ft. sound, 650 ft. tested to 150 
lbs. but showing small leaks, and 750 ft. porous. An additional 
500 ft. has been purchased and will be received in January. 
1,000 ft. at least should be purchased the coming year. — 


EQUIPMENT 


An Eastman Deluge Set and Holder has been purchased, also 
a 35 ft. Extension Truss Ladder. More ladders of this type 
should be bought, as they are much lighter and easier to handle 
than the ones we now carry. We should have a life net, also a 
good smoke helmet; one of these would enable a man to locate a 
fire more quickly and would often be the means of saving a build- 
ing from destruction.

Early in the year Dr. Gale gave up examining the milk samples, 
and arrangements were made with an organization formed by 
some M. I. T. men, called the Co-operative Boards of Health, to 
do the work. The service they have rendered has been satis- 
factory. 


GENERAL HEALTH CONDITIONS 


If death rates per 1,000 inhabitants are indications pointing to 
the health of communities, then Winchester is usually a so-called 
‘healthy’? town. This can be seen best by a few comparisons. 

In Massachusetts, the mean death rate for the five years 
1908-1912 was 15.8. In 1912 the rate throughout the State 
varied from a minimum in Maynard of 8.6 to a maximum in 
Grafton of 21. Winchester’s death rate for 1913 was 11.5. 
Excluding the five still births and the seven deaths of non-resi- 
dents occurring at the hospital, our 1913 rate was 10.3 as against 
10.5 last year. Without an exception the physicians of the town 
have given the Board their hearty co-operation, thereby making 
the work both easier and pleasanter. 
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STABLES 


Recent legislation has materially increased the work of this 
Department by placing in its care the 125 or more stables in 
town. 
~ If the administration of the law is anything other than a farce, 
it means devising plans to keep flies from breeding in the manure, 
and fairly frequent inspections to see that these plans are carried 
out. If the law is properly administered a substantial decrease 
in the number of flies should follow, and it should be remembered 
that flies are responsible for a great deal of the sickness in a 
community. 


MILK 


The only change in handling the milk situation has been adding 
thereto the heavy creams and the different makes of ice cream 
sold in town. Results of these examinations will be published 
from time to time. 

The other activities of this Board, including plumbing, collec- 
tion and disposal of ashes, collection and disposal of garbage, 
abatement of nuisances, etc., have been carried on as heretofore. 


CONTAGIOUS, DISEASES 


With a single exception nothing unusual in the way of con- 
tagious diseases happened during the year. 

The exception was a mild outbreak of diphtheria, beginning 
early in October and continuing through the year. During this 
time there were twenty-six cases in fifteen different houses. 
Mild as the outbreak was, it proved puzzling as well as difficult 
and expensive to handle; it was puzzling in that no common cause 
“could be found; it was difficult and expensive to handle because 
many of the cases were in large families and more than a third of 
the total occurred among people who knew little of the English 
language, and less of the laws of sanitation. In all cases where 
the victims could not be safely cared for at home, they were sent 
to a hospital. With few exceptions the throats of all persons 
exposed were examined daily for eight days. This course neces- 
sitated spending considerable money for medical aid, but its 
wisdom was proven by finding one laryngeal case that might not 
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have received attention in time to save life, and four others so 
mild that probably no physician would have been called, and 
the whole neighborhood thereby endangered. It is only fair to 
say that the work was made much easier by the hearty co-opera- 


tion and valuable assistance of the school physician, Dr. Ralph . 


Putnam. 

As a result of these drastic measures the disease was, in every 
case, confined to the house in which it originated. | 

The number of cases of tuberculosis (eighteen cases reported 
and eleven deaths) is a disgrace to our civilization. When we 
realize that every ‘“‘home-treated’’ case of open consumption 
averages to infect three new cases, it will be seen that only when 
these cases are handled as we now handle diphtheria and scarlet 
fever will the ‘Great White Plague” be controlled. 

People dread diphtheria, but in 1912 tuberculosis claimed 
about ten times as many victims in Massachusetts as diphtheria 
and nearly forty times as many as scarlet fever. dN 

On account of contagious diseases, this Board approved bills 
amounting to $680.18. As has been the custom for several years 
these bills were paid as overdrafts, an appropriation to cover 
which must be made at the annual meeting.

REPORT OF THE MILK INSPECTOR 


To the Honorable Board of Health, Winchester, Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit the following report for the year ending 
December 3ist, 1913: 

The policy and practice initiated in 1912 of publishing in the 
local newspaper the monthly analysis of the milk supplied by 
each individual vendor to our people has been continued 
during the past year with even more gratifying and greater 
beneficial results than were attained in the first year. By reason 


‘of these publications our householders are assured of pure, 


standard milk and our dealers are free from the annoyance and 
expense of litigation. 

J am assured by the Board of Health that on and after the 
first of the new year we shall be enabled to publish an analysis of 
the cream offered for sale in our town in the manner we publish 
the analysis of the milk. 

The last Legislature by an Act approved June 6th, 1913, 


established a standard for ice cream and placed the supervision 


of its manufacture and sale in the hands of the Milk Inspector. 

Ice cream, though regarded and classed as a luxury, is exten- 
sively used in all of our cities and larger towns, and those who 
use it are entitled to the same degree of protection as in the use 
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of other articles of diet. Indeed, no article of food that comes 
upon our tables is so easily adulterated or cheapened as ice cream 
and the necessity of some official supervision of its manufacture 
and sale has not come too soon.

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF PLUMBING 


To the Honorable Board of Health, 


Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the following report for the year ending 
December 3ist, 1913: 

The building operations in the past year have been on an 
extensive and gratifying scale, but the number of dwelling houses 
erected have been slightly less than in the two or three preceding 
years. 

The timely order of your Board requiring all houses abutting 
on streets in which sewers are laid to be connected with such 
sewers has been so generally observed that more than seventy 
have already been connected. This large addition to the work 
required on new houses has kept our plumbers well and profitably 
employed all the year. 

Our Winchester plumbers have willingly complied with all 
of the rules and regulations of your Board, and with the re- 
quirements of the public statutes. This has made the duties of 
the Inspector easy, pleasant and agreeable, and has assured 
the householder of first-class workmanship. 


i 
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The only trouble we have had has been with out-of-town 
plumbers who have come in here and wilfully violated ‘the rules 
of your Board and the provisions of the public statutes. .These 
were brought into court, their guilt established, and substantial 
fines were imposed. The duty of.apprehending even bad men 
in their crimes and: of causing their merited punishment is not 
eagerly sought nor willingly performed, but we have no other 
means at our command to protect the lives and conserve the 
health of the families of those who employ such characters to do 
important work.

WORK OF THE YEAR 


The year has been one of activity in regard to the laying of 
street mains. Extensions have been made totalling a length 
of 3000 feet and about 3330 feet of the old cement pipe laid 
forty years ago has been replaced by cast iron py in all cases 
of larger size.

MISCELLANEOUS 


Other matters attended to during the year have been repairs 
of the superintendent’s house at the North Reservoir and of the 
pipe shop on Vine Street. The shores of the reservoirs have 
been cleared of brush to a level well above high-water mark and 
the brooks kept cleared of leaves. The street mains were thor- 
oughly flushed in the spring and there have been few complaints 
in regard to quality of the water. A rain gage has been installed 
at the North Reservoir and it is intended to continue the record 
of rainfall carried on at this point for so many years, but inter- 
rupted in 1906. 

Appended hereto are data hea the height of water in the 
reservoirs and of rainfall. 
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GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 1914 


METERS 


It is desirable if possible to complete the installation of meters 

on old services during the coming year. This will require about 
250 meters. 
» All public use of water should be recorded by meters in order 
that the total consumption of water be known and any waste 
or leakage checked. There are unmetered at the present time 
the following: . 


7 Schoolhouses 
5 Drinking Fountains (or Watering Troughs) 
6 Town Buildings 

20 Street Standpipes 


As soon as all residential services are metered it is deitable 
that meters be installed for the above. 

The most'important step to be taken as soon as possible is 
to provide Venturi meters at the outlet of each reservoir to 
keep a record of the water used by the Town. This is of special 
importance ; first, in order to ascertain whether or not there 
is any considerable amount of leakage from the street mains and 
service pipes and insure that any such leakage is checked; and, 
second, to provide data regarding the water yield of the reser- 
voirs and the probable limit in capacity of the present supply. 

The action of the Town at the March meeting in abolishing 
the minimum charge for meters leaves the first cost and main- 
tenance of the meters'on old services to be taken care of.as an 
item of general taxation rather than an individual. Gyn: gig 
has of course resulted in a decided loss of revenue. . 

By the end of another year there will be about 2000 idk 
in use, representing an expenditure by the Town of over $20,000, 
and an annual expense in interest, maintenance, etc., of at 
least $2000. We believe that the annual expense on account of 
meters should be carried by the individuals who use them. 
The Town should own all meters, however, and charge a yearly 
rental for them. One dollar per year per meter would eae 

take care of this matter. 
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Winchester appears to be the only town to our knowledge 
where the cost of meters is not taken care of by a minimum water 
rate or annual. rental charge. 


PUMPING STATIONS 


It is desirable as a matter of both safety and economy to 
install an additional pumping unit at the East Side high service 
station. The present unit has been in service since 1898 and 
interruptions in service due to breakdowns are frequent. We 
find that it will be more economical from the point of both first 
cost and cost of operation to install a new motor-driven pump- 
ing unit with automatic control and purchase power for the 
same from the Edison Electric Wluminating Company. 

At the West Side high service station the oil engine put in 
two years ago has not been satisfactory in its operation and we 
find that an immediate economy can be made at this station by 
substituting a motor in place of the oil engine and utilizing the 
present pump. 

The saving due to the use of motor-driven pumps at both 
stations will be largely in the item of labor. With motor-driven 
units and automatic control it will be possible for the attendant, 
who now spends nearly all of his time in looking after the two 
pumping stations, to devote most of his time to other matters. 

With these additions to equipment the East Side station will 
have complete duplicate pumping and power units and the 
West Side station a single pump with two power units. 


PIPE LAYING 


During 1914 it is planned to replace a considerable amount of 
the old cement pipe with new cast iron pipe, as tending toward 
better service and a minimum leakage. 


EQUIPMENT 


The item of team hire has increased very materially during 
the past two years and we believe that economy requires the 
purchase of a suitable motor car for use by the superintendent 
and inspector in connection with the work of the department. 
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AVAILABLE WATER SUPPLY 


The rainfall of the past year has been about normal and there 
has been an abundance of water at all times. This is a very 
satisfactory showing when we consider that the rainfall for 
several years has been considerably below the average. While 
the present system may fall short in capacity in the course of a 
few years, the fact remains that we have no reliable information 
regarding the actual use of water by the water takers or of the 
available supply from the reservoirs. The use of water 
in the town will be entirely recorded by meters probably by the 
end of 1914, but the information thus available will not show the 
amount of water entering the pipe system from the reservoirs. 
We believe therefore that the immediate step to take in regard 
to the investigation of our water supply is the installation of 
Venturi meters at the outlet of the reservoirs, as previously 
described. The information which would be obtained by these 
meters is absolutely essential in making any further investi- 
gations, either of the capacity of the present supply or of pi 
possibility of obtaining water from other directions.

In addition to the above work, two new connections with the 
Metropolitan sewers have been made, one with the Cummings- 
ville Branch at Linden Street and the other with the new Metro- 
politan sewer at the westerly end of Manchester Road. The 
latter connection is not yet in use as this section of the sewer is 
not entirely completed. 

The 98 house connections made required a total length of 
4993 f{t.; at an average cost per connection of $21.41 from sewer 
to street line. 

The work of maintenance has consisted of inspecting and 
flushing the system at frequent intervals throughout the year, 
in inspecting and ‘‘plunging’’ siphons three times each month, 
in brushing and thoroughly cleaning the pipe system once a 
year. The yearly expense of this maintenance is about $44.00 
per mile of sewers. It is work which must be looked after care- 
fully each year in order to prevent obstructions occurring in the 
sewers. 

The total mileage of street sewers December 31, 1913 was 
27.2261; the total mileage of Bouse connections December 31, 
1913, was 17.5281. 
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PROPOSED WORK — 1914 


The principal section of the town at present unsewered, and 
where sewers are urged as nécessary by the Board of Health, is 
in the general vicinity of North Main Street near the ‘Ice R. R. 
Bridge,’’ so-called. It is proposed to construct sewers in this 
district south of the bridge in Main, Hill and Hemitigway Streets 
and to begin the work of construction in the district north of 
the bridge, probably including Glenwood Avénue and Russell 
Road and a short length of Main Street. 

Construction is also intended upon several other streets where 
sewer extensions are required in various portions of the town.

December 31, 1913 


The Park Commissioners present the following report: 


COMMON AND PUBLIC PLOTS 


The Common and the six public plots were given the usual 
care. The fountain on the Common was repainted, fitted with 
a new spray, and was in use most of the season. Next year 
some work will be required on the walks, and some of the 
shrubs will have to be replaced. We ask for an appropriation 
of $300.

MANCHESTER FIELD 


No unusual work was attempted on this Field except the 
resurfacing of the running track which is only partly completed. 
No new apparatus was installed, and so far as we can anticipate 
none will be required the coming season. Mr. John Indelkofer 
was engaged as Playground Director, and the services of Miss 


Margaret L. Comerford were again secured as assistant, both 


performing their duties with marked success. 

Quoting from the Director’s report: ‘““The field was formally 
opened for the use of the children on June 16th and closed 
Sept. 9th. 

The attendance, both from casual observation, and by com- 
parison, was larger and more regular than in any previous season. 
The average morning attendance was 95, while in the afternoon 
some 150 took part in the games. 
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A feature new to the habitues of the Playground was the folk 
dancing, made possible by the kindly loan of a phonograph 
from the Columbia Phonograph Company. This attracted a 
large number of girls, and proved very interesting and successful. 

Efforts were made to interest the older boys in volley ball, 
hand tennis, cricket, and various other games, but baseball 
appealed most strongly, and there were time when five games 
were in progress at the same time. a 

Wednesday afternoons were set aside for taking the children 
on picnics or jaunts to various places of interest in the Fells and 
to Sandy Beach. The children looked forward eagerly to these 
excursions, and the number that took part nearly doubled dur- 
ing the season. 

The Field was used by the High School for their baseball and 
football games, and by the local baseball team. Seats were put 
on the Field for the use of the spectators, the money being 
raised by subscription through the efforts of Mr. Davidson of 
the Selectmen, and others. | . 

As the local team will be supported by the new Base Ball 
Association, and a good team assured, it is desirable that the 
infeld be put in first class condition. We ask for an appropria- 
tion of $1250.

PUBLIC PARKS. 


After a long delay which, while it was irritating to the Park 
Board and to the Town, did not so much matter, as no improve- 
ment could well be started while the Metropolitan Sewer work 
was in progress, the Whitney Mill property has all been removed.

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The Park Board has prepared a plan to develop the lot bounded 
by the Aberjona River, Main and Walnut Sts., and it will be 
presented and an appropriation asked at the Annual Town 
Meeting. It is proposed to fill up the raceway and grade to 
the street level. This part of the work has been started. The 
gravel which was taken from the ground replaced by the Metro- 
politan Sewer has been hauled to this lot, the only expense 
being the teaming. The Board of Health has ordered all 
the town ashes dumped on this lot and into the raceway, and 
by Spring a large part of the necessary filling will be provided 
with but little expense to the Town. 


A new cement wall will be necessary along the bank of the 
river on the side owned by the Town, and to be sure of caring 
for all the water in case of freshets, it will be advisable to have 
it slope back and up from the present bed of the stream so as 
to allow for a wider stream when the water is high. It is also 
proposed to have this wall extended about 4 feet above the 
ground at the top, as a fence. 

Parallel to the stream and at a short distance, a granolithic 
walk from Main to Walnut Streets should be provided and curb- 


ings be placed around the walk and the entire plot. 


Additional filling in and loam will be required, and planting 
of grass and shurbs, and trees along the bank of the River. 

‘To do this work right and finish it complete will require not 
less than $6000.00. 

The Park Board have recommended to the Selectmen that 
the line of Main Street should be straightened at this time by 
extending it from Converse Place to the Parkway, filling in the 
Mill Pond back to that line. Also new bridges could now be 
erected on Walnut and Main Streets to cover only the one 
stream, and the street over the raceway should be filled in. 

It is the expectation of your Board to have the Mill Pond 
partly cleaned up next spring, and what loam is removed would 
be used on the former mill site lot. 

Permission was asked early in the year by the Metropolitan 
Water and Sewer Board to allow the sewer to be placed across 
the Mill Pond, but after giving the matter due consideration,. 
your Board decided that it might be a serious detriment to the 


future development of the Park Property, and refused consent.. 


158 TOWN OF WINCHESTER 


The Contractor later asked permission to have the water in the 
Pond lowered to make his work easier. This also we were obliged 
to refuse, as the work by this or other contractors would prob- 
ably continue during next summer, and we did not believe it te’ 
the Town’s interest to have the Mill Pond, as well as the ponds 
above, run dry over a considerable period. 

The survey of the former Whitney property made by the Town 
Engineer with the assistance of Mr. Pratt has been completed, 
bounds have been laid, and the plans are in the possession of the 
Town Engineer. 

The Park Board had some difficulty in having the signs on the 
Park property removed, but most of these have been removed, 
and the Town Counsel has the matter in hand so that we be- 
lieve all that are on Town property will be removed by spring. 

We ask for an appropriation of $6,000.00 to. carry on the 
work proposed for this year. This is the next step only, and is so 
planned as to not conflict with whatever plan the Town decides 
later on in the development of the balance of the Public: Park 
property. :We propose to leave the dam and. maintain the 
ponds above, but if later the Town decides to. lower the Pond, 
nothing which we now contemplate will hinder or have to be 
done over.

The Board of Cemetery Commissioners submit the following 
report of the work done the past year in addition to the care of 
lots and the general care of the Cemetery. 

Five lots have been laid out and graded on Dianthus Path and 
two on Pine Avenue. 

Twenty-six Perpetual Care lots have been regraded and seeded. 

Ten maple trees have been set out on Walnut Avenue, fifteen 
maples on the west side of the Cemetery and fifteen Japanese 
maples in the Cemetery. 

One hundred plants of phlox have been set out. 

Four hundred feet of stone paved gutters have been laid on 
Birch Avenue, one catch basin and forty feet of eight inch tile 


pipe on Birch Avenue for drainage, fifty feet of stone paved 


gutters, one catch basin and thirty-four feet of eight inch tile 
pipe on Margin Avenue, one catch basin and one hundred sixty- 
six feet of twelve inch pipe on Central Avenue, fifty feet of stone 
paved gutter, one small catch basin and twenty-five feet of six 
inch tile pipe on Highland Avenue, ninety feet of stone paved 
gutters on Pine Avenue, seventy-five feet of cement gutters on 
Central Avenue and two hundred feet of stone paved gutters on 
Faith Path. 

Two hundred twenty-five loads of gravel have been put on 
Crystal Avenue, seventy loads on Birch Avenue and fifty loads 


on Palmer Street. 


The stable, two small buildings, two summer houses, settees, 
water pots, avenue and path signs have been painted. 

Sixteen small and seven large foundations have been put in for 
the erection of head stones and monuments. 

Four granite steps have been set on Hillside Avenue. 

The Tree Warden’s department have spent several weeks 
trimming trees. 

Four hundred feet of four inch water mains should be laid on 
Highland Avenue, two hundred feet of the same size on Pine 
Avenue to reach new lots laid out, and also three hundred fifty 
feet on Hillside Avenue the coming season. 

At the March Town Meeting it was voted to purchase from 
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Mrs. Irving S. Palmer the lot of land between the Cemetery and 
Wedge Pond. The same has been purchased for $4,000.00 and a 
clear title obtained. This amount was paid from the Cemetery 
Fund which accumulates from one-half the sales of lots and graves. 
The piece was originally agreed upon for $5,000.00, but Mrs. 
Palmer concluded to take off a portion of it and present it to the 
Town as a part of its Park system, and sold the balance for 
Cemetery purposes for $4,000.00 as heretofore stated. 

This is a great addition to the Cemetery property and is about 
all the available land that could be purchased suitable for Ceme- 
tery purposes. 

The past year we have partly constructed a Drainage System 
with proper catch basins, and will continue during the coming 
year to add to this system to take care of surface water. 

The surface drainage has been a source of trouble and expense 
each year, costing us on an average of $150.00 a year to replace 
the wash from the hill and we shall, after this has been completed, 
be able to care for the water and eliminate this continual expense. 

In accordance with the vote of the Town, passed June 12, 1911, 
the Permanent Care Fund has been turned over to this Board, 
and by them invested in the following bonds:

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


The work of clearing the trees of egg clusters of the Gypsy 
Moths and cutting nests of Brown Tails was carried on through 
the winter as in past years, but it was found to be much less ex- 
pensive, owing to the thorough spraying of the previous summer. 

In the spring one hundred sugar maples were set, the same 
number as in 1912. 

A number of trees in many sections of the Town were removed 
because they were in a crowded or unhealthy condition, or be- 
cause they stood in the way of new sidewalks or street improve- 
ments, but no tree was taken down if any way could be found 
to save it. 

The chances for good healthy growth of the street trees be- 
come less each year with the miles of granolithic walks and oiled 
macadam roads. | 

A large number of citizens are looking to the future and are 
setting trees within the property lines where they are well cared 
for. Trees thus set shade the sidewalks as well, and make a 
much better growth than if set in narrow loam spaces between 
hard walks and roadways and under many wires. 

Spraying in early summer was done on all street, park and 
cemetery trees and much woodland. 

While the Elm Leaf Beetles, Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths 
are well under control, the Leopard Moth is undoubtedly in- 
creasing fast. This pest seems to be beyond the reach of human 
efforts, and can only be checked by birds. It is now spread all 
over this section and is doing great damage, as shown by the many 
limbs which blow down from nearly all kinds of trees. 

During the fall several weeks were spent in trimming out dead 
branches and getting trees into shape. 

Some spraying for the San Jose Scale was done. This work is 
not expensive, is very effective, can be carried on when other 
work is not pressing in the fall or early spring, and should be 
extended till the whole Town is free from this very serious pest. 

For the financial statement I refer to the Auditor’s report.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
WINCHESTER PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Winchester, December 31, 1913 


The Trustees wish to thank all who have made gifts to the 
Library during the past year. 

The circulation of the Library continues to show a gratifying 
increase, this year rising to over 48,000, the largest circulation 
the Library has ever had. 

As the Trustees have frequently reported, the space available 
for library purposes within the present building is entirely inad- 
equate, and the work of the Library is correspondingly cramped. 
The only apparent way to gain more room is by building galleries 
around the main book room. This the Trustees are loth to rec- 
ommend at present, as the change would injure the room in many 
ways. Until something can be done, new books purchased will 
continue to displace a corresponding number of the older ones 
which are relegated to what is virtually storage in the basement. 

The Librarian and her staff have completed the very necessary 
but time-consuming work of reclassifying the booksin the Library. 
At the same time many obsolete volumes of no historical value 
or interest have been discarded. On this account the total num- 
ber of volumes as given in the Librarian’s report is somewhat 
less than that reported formerly. 

The Librarian’s report and statistics are appended. 

The Trustees recommend that the Town appropriate for the 
Library for the ten months after March 1, 1914, $2,825 and the 
Dog Tax of the current year.

There remain yet some technical details 
which we expect to complete in the coming year. 


, BOOKS | 

- Most people are familiar with the circulation desk where the 
books are charged and discharged and imagine that is the major 
part of the Library work. Your Librarian once told a lady, who 
desired her opinion of a modern novel, that ‘‘Librarians have 
little or no time to read.’”’ She asked, ‘‘What then do you do?”’ 
How few realize what has to be done before a book is ready for 
circulation. 

_ Some of the processes necessary: 


_ CHECKING: — When the books come from the book-seller, the invoice or 
__—-__ bill must be checked to be sure all the books are in the bundle. 
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COLLATING: — To be sure books are perfect. 


ACCESSIONING: — A chronological record of books as they come into the 
library. 


CLASSIFICATION: — That is, deciding what subject the book is about and 
assigning the Dewey decimal classification number which stands for that 
subject, and where other books on that same subject are. The author 
number is found in the Cutter alphabetical order table, this added to 
the subject number completes the particular designation of the book. 


SHELF LISTING: —A typewritten card with author, title and book num- 
ber, inserted in numerical and alphabetical sequence in its proper class 
in the shelf list cabinet. 


CATALOGING: —A slip made with author, title and imprint, which in- 
cludes all the information about the make up of the book. From these 
slips the bulletins are compiled. 


CARDS FOR THE CARD CATALOG: — The authors are looked up in 
the Cumulative Index and the Library of Congress numbers noted on 
slips stamped with the name of our Library. These slips have to be ar- 
ranged in order and mailed to Congress, Printed cards are returned for 
all books copyrighted in this country, then the book numbers, subject 
headings and titles have to be typewritten on these cards. For books 
not copyrighted, the entire cards must be typewritten. Oftentimes one 
book will treat of several subjects, so a card must be prepared for every 
subject. These cards are then filed in their proper order in the card 
cabinet in the reading-room. 


MARKING: — All books are stamped with our perforating stamp, to show 
they are the property of this Library. Date slips‘and pockets are pasted 
in the back of the books. For all classes except fiction, labels are pasted 
on the outside of the back. Book cards written with number, author and 
title and placed in the pockets. 


In addition to all this, we are constantly interrupted by in- 
quiries like the following. ‘‘Suggest a subject for a Hall theme,”’ 
or find a rhetorical for the school children. ‘‘Where can we find 
dialogues, tableaus for Christmas,’’ “‘Origin of Christmas legends, 
hanging of greens, etc., etc.?”’ “What is the meaning of some 
Indian name?’”’ Some one will telephone and want to know the 
name of some part of a plant, or how some great man spells his 
name and soon. Although we are not always able to furnish an 
answer, we gladly search in order to show the numerous resources 
of our Library. Some of our Bible students are finding out the 
value of the Jewish Encyclopedia and Scribner’s Dictionary of 
the Bible. The New Encyclopedia Britannica and Century 
Dictionary prove useful every day. Granger’s Index to Poetry 
and Recitations has furnished the missing link for many a de- 
sired poem. Who’s Who? is constantly consulted. Harper’s 
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Encyclopedia of United States History has been added to our 
collection this year. There are plenty of others too numerous 
to mention which everyone may use if they will. 


MUSIC 


Wide shelves have been built to contain our opera scores and 
piano selections. This year we have purchased a collection of 
vocal music. We hope to see this department greatly enlarged 
in the near future. 


THE STAFF 


In June, Miss Beatrice Tuck, who has served so ably for six 
years and a half as assistant and cataloguer, resigned to be 
married. Miss Lillian Knapp, who for some time had served as 
a substitute, was added to the regular force in September. 
Misses Edith Adams and Marguerite Phillips assist evenings 
and act as substitutes when needed. 


JUVENILE DEPARTMENT 


This department has demonstrated its usefulness by the addi- 
tion of 237 new names to the list of borrowers and a circulation 


of 12,266 volumes. An increase of 526 volumes over last year. 


FUNDS 


The income of the Bradstreet, Daniels and Howe Funds has 
been used to purchase standard books for the Library.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 
HIGH SCHOOL EXTENSION 


_At an adjourned session of the annual Town Meeting, held 
March 10, 1913, the following vote was passed: 


Voted, that a committee of five citizens of the Town be appointed by the 
Moderator to consider the matter of increasing the accommodations for the 
pupils of the high school, either by an addition to the present high school 
building, or by the erection of a separate building, and to report thereon in 
print at the next annual Town Meeting, such committee to have the power 
to fill vacancies occurring therein. 

t? is A 


The undersigned were duly appointed as such committee, and 
have made careful investigation of the conditions at the High 


School. At the time of the completion of the present school 


building it was thought that it would furnish accommodations 
for many years, and this expectation, under conditions then ex- 
isting, was well justified. It did not, however, take into con- 
sideration the changes in the conception of the purview of high 
school education which now prevail. By reason of the large 
number of additional branches which have from time to time 
been added to the curriculum, and the necessity of using space 


‘in the building for such work, which could not reasonably have 


been anticipated at the time of the construction of the school, 


‘the accommodations it offers will undoubtedly, in the near future, 


be inadequate if the present policy of offering instruction and 
specializing in many different lines, which were formerly not em- 


braced in the work of free public school education, is followed. 


Your committee is informed that the present registration at 
the High School is three hundred and three (303); that of these, 
ninety-three (93) are first year pupils who entered in September 


from the Wadleigh Grammar School, and that the present regis- 


tration in the ninth grade is one hundred and seventy-eight 
(178). Upon the assumption that the percentage of pupils of 
the ninth grade, who in the past have entered the High School, 
continues, one hundred and fifty (150) of this number may rea- 
sonably be expected to demand admission in September, 1914. 
In like manner, taking into consideration the number of pupils 
now in the sixth, seventh, advanced seventh and eighth grades, 
it may be expected that one hundred and thirty-five (135) pupils 
will enter the High School in September, 1915, from the Grammar 
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School, and one hundred and twenty-seven (127) in September, 
1916. Allowing for the usual withdrawals, the school committee 
estimates that the total registration in the High School in 1914 
will be three hundred and fifty-one (351); in 1915, three hun- 
dred and ninety-one (391), and in 1916, four hundred and nine 
(409). 

The present High School building has sixteen rooms, nine of 
which are large and well lighted, in which pupils may study and 
recite, and seven smaller rooms, not including the drawing room, 
suitable for recitation only. The drawing room is constantly in 
use for instruction and practice in that work, and is not avail- 
able for any other purpose. So far as study desks are concerned, 
the number of pupils expected could be accommodated until 
September, 1915. The Superintendent of Schools, however, is 
of the opinion that there is a serious lack of recitation rooms 
under present methods of instruction. The teaching force of 
the school is now fifteen, not including in that number the teachers 
of music and of drawing. At certain times all of the sixteen rooms 
in the building are in use. It is stated to the Committee that 
in September, 1914, the large entering class expected will require 
two additional teachers. If this should occur, there would be 
seventeen teachers and but sixteen recitation rooms. The 
Superintendent is also of opinion that an additional teacher will 
be required for each of the entering classes of 1915 and 1916. 

The present building has large corridors, and also space in 
the basement, which could be used, but it does not appear that 
any room there provided would be either well lighted or well 
ventilated. It has been suggested that an afternoon session 
might be held for the first year pupils. Whether this would be 
advisable is a matter which should be within the knowledge of 
those whose work is immediately concerned with a study of 
school methods. Under existing conditions, two courses are 
open: 


I 


If the Town feels that it would be financially able to do so, it 
might be well to consider the question of the erection of a sepa- 
rate building to be used for the instruction of pupils in vocational 
work now in part covered by present courses, leaving the High 
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School building to care for those who desire instruction in the 
English and classical branches. 


II 


If the Town is of opinion that it is not financially prepared 
to undertake this work, the Committee would recommend that 
some competent architect be employed to make a study of the 
present High School structure, and report as to what changes 
and additions could most advantageously be made to accom- 
modate the demands which, as above stated, must be met in 
the near future.

T 0 the Citizens of the Town of Winchester: 


The School Committee presents herewith a schedule setting 
forth, so far as is possible at this time, the expenditures of the 
School Department for the year ending February 28, 1914, and 
also its estimate of expenses for 1914-1915:

We ask an appropriation of $82,500 for the year from March 
1, 1914, to February 28, 1915 (or $70,200 for the ten months 
from March 1, 1914, to December 31, 1914), for general school 
expenses, exclusive of the appropriation necessary for continuing 
the evening schools. 

It will be noted that the appropriation requested for the whole 
year calls for an increase over the preceding appropriation of 
$6,500. This increase is accounted for by increases in the salary 
budget as follows: 
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(1) Normal increase in the salaries of those teachers receiving less 


than the others of the same class $ 787.50 
(2) To provide for an increase of the maximum of $50 per teacher 

throughout the force 1,450.00 
(3) Salaries of two teachers whose services began September, 1913 600.00 


(4) Salaries of three additional teachers (two in the High School and 
one in the grades) whose term of service will commence Sep- 


tember, 1914 1,462.50 

(5) Increased allowance for substitutes and sickness 250.00 
(6) Increase caused by change in paying teachers in twelve equal ' 

installments instead of in ten installments 2,133.34

For many years it has been the policy of the town from time 
to time to increase the salaries of those teachers who are receiv- 
ing less than the tentative maximum established for their re- 
spective classes. When compared with the living expenses, the 
salaries are at best small. Also, the recently enacted statute 
relating to teachers’ pensions places an additional financial bur- 
den upon them. It is believed that the proposed increase 
in the maxima of salaries of all of the teachers will meet with the 
approbation of the citizens of the town. The proposed increase 
will establish a general maximum salary of the regular grade 
teachers to and including the sixth grade, of $750; of the teachers 
from the seventh to the ninth grades, inclusive, $800; and of 
teachers in the High School (women), $950. 

Concerning the increased allowance for substitutes and sick- 
ness, it may be stated that the amount appropriated for the year 
1913-1914 proved to be insufficient. We have requested an in- 
crease of $250, making a total allowance for this purpose of $750. 

The increase in the appropriation this year, made necessary by 
the change in paying teachers in twelve equal installments instead 
of in ten, was explained and the amount stated in the annual 
report of the School Committee, dated December 31, 1912. It 
was explained that the appropriation for salaries last year was 
less by $2,370 than it would have been had not the change in 
the method of payment been adopted. Therefore, this year 
substantially the foregoing amount must be included in the ap- 
propriation upon the basis of last year’s salary list; but the 
amount required is $236.66 less than was estimated in our pre- 
vious annual report becauses of changes in the teaching force, in 
consequence of which several new teachers were employed at 
salaries less than those received by their predecessors. 
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The proposed salary increases will go into effect September, 
1914, and at the annual meeting in 1915 an appropriation of 
$62,725.00 will be required to meet this item of the budget, 
assuming no further increases in salaries and no additional 
teachers. 

With the exception of the Prince School, the school buildings 
are in good condition, although, of course, minor and unexpected 
repairs must be made in them each year. The Prince Building 
should be painted on the interior, and should be rewired for 
lighting. The cost of this, amounting to $550, is included in 
the item of Repairs in the general budget: The sectional boiler 
in the Gifford Building, installed in 1891, is in such bad condition 
that we do not feel warranted in continuing to make repairs upon 
it. We propose to replace this boiler at an expenditure of 
$1,200, and have included this item in our estimate for repairs. 

In accordance with the vote of the town, appropriating a 
sum of money for the purpose, evening schools have been estab- 
lished. The attendance, which is greater than was anticipated, 
demonstrates the necessity of continuing this special work. In 
the report of the Superintendent of Schools, the details of the 
number of scholars, classes, and subjects in which instructioa 
is given are set forth. For continuing the evening schools dur- 
ing the year 1914-1915, an appropriation of $1,600 is necessary, 
or $1,060 for the period ending December 31, 1914. 

The changes in the electric wiring in the High School for se- 
curing better fire protection, recommended in the supplemental 
report of the School Committee for the year 1912, have been made 
in a manner satisfactory to the inspectors. 

To recapitulate, we ask an appropriation of $1,600 for evening 
schools and $82,500 for general school expenses, making a total 
of $84,100. If the appropriation be made only for that portion 
of the year from March 1st to December 31st, an appropriation 
of $71,300 (including $1,060 for the evening schools), is requested.

The thirty-first annual report of the Superintendent of Schools 
is herewith presented.

A careful tabulation has been made of all pupils registered 
during the school year 1912-1913. Considered’ by itself, this 
study is an aid toward understanding local school conditions, 
and if repeated for several years should be of distinct value. 
As it happens, we now have some data with which comparisons 
may be made. The tables in Exhibit III give the facts learned. 

Under the heading “‘out of town”’ are included pupils in families 
which have moved from Winchester. From six to fourteen per 
cent of the pupils in various buildings in 1912-1913 are not now 
in town, the largest number of removals being in the Chapin 
School, 14%, and the smallest in the Wadleigh and Mystic, 6% 
each. The population of Winchester is less stable than may be 
thought, but possibly no more fluctuating than is to be expected 
in a suburban community.. Comparing the registration for 
December, 1913, with that for December, 1912, it will be ob- 
served that the number lost, by moving from town—150— 
has been made up and 45 additional pupils have been enrolled. 
The enrollment in the Kindergarten and first grades of the two 
years is so nearly equal, 310 in 1913 and 312 in 1912, that we 
may reasonably conclude that there are 210 pupils now in grades 
two to nine, inclusive, that were not in Winchester a year ago: 
This is an average of almost seven for each teacher. It will be 
apparent that the presence of so many new pupils must increase’ 
the difficulty of instruction and that it might affect the number 
of promotions. ‘This fluctuation also makes the problem of fore- 
casting the probable registration in rooms and buildings extreme- 
ly difficult. The new pupils do not always take the places of 
those who leave, and transfers to relieve congestion are inevitable. 
~The number who are not in school because they are “‘sick”’ is 
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small, being only 6 out of 1910, or 4%. This does not mean, 
of course, that so few are in need of medical attention, because 
medical inspection the country over shows that the number of 
pupils who are physically defective is lamentably large, but it 
is evidence that, so far as this town is concerned, the school 
work does not ruin the health of pupils, as some magazine 
writers would lead one to believe. 

‘The number who have gone to “work’’ is fairly small, but 
even so it is a pity that 27 boys and girls should not have re- 
mained longer in school. This number, too, does not include 
all who are at work. If corresponding numbers in the grades 
have left each year for the last six years there are, after deduct- 
ing for removals on the basis of last year’s figures, 86 boys and 
girls in town who have begun to earn a living after but slight 
education. ‘This condition is being alieviated to some extent by 
the evening school, but the educational opportunities afforded 
to these boys and girls should be larger. 

It is gratifying that the number who entered “‘private schools”’ 
is small and that none left from grades six to nine, inclusive. 

The foregoing percentages are based upon the registration for 
1912-1913. For failures and promotions only those are con-— 
sidered who are in school this year, as we cannot know how those 
would be graded who are now in other towns, or sick, or at work, 
or in private schools. A study of the relative promotion per- 
centages by buildings and grades is interesting, although it must 
be remembered that the figures prove nothing as to the relative 
efficiency of teachers. This point is specifically emphasized lest 
incorrect conclusions be drawn. The conditions differ so 
greatly in different buildings and from year to year in different 
grades that serious injustice would be done if any pretense were 
made of rating teachers on this basis. It is, however, fair to 
note that the percent of failures is largest in the first grade. 
This is usual and is due to immaturity. Contrary to a not un- 
uncommon impression, the first grade requires as much ability, 
comparatively speaking, as any other. The pupils who fail in 
the first grade would usually not have been obliged to repeat 
the work of the grade if they had entered school a year later. 
This does not mean that those who last year failed in the first 
grade were the youngest in the grade,—as a matter of fact they 
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were all six years old,—but simply that many children develop 
slowly. In passing we may note that this makes the work of the 
first grade more difficult and emphasizes the need of having the 
first grade children by themselves. It is unfair to them to place 
them in a room with a second grade, as we are now obliged to 
do in the Highland and Mystic Schools. 

The largest per cent of failures in any building, etehae uc 
the first four grades to make the comparison fair, is in the Chapin. 
This is due to the large proportion of children of foreign birth 
and possibly also to the removals and new pupils, as previously 
noted. It defines a problem, one remedy for which will be 
described on another page. 

Grade by grade the per cent of pupils who are repeating work 
this year is small. In comparison with 1912-1913 the facts are 
as follows:

These results are about equal,’ the variations having no sig- 
nificance. It is probable that every year from three to five per 
cent of the pupils should be required to repeat work. It is not 
to be expected that all pupils will progress at an equal rate 
though the grades. 

In the first three classes of the High School seven per cent have 
moved, three per cent are sick, ten per cent are at work, six per 
cent are in private schools, and seventy-four per cent are now in 
school. Of those at work probably most have been led by the 
desire to earn money, a natural though occasionally unfortunate 
impulse, since future efficiency would have been increased by 
longer study; ‘some have been disinclined to school work; and 
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a few have been unable to continue in school. To many of these 
pupils the evening schools will appeal, and suitable classes 
should be planned for them. Without doubt some of the boys 
in this group would have remained longer in school if they could 
have taken a complete course in manual training. 
~The number who have entered private schools is small, six 
per cent. As has been stated in previous reports, it is not neces- 
sary for any pupil to go to a private school for college prepara- 
tion, but for many reasons it may seems advisable to parents. 
No decision reached in specific instances should be regarded as 
any reflection upon the pupil or the High School. 
The rate of failures by subjects in the High School is remark- 
ably low, an average of only 6.3%. In 1911-1912 the average 
was 4.7%; in 1910-11, 8.3%; in 1909-10, 9.4%; in 1908-09, 
13./%; and in 1907—08, 17.2%. This indicates a high degree 
of efficiency in instruction and in administration for our High 
School. I doubt whether any apparently better figures would 
not indicate a lowering of the standard for promotion. 
Of the fourth year pupils 98% were graduated in June and 
thirteen per cent of these (nine) are back in school. Those who 
have returned to the High School are for the greater part pupils 
whose parents have wisely planned to have them take five years 
in college preparatory work; the others are taking subjects 
which appeal to them. That each year more graduates are back 
in school is a compliment to the High Schoo! and to the pupils. 
It is wise for pupils to give five years to high school work, 
(1) if they are younger than usual or somewhat immature, (2) 
if they wish to study subjects not required for college entrance, 
or (3) if for any reason they have fallen behind in their work. 
The additional year brings greater mental strength, better prep- 
aration for the exacting college work, and a larger appreciation 
of the college opportunities. For those who will remain at home 
the fifth year means more training for citizenship and life. 


THE SCHOOL WORK 


The work of the grades and of the High School has continued 
to be quietly and efficiently done. From year to year slight 
modifications will naturally be made. In time these may dis- 
tinctly change the formal scheme of elementary and secondary 
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education, and without doubt this should be the ultimate result. 
The fundamental reasons why we cannot now formulate an 
ideal and make such radical changes as it might demand are, 
first, that however much we may deplore the lack of vital in- 
terest in the traditional course of instruction, we know only in 
part what may wisely be attempted, and second, that a school 
system is a sensitive organism requiring gentle and careful 
guidance. If a house is unsatisfactory the family can be moved 
and the house torn down and rebuilt as desired. The situation 
with a school system is different—the building must be employed 
to its full extent without disturbance while repairs are in progress. 
We have endeavored to act in accordance with this simile, and 
while changes have been made the routine has not been disturbed. 

One of these changes has been to give the boys in the seventh 
and eighth grades an extra period weekly in manual training 
work. In organizing the schedule for the manual training there 
were more classes than the regular teacher could instruct. No 
funds were available for an extra teacher, but, fortunately, the 
courses in the Normal Art School had so developed that the 
senior students were available for work in manual training 
similar to that done by them in drawing for several years in our 
schools. This permitted us to give additional time to part of 
the boys’ classes and also to organize some afternoon classes for 
girls who wished to learn to handle.tools. The experiment 
seems to be successful. Possibly it may lead us to see the wis- 
dom of introducing other variations in our grade work. 

In the Chapin School the kindergarten assistant, a capable 
young woman of Italian parentage, has given instruction in 
English to small groups of Italian children in the Kindergarten 
and the first and second grades. The aim, to assist these pupils 
to gain greater facility in English and to reduce the number of 
failures, seems likely to be attained. oe 


THE’. PROGRESS 'CCASS 


Following the suggestions in the 1912 report, the Progress 
Class was organized in September, 1913. It is made up of pupils 
for whose needs the regular work of the grades is not well adapted. 
These pupils are neither defective nor backward in the sense in 
which these terms are ordinarily employed. In some respects, 
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indeed, some of them are particularly gifted. They do not, 
however, fit the traditional school routine. Unless special pro- 
vision is made for them, they must be required to repeat grades 
until they have acquired the habit of failure. This is a tragedy 
for them and is a detriment to the other pupils. Asa rule they 
are hand-minded, and as regular school grades are conducted 
almost entirely for the language-minded, they are simply out of 
place in the ordinary school classes. By themselves they can be 
given work calculated to afford mental and character training 
fully equal to that obtained by the other pupils. Incidentally 
it may be worth noting that in time we shall greatly modify the 
subjects and methods in the grades. This is not practicable at 


present, but provision can be made for exceptions and we have 


begun to do so. 


At present the class has twelve members. It is located in 
the old high school study room of the Prince School building 
and is in charge of Miss Carrie L. Mason, an experienced and 
sympathetic teacher, who has prepared herself for the work 
required. About one-half the time is given to reading, spelling, 
writing, geography, arithmetic, and English, the instruction be- 
ing largely individual. The other half of the school day is given 
to manual occupations. These now include cane seating, rug 
weaving, basketry, carpentry, sewing, drawing, nature study, 
and gardening. 

The results thus far obtained have been remarkable. This is 
as true of the arithmetic and other regular school subjects as of 
the hand work. It is not surprising, as the pupils have the 
stimulus of success. They have exchanged inability for ability, 
and the realization gives them ambition and strength. The 
atmosphere of the room is consequently happy. The work is 
fully equal in educational value‘to that done in the grades from 
which these pupils came. From year to year each pupil will be 
rated as promoted and at the time when in the regular classes he 
would have been graduated from the Wadleigh Grammar School, 
he will be given his diploma and admitted to the High School to 
take such subjects as he can study with profit. Those who do 
not enter the High School will be able to earn good wages at 
once by applying the training that they have received. 

In the cane seating, rug weaving, and basket making, the 
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members of the class are now doing work of admitted excellence 
at a fair price. Any person wishing to have work done should 
communicate with Miss Mason or the Superintendent’s office. 
The money received is paid to the pupil after deducting the cost 
of the materials used. | It would be easy to defend the plan of 
keeping all receipts for the School Department and it might 
sound well to show some financial return from the class, but to 
do so would be an unwise policy. The class is organized to give 
to pupils a definite training. To make it vital and of the greatest 
value to the individuals concerned, to emphasize the necessity for 
care, thoroughness, diligence, and application, its. personal 
quality and its financial significance are wisely considered. 

We have had no. difficulty in enrolling as many pupils in the 
class as could be cared for, but two or three pupils who should be 
enrolled have not been because of parental prejudice. No pupil 
will be assigned to this class except with the approval of his 
parents and no pupil will be so assigned as a punishment. To 
do otherwise would be contrary to the idea with which the class 
has been planned. It is hoped that parents who are advised 
that their children may well be placed in this class will appre- 
ciate that our school system is far in advance of most and assent 
to the assignment with the belief that the boy or girl who other- 
wise would have dropped out of school in the fifth or sixth grade 
will be given a training adapted to make a self supporting and 
self respecting citizen. 


REVISION OF HIGH SCHOOL COURSES 


The revised high school courses of study and regulations 
governing them are given in Exhibit X. The changes are as 
follows: a modern language may be taken the first year in the 
Technical Course; in the Commercial Course, the subjects re- 
quired are strictly commercial, the bookkeeping is begun in the 
first year, and office work may be taken the fourth year; also, 
the Household Arts Course is offered. 

Our commercial course has been strengthened from year to 
year and is now nearly equal in every respect to that of the best 
commercial schools in the city. That this has not previously 
been the case has been due to the lack of teachers and equipment, 
all of which could not be supplied in one year. With the addi- 
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‘tion of another teacher in 1914-1915 the results should be en- 
titely satisfactory. Additional equipment will, however, be 
needed each year for two or three years, if we are adequately to 
prepare our pupils, as we should, for the better grade of business 
positions. In accordance with this idea, the office work elective 
has been placed in the fourth year. This is open to all pupils. 
The pupils taking it are given actual experience in office work 
in the offices of the High School Principal and of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. As their numbers increase some may be 
available for part time work with local business firms. This 
training will have definite commercial value when the pupils 
are seeking positions. 

The Household Arts Course is seldom offered in High Schools. 
This course includes subjects of particular service to home- 
makers, which girls should expect to become. It is hoped that 
girls taking the other courses, college entrance, general and com- 
mercial, will,so far as their programs permit, elect subjects in the 
Household Arts Course. Although we have had cooking and 
sewing in the High School for the last three years this is the first 
year of a specific course. It has begun well and in another year 
an additional teacher, perhaps two, will be needed. 

In the foregoing course, as also in the commercial and general 
courses, we are providing for the pupils who are not going to 
college, particularly the girls. We should remember that there 
are also boys in the High School and we should offer them a 
thorough course in manual training. 


COLLEGE ENTRANCE REQUIREMENTS 


The greatest single obstacle to adapting the high school work 
to pupils’ needs and to making the high schools more efficient 
is the burden imposed by the traditional college entrance re- 
quirements. Briefly, the difficulty is that these requirements 
_ are inelastic, that they compel pupils to take subjects for 
which they have neither aptitude nor liking, and that they do 
not recognize the value of the knowledge and training possible 
in the study of the newer subjects, commercial, manual, and 
‘household arts. In operation in a High School like our own, 
‘they cause the separation of the pupils into two distinct groups, 
_ those taking the college preparatory courses, and those who are 
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not. The total of all these effects is detrimental to many pupils 
in that some are practically barred from subjects which they 
might study with great profit, but for which they have no time, 
and some are prevented from going to college because they are 
in other than the college preparatory courses. This is undemo- 
cratic and uneconomic, renders difficult the maintenance of uni- 
form grading in subjects and courses, and lessens the scope of __ 
the service which the High School should render to all the children 
of the community. | 

A high school girl who wishes to prepare for college vial also 
to obtain an education which will be of service to her as a home- 
maker, which will enable her to earn her living, and which. shall 
fit her for intelligent citizenship, might well wish to take a course 
about as follows:

This could be done, of course, so far as the High School is 
concerned, but she could not enter college, because the college 
requires English, two or three foreign languages, mathematics, 
and history or science to an extent that bars everything else. 

The topic is briefly discussed in this report because it is felt 
that the influence of every one interested in securing for our 
young people the broadest educational opportunities should be 
exerted to bring about a liberalizing of the requirements for ad- 
mission to all the colleges of Massachusetts along lines which 
have been successful in institutions like Leland Stanford Junior 
University and Clark University. 


OUTSIDE WORK 


Your attention is called to the following extract from the 
annual report of Superintendent U. G. Wheeler, of Passaic, New 
Jersey, formerly of Everett, Massachusetts. All that he says 
applies to Winchester schools. We should not wait until every 
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other progressive school system has recognized the wisdom of 
making vital the education given in our school rooms: 

“T believe it is well for the schools to encourage industry and 
application, that it is important that pupils profitably occupy 
some of their out of school time in doing real work, and that due 
credit be given for all such legitimate work done by pupils. 
Training for life is, or should be, more than acquiring book 
knowledge. It is the development of the whole being, mentally, 
spiritually, and bodily, and the acquisition of power. 

The time was when most pupils had plenty of home duties 
and outside manual work to fully occupy all their out of school 
hours. In country life this is largely true today, but modern 
city conditions give meager opportunity for such work. The 
habits acquired in performing such tasks and the responsibility 
connected with them were of inestimable value in developing 
character and a right attitude toward work in general. I be- 
lieve our schools should do everything possible to encourage 
pupils in self-directed efforts in the accomplishment of varied 
tasks in the home or elsewhere for themselves and others. 

Sewing and domestic science work in the schools will never 
amount to all it should until it finds its application in the home. 
Full credit should be given for such work performed by the pupils, 
as well as for other household duties consciously and properly 
performed. There are also many tasks that boys can do to their 


own advantage and benefit of others that could well receive 


credit. In the manual training room a boy learns to use tools 
and to make some article. If he can and will apply this knowledge 
in making something at home, thus producing something useful 
and adding to his skill, he should have this counted as a part of 
his school work and be ranked upon it. Outside work in music 


_ is more important to some pupils than some of the regular school 


work and there is no reason why the time given to it may not be 
duly credited. 

By these means, a closer relation can be established between 
the home and the school to the advantage of both. In many 
places splendid results have followed from such efforts. Often 
pupils, thus encouraged and credited, have shown marked improve- 
ment in their regular school subjects. Their interest has been 
aroused through the satisfaction of successful accomplishment.”’ 
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HIGH: SCHOOL ATHLETICS 


After careful consideration it seemed wise to change the plan 
by which one man was in charge of all high school athletics, 
and a graduate student has been secured from Harvard to direct 
each of the school teams, football, basket ball, and baseball, and 
the gymnasium squad. ‘This procedure has given the various 
sports more nearly expert direction without objectionable. fea- 
tures and may well be continued. That the football teams did 
not play a winning game was largely due to the fact that the 
players were almost all new. Winning or losing, however, is not 
so important as the spirit and the manner in which athletics are 
conducted. In these respects present conditions show a gain. | 


HIGH, SCHOOL, LUNCH. COUNTER 


The high school lunch counter has never in past years been 
entirely satisfactory. It has been as well conducted as could be 
expected in view of the fact that to the caterer in charge it was 
a side issue with a profit too small to pay him for risking the prep- 
paration of food of the variety and kind that might be desired. 
After some study of the situation, and of experiments made in 
other schools, it seemed wise to assign to the cooking teacher the 
entire responsibility. Since September, therefore, Miss Jennie 
P. Clement has managed the lunch counter with great success. 
The routine work of preparing sandwiches and staple dishes, of 
washing utensils and of cleaning up, those duties which come 


every day and after having been done a few times are simply — 


labor without definite educational value, are done by capable 
women hired for the purpose; the work of the various High School 
classes in cooking has been so arranged that the pupils prepare 
different new dishes, nutritious and appetizing, from day to day; 
and high schoo! pupils assist in selling lunch tickets and in serv- 
ing food. Sample menus for a week will show the results ob- 
tained. All items are five cents unless otherwise noted and the 
dishes prepared by the cooking classes are marked by f

The receipts to date, about $55 a week, are a very little in 
excess of the cost, except for permanent equipment, and the in- 
tention is to keep them so. In other words, the food is furnished 
as nearly at cost as possible, with a small margin of profit simply 
to avoid actual loss. It might be possible to manage the busi- 
ness to make money. This, however, would be contrary to the 
theory upon which the lunch counter and the cooking classes are 
based, namely, to enable pupils to have proper food at the lowest 
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cost, and to give the girls in the cooking classes the broadest 
practical training. 

For the coming year the accommodations should be extended 
by additional permanent equipment, and when an addition to 
the High School is constructed provision should be made for a 
large room where pupils may eat at tables in more seemly fashion 
than the present limited quarters permit. 


ADDITION TO THE HIGH SCHOOL 


The need of an addition to the High School is due to the fact 
that the registration for the school year 1915-1916 and there- 
after will require more teachers than there are rooms in the pres- 
ent building, in which recitations can be held. In this building 
there are nine large rooms in which pupils may study and recite, 
and six rooms, not including the drawing and cooking rooms, 
suitable only for recitation. The drawing and cooking rooms 
are excluded, as they are not available for other classes. 

The present registration is 307, the first-year pupils from the 
Wadleigh Grammar School being 92. The present registration 
in the ninth grade is 178. Of these, according to the percentages 
of entrance in previous years, 150 or more will enter the High. 
School in September, 1914. By similar computations based on 
the present numbers in the sixth, seventh, advanced seventh, and 
eighth grades, 135 and 127 respectively will enter in 1915 
and 1916. 

After making deductions on the basis of the last five years 
for each class in the High School, the total registration for 1914 
will be 342, for 1915, 380, and for 1916, 400. These numbers 
could be accommodated with study desks, but not with recita- 
tion rooms. 

There are now fourteen teachers, not including those in cook- 
ing, music and drawing, and at times all fifteen rooms are in use, 
the fifteenth teacher being the music supervisor with a class in 
harmony and theory. The rooms are not in use during the en- 
tire day because the Principal has classes for a part of the time, 
the classes in music (harmony and theory) do not recite every 
day, and some teachers have free study periods. In arranging 
a program, however, it is impossible to utilize every room every 
period, since the recitation periods of classes reciting fewer than 
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five times a week cannot be dovetailed unless one class has three 
recitations and another two, or one has four and another one, or 
one has two and another two. If two classes each recite four 
times a week, two recitations room are necessary, although each 
may be vacant for a single period each week. In this case, a 
class having two recitations a week might possibly be accom- 
modated, although arrangements of this character are dependent 
upon the possibilities of the schedules of the pupils. The very 
large first-year class in September, 1914, will require two addi- 
tional teachers. This will make one more teacher than recitation 
rooms, but the recitation schedule can be arranged to accommo- 
date all. Another teacher will be rendered necessary by the 
increase in classes in 1915, and another by the increase in 1916. 


For them no rooms are now available. 


If provision is not made for additional space by September, 
1915, the inevitable result will be that Winchester will have an 
experience like that of Arlington, Medford, Chelsea, and Somer- 
ville, namely,—classes must be held in corridors, attics and base- 
ment rooms, badly lighted and ventilated; part of the High School 


_ must be seated away from the main building; or afternoon sessions 


must be held for the first-year pupils. Fair school work is nearly 
impossible under any such conditions. 

In building an addition, provision may well be made as 
follows, for the reasons indicated in parentheses: 

Two large study rooms. (Rooms in which 100 to 200 pupils 
can study without the distraction of recitations are much needed. 
The teachers in charge would give individual direction and as- 
sistance to pupils.) 

Six small recitation rooms. (Rooms should be provided for 
recitation purposes solely. The work of instruction would be 
more efficient if the teacher were not obliged to attempt to teach 
a class and at the same time to direct pupils who are studying.) 

Cloak rooms should be adjacent to the study rooms to avoid 
the friction that is otherwise inevitable. 

Commercial classes. Bookkeeping, one large room; type- 
writing, one large room. (The typewriting classes now recite in 
the offices of the Superintendent of Schools, which may well be 
restored to their former use, thereby releasing for grade use the 
rooms in the Prince School at present occupied by the Superin- 
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- tendent. For the typewriting and bookkeeping classes two 
large rooms are needed to enable teachers closely to supervise the 
pupils at work in each subject.) 

Sewing, two large rooms. (The classes in sewing will be large 
as soon as the Household Arts Course, begun in 1913-1914, has 
been in operation two years. The present small classes go to 
the sewing room in the Wadleigh Grammar School. This will 
not be possible with larger numbers and more classes.) 

Cooking, two large rooms and two small ones. (These classes 
are growing in number. Two rooms are needed for class work 
and two for store rooms.) 

Lunch room. (A lunch room should be provided where three 


hundred pupils — about one-half the maximum registration — | 


can sit at small tables and eat their lunches in the normal man- 
ner.) 


Drawing, two large rooms. (The present accommodations 


are inadequate. If larger rooms are provided the ones now used 
for drawing could be utilized for class and recitation rooms.) 

Manual training, three large rooms. (A high school course for 
boys, comparable to the Household Arts Course for girls, should 
be provided. Our present equipment in the Wadleigh Grammar 
School is entirely needed for the work of the elementary pupils 
and is inadequate for a high school course in manual training.) 

Girls’ gymnasium and dressing room. (The present gym- 
nasium cin be used mornings only for exercises to promote cor- 
rect posture in standing and walking. The classes in regular 
gymnasium work and the indoor training of the basket ball and 
other athletic teams must be assigned to the afternoons. To 
accommodate the various groups, five afternoons a week are 
needed for the boys and five for the girls. A girls’ gymnasium 
need not be so large as the present one.) 

The assembly hall should be enlarged to seat a registration of 
750. ({t will now seat about 375. An adequate assembly hall 
is a necessity in a good High School. It is highly desirable to 
bring all the pupils together at regular intervals and to have a 
place for school gatherings.) 

Emergency room. (Every High School should have a small 
and properly equipped emergency room for the use of the high 
school girls and teachers.) 
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The foregoing rooms would allow for seventeen additional 
teachers, with the present force a total of thirty-two, and would 
accommodate 750 pupils, thus providing adequate accommo- 
dations for probably twelve years, or until 1927. 

A comparison between the classes and recitation periods 
réquired in 1904-1905 and in 1913-1914 may be pertinent:

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The classes in cooking, sewing, drawing, manual training, 
emergencies and music, are not included, as they either recite in 
other buildings or in rooms devoted exclusively to their use. 
For the other subjects, the following comments may assist in 
understanding the increase in sections and periods: In English 
we have smaller classes. The English classes at present number 
about twenty each, in 1904-1905 they were larger, sometimes 
with as many as forty pupils. It is impossible to give proper 
instruction in English with large classes. In Latin, the addi- 
tional division is due to the necessities of the program. The 
Greek has been dropped because in the judgment of the School 
Committee the demand has not warranted a class. In German 
and French more pupils are electing classes the first year, and a 
class in third year French is now offered. The number of 
classes in Review Geometry means that more pupils are pre- 
paring for college. The classes in Current History represent the 
application of the theory that so far as possible high school 
pupils should have an opportunity to become acquainted with 
the progress of the world. English history has been introduced 
to meet a demand therefor. In bookkeeping there are more 
pupils, and the increase in the number of periods of instruction 
is due to the fact that much more time is given to actual class 
work. The commercial arithmetic classes are more numerous 
because more pupils are electing the commercial course. This 
is the case also in penmanship and stenography. In typewriting, 
the number of recitation periods is larger because the teacher 
supervises closely the practice work. In science I and II, more 
pupils are electing these subjects than formerly. In chemistry, 
the increase is due to the fact that more pupils are electing the 
subject, and also to the fact that more time is spent in labora- 
tory work. The latter statement applies also to the increase 
in recitation periods in physics. 

As a whole, it will be observed that there are now taught 
but two new subjects, namely, cooking and current history, 
requiring recitation rooms in the high school building, and that 
the increases in sections and periods are largely due to the 
reduction in the size of the classes, to increase in the number of 
recitations, and to normal extensions of the high school work: 
along lines previously followed. In addition to the current 
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history and cooking, we have classes in arts and crafts, emer- 


gencies, sewing, manual training, but these do not affect the 
number of high school recitation rooms required. 


EVENING SCHOOLS 


_ The evening schools began on Tuesday evening, October 14, 
1913. The registration and classes to date have been as follows: 
_ One hundred and six Italians in eight classes; 8 Turks in one 
class; 3 Swedes and 2 Greeks in one class; 15 adult Americans in 
one class; 82 American young men and women in five classes. 
The classes for the Italians, Turks, Swedes, and Greeks are all 
planned to give a knowledge of English. The Italians who have 
some knowledge of English are also given work in history, civics, 
geography and arithmetic. The classes for the American young 
men and women have been adapted to their wishes, including 
one class each in English, civil service, bookkeeping, stenography 
and typewriting, and applied electricity. Eighteen teachers have 
been in charge, with Mr. James S. Collins, Principal of the Chapin 
School, as principal. We are glad that the registration was 
larger and more varied than expected. The appropriation, how- 
ever, will barely carry the class to March first, when it is hoped 
that additional funds will enable the work to continue as long as 
interest continues. The teachers are all residents of Winchester, 
twelve being in the day schools. 

Evening schools were inspired by the work done for Italians 
one year ago under the direction of the Rev. Joel C. Metcalf and 
the Social Service Committee of the Unitarian Church. The 
teaching of illiterate foreigners is an important part of their 
work, but in my judgment we may reasonably have even more 
interest in the six classes whose membership is made up of am- 
bitious Americans. For them the scope of instruction may wisely 
be extended in the sessions of 1914-1915. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION 


The work of medical inspection has been extended by the ap- 
pointment of an Associate School Physician, Dr. Frederika 
Moore. Dr. Moore has particular charge of the girls above the 
fourth grade. It seems so obviously desirable that a woman 
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physician should examine the girls that we may wonder why it 
had not been done before. During this school year the school 
physicians are engaged in addition to their routine work in mak- 
ing the physical examination of pupils prescribed by Section V, 
Chapter 502, of the Laws of 1906. This examination differs 
from the examinations of previous years in that it includes all 
children in school except those omitted for specific reasons, and 
in that it is somewhat more complete. 

The work of the dentists, who have been of great assistance 
in the work of medical inspection, has included a new feature— 
two days in October they cleaned teeth for school pupils at one- 
half the usual rate. 

Generally speaking, the health of pupils has been good. The 
reports in Exhibits XII, XIII and XIV give details. The weak- 
ness of our present plan is that cases reported as needing medical 
attention cannot, owing to lack of time, be followed up. We 
have had a few cases of diphtheria, but any danger of an 
epidemic has been checked by the prompt measures taken by 
Dr. C. J. Allen, Secretary of the Board of Health, assisted by 
the school physicians and the School Nurse. 5 

As a part of her duties the School Nurse has an Emergency 
Class of high school girls who recite three times a week. They 
are learning how to do the things that can be done in cases of 
accident or sickness, by those who have not had hospital training. 
This is an important part of the Household Arts Course. 


, SCHOOL SAVINGS 


Exhibit XI gives the report of the school savings system for the 
school year 1912-1913. As an extension of the plan of teaching 
thrift, the advantages of the Winchester Co-operative Bank have 
been presented to our high and grammar school pupils by Mr. 
Curtis W. Nash, and shares have been taken by about thirty. 


TEACHERS’ SALARIES 


The time has arrived when a general increase of teachers’ sal- 
aries is imperative. The maxima paid in places like Medford, 
Somerville, and other towns and cities where the cost of living 
is lower than in Winchester, are higher than in our schools. 
Furthermore, the recent state pension system requires assess- 
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ments of 5% of the annual salary from teachers who wish to 
avail themselves of its provisions. For most of our teachers the 
town pension act, commendable as it was at the time when it 
was adopted, does not offer much, as it requires long and con- 
tinuous service in the town and is not mandatory. It is gener- 
ally admitted that the efficient conduct of the schools and the 
fair recognition of the service given for the modest salaries paid 
justify teachers’ pensions. If, then, the State says that the 
teacher must contribute not less than thirty-five dollars a year, 
this fact should be recognized in determining the maximum 
salary paid. Moreover, we can neither obtain nor keep satis- 


factory teachers unless we pay larger salaries. Since the last 


school report four teachers in the High and Wadleigh have left 
for better paying positions. The minimum salary to which 
teachers would come by suitable annual increases as warranted 
by efficiency should be $800 in the grades and $1,000 in the High 
School. Effective teaching depends, to a larger extent than we 


commonly recognize, upon physical well being and a cheerful 


outlook upon life. These are certainly not fostered by a meager 
wage. 

At this point it may be pertinent to say that under present con- 
ditions a so-called merit salary schedule seems neither practicable 
nor desirable. Exceptions may and should be made for unusual 
and recognized efficiency, but generally speaking, all teachers 
should come in time to a uniform salary for positions of equal 
responsibility. This has been and is the practice in this school 
system. Undoubtedly the teachers in any given grade vary in 
excellence, but we do not know how to measure their relative 
efficiency in terms that will be convincing to them and to at- 
tempt to do so, except as suggested in special instances for defi- 
nite reasons, would do more harm than good. Furthermore, 
the minimum salary recommended is no larger than should be 
paid to every teacher sufficiently competent to be retained in 
the service of our schools. 


NEW TEACHERS 


For the school year 1914-1915 three additional teachers will 
be necessary, two in the High School and one in the grades. 


Those in the High School will be required because of the in- 
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creased registration which will be due to the large entering class 
from the Wadleigh Grammar School in September, 1914. One 
should be a man to take charge of the Commercial Department, 
and the other will be needed for English and history. In the 
grades, the spare room at the Mystic should be given to a third 
and a fourth grade. The census indicates that the first grade in 
this building will number not far from twenty. It will thus be 
impracticable to assign it with the second and third grades to 
one teacher; also, if a teacher is provided for the third and fourth 
grades, it will be possible to relieve somewhat the eran in 
other adjacent buildings. 


USE OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


During the year the High School, Chapin, Wadleigh, and Prince 
buildings have been even more largely used than previously for 
purposes not connected with the school system. This accords 
with the vote passed at your meeting of February 3, 1913, that 
‘it is the sense of the School Committee that the High School 
building may well be opened to as great extent as possible for 
public and educational activities, not including its use by any 
religious bodies nor for private purposes.’’ The spirit of this 
decision naturally applies to all school buildings, and provisions 
should be made for installing electric lights in order that they 
may be so utilized. 


LIGHTING OF SCHOOL ROOMS 


Electric lights in all our school buildings would be of great 
service on dark mornings, for teachers’ use in the afternoons, 
and to render possible the opening of school buildings for parents’ 
meetings and evening classes. There are many days when 
children’s eyes are strained; teachers frequently have work 
which keeps them late in the afternoon; and neighborhood 
parents’ meetings would be much more convenient than those 
at the center of the town. The High and Prince are now fairly 
well provided and the Wadleigh in part. The advisability of a 
general installation is suggested for action at such date as funds 
may permit. During the past year a careful study has been 


made of the fundamental principles to be followed in the distri- 
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bution of electric light, and Dr. Ralph Putnam and Dr. W. 
Holbrook Lowell have determined by careful tests the best type 
of shade. We are therefore ready to proceed wisely. 


SCHOOL ROOM DECORATION 


The purchase of pictures under the general scheme discussed 
in the report for 1912 has not progressed so rapidly as was ex- 
pected, since it has seemed advisable to take ample time to per- 
fect the plans for some grades. These have now been approved 
and orders will be placed as donors appear. 

The following pictures have been hung as noted:

REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS 
The list for the year in exhibit XVIII gives the more important 


_ items in size and cost. The minor repairs and improvements, 


which listed might seem trivial, have cost almost as much more 
and have been quite as significant in our endeavor to make the 
school environment attractive and convenient for pupils and 
teachers. During the past five or six years we have given more 
attention to this side of the school life than is usual and much 
remains to be done. It would be impracticable to attempt to 
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indicate all that may in future years seem desirable, hence the 
recommendations of this report are confined to the things that 
may well be undertaken in a year or two. 

The following lines of improvement in physical conditions of 
the school properties are suggested for future consideration: 

Vacuum cleaning appliances in all buildings; air humidifying 
apparatus connection with the heating plant in all buildings; 
open air school rooms for anemic and tubercular children; shrubs 
and trees in lawns. 


REGISTRATION 


The registration in exhibit I shows an increase in the grades 
of 60. Good fortune only has permitted transfers to avoid 
placing more pupils than the usual limit of seating capacity, 
namely, forty-eight, in many rooms. It will be noted that 21 
rooms have over forty pupils; that nine rooms have two or more 
grades to a room; and that two first grades are in the same room 
with the second grade. All these conditions are undesirable 
and even with the opening of a new room in the Mystic in 
September, 1914, will not be greatly improved. The conges- 
tion has grown more acute from year to year. Action to provide 
additional accommodations has not been advised since it has 
seemed that it might not be necessary. The problem of enlarging 
our grade school buildings will be exceedingly difficult, and any 


discussion of the policy that should be followed would at this — 


time be purely academic. 


In all that we may undertake we are the servants of the town 
and our progress must be governed by the practical limitations 
of cost and popular approval. Our obligation, however, to the 
children whose future efficiency and happiness so largely depend 
upon what we may do requires us to cultivate the open mind 
and the extended vision. While we are doing the day’s work 
we must remember that our pupils are being educated for a 
larger tomorrow.

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REGULATIONS 


1. The Principal of the High School will be in his office daily, except Tues- 
day, from 3.30 to 5 p. m. for consultation with pupils in the High School or 
the graduating class of the Wadleigh Grammar School or with their parents. 

2. At the end of the Grammar School course, it is advised that pupils plan 
their work for the entire High School course, and study carefully the entrance 
requirements of the college or higher school for which they wish to be fitted. 

3. Pupils shall not enter classes in subjects aggregating a total of more 
than twenty diploma points each week, without the approval of the Principal. 

4. ‘The School Committee reserves the right to withdraw any subject not 
elected by a sufficient number of pupils. 

5. The College Entrance course may be modified to meet the requirements 
of any college, but pupils shall not change courses or drop subjects without 
the approval of the Principal. 

6. A pupil may elect work offered for the year in which he is classified or 
for previous years; he may also elect required subjects from courses other 
than his own. 

7. Pupils may elect typewriting without electing stenography; but those 
electing stenography must also elect typewriting. 

8. Pupils shall be classified as first, second, third, and fourth year pupils; 
14 diploma points are required for promotion to the second year class, 32 to 
the third year class, and 52 to the fourth year class. 

9. The passing mark in every subject is 70 per cent. This shall be deter- 
mined by combining the daily mark and the examination mark in the ratio of 
3 and 1. Pupils who have a recitation record of 85 per cent or more in any 
subject will be excused from the final examination in that subject. 

10. Pupils will not be allowed to take advanced work in any subject in 
which a condition has been received until the condition has been removed by 
an examination in which a mark of at least 75 per cent has been obtained. 

11. In order to continue the study of any subject, except English, extend- 
ing over more than one year, pupils must obtain a standing of at least 75 per 
cent in the work of the preceding year. 

12. A pupil whose excuse for absence from examination is satisfactory to 
the Principal may receive a mark which is the average of the recitation marks 
during the term. 

13. A pupil will not be allowed to continue any subject after receiving a 
mark below 70 per cent during any two consecutive months without special 
permission from the Principal; and if for two months a pupil fails to maintain 
a nies mark in subjects aggregating thirteen diploma points, he may be 

uspended by the Principal. 

vat. In order to assist pupils and give them an opportunity to make up 
deficiencies, each teacher will return from three to four p. m. on two school 
days each week, at least one teacher returning each afternoon. In addition, 
each afternoon from three to four, a teacher will have charge of a room to which 
pupils who have failed in the preparation of any lesson of the day may be re- 
quired to report for study. 

15. Pupils who make up work in which they have been deficient or in 
which they have lost recitations without good reason will have a previous low 

mark on the teacher’s records changed to 70 per cent or higher if the work is 
made up to the satisfaction of the teacher. 

16. Pupils who are absent with a satisfactory excuse, or on account of ill- 
ness, shall make up such proportion of the work lost as the teachers deem 
essential to their progress and will be marked on said work when made up as if 
reciting in class. The Principal shall decide as to the equity in all cases. 
Pupils who wish to return to receive special assistance must in every case 
notify teachers in advance. 

17. Graduates of the High School who complete prope. courses with rat- 
ings of not less than 80 per cent in any subject may enter the Normal Schools 


>, Shae oh 
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of the Commonwealth and all of the colleges of New England, except Harvard, 
the Institute of Technology, and Yale, without examination, on the certificate 
of the Principal. Certificates of admission to college entrance examinations 
will be issued to pupils who have attained standings of at least 80 per cent in 
the required subjects. Both the foregoing certificates may also be issued to 
puptis who, in the judgment of the Principai, are properly qualified. 

18. Diplomas will be granted to pupils who have completed successfully 
subjects aggregating a total of 68 diploma points including all the required 
work of one course. To those pupils who have completed a course of study 
aggregating 68 diploma points equiv: lent in the judgment of the Principal to 
the subjects required and elective, for a diploma in the General Course, a 
General Course diploma will be granted; and if thereafter any such pupil has 
completed the subjects, required and elective, for any one of the other courses, 
the diploma thus earned will also be granted. The arrangement of the pupil’s 
work under this plan shall be subject to the approval of the Principal. 

19. Diplomas will be graded and granted “‘with highest honor,” “with high 
honor,” and “‘with honor’? when the work shall have averaged at least 90 per 
cent, 85 per cent, and 80 per cent, respectively.

The Auditor herewith presents his report for the financial 
year ending December 31, 1913. 

The several Trust Funds in the custody of the Town Treqeene 
have been examined and found as reported. ae 

The securities of the Asa Fletcher Fund have also been ex- 
amined and found in proper order. The investments are regis- 
tered and can be transferred only on order of the Trustees. 

The Permanent Care Fund Wildwood Cemetery is invested 
in registered securities which have been approved by the Bank 
Commissioners as proper investments for Massachusetts Sav- 
ings Banks. These have also been examined and found correct. 

The David N. Skillings Library Fund, in the custody of the - 
Library Trustees, has been examined and found as reported. 

I have examined the accounts of the Collector of Taxes, Town 
Treasurer and Water Registrar and found the same as reported. 

It is gratifying to report that the new arrangement of accounts 
as adopted by the Town in place of the Incidental Account has 
worked out splendidly. I have not been obliged to hold out any 
bills against the Town this year for lack of appropriation. 

The Interest Account shows a deficit this year which is due 
largely to money borrowed in anticipation of taxes. 

I would refer you to the table at the end of my Report taken 
- from. a Debt Record recently installed in my office. This 
table shows not only the annual payments to be raised by taxa- 
tion for principal on the Debt, but also the amount of interest 
payable on the same each year. 

The accounts in my report are so classified that data furnished 
from year to year shall supply information which shall have 
value in compiling comparative statements. The recommenda- 
tions of the State Bureau of Statistics have been comformed to 
as Closely as possible.
